The Beat Goes On 


To Peter Herbst: 

The image of the performer has always 
been an important factor in rock music. 
Had Elvis, for example, been only a 
faceless performer, a recording artist 
only, I doubt that he would have had 
such a profound effect on the music 
industry. No, those flat-chested thirteen- 
year-olds did not orgasm in multiplicity 
whenever McCartney flashed a 
Liverpoolian grin because they admired 
his bass work. Ridiculous! Few probably 
ever heard him, or any other of the 
English idols of the early sixties, above 
the deafening screaming. All these early 
heroes were created by a relatively new 
medium and promoted by inexpensive, 
easily attainable records, and television. 
This generation wanted and needed these 
performers. The noisy teeny-boppers 
were just as important to rock music as 
any of its performers. 

When rock music loses this important 
interaction between performer and 
audience, it suffers. This does not mean 
that rock music cannot, like other art 
forms, exist for its own sake. In spite of 
the initial hysteria of the early sixties, 
cult heroes became serious performers 
and offered important works to 
intelligent audiences, both on records 
and in concert halls. But recently, much 
of the excitement has been missing from 
many rock performances. Artist/audience 
rapport just hasn’t been the same and the 
value, if not the quality, of the music 
suffers as a result. 

Then Dylan and The Band played the 
Garden and we had a chance to see and 
hear the performers we had come to know 
so well. Like old friends, Dylan and The 
Band returned and told us that the times 
have indeed changed — but the music 
hasn’t died at all.

if Congress does not think that the 
things Nixon is known to have done 
constitute grounds for removing him from 
office, one can only wonder what they 
would consider to be such grounds. What 
must a President do to be removed from 
office? Commit murder in broad 
daylight?

If Nixon is not removed from office our 
laws, and even our constitution, will not 
be worth the paper they are written on, 
and the last of our rights and liberties will 
be gone.

Branch are above the law and can do 
whatever they want. Instead of a 
government of laws we will have 
government by Presidential dictatorship. 
There may still be elections, but these 
will be so easily corrupted and 
manipulated as to be meaningless, like 
elections in Russia, Brazil, or South Viet 
Nam. 

Is this, then, to be the end of the 
American political experiment — dead 
two years before its 200th birthday? Is.

The issues are clear, the crisis 
immediate, the dangers enormous — and 
Congress is fearful and silent. It is hard

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11 Areas of Impeachable Offenses 


The Case Against President Nixon 


By Congressman Jerome R. Waldie 


(Congressman Jerome R. 
Waldie, D-California, has in- 
troduced impeachment legislation 
into the House of Representatives. 
He is also a member of the House 
Judiciary Committee which is 
currently considering impeach- 
ment resolutions. 

( His article here is adapted from 
a book-in-progress on impeach- 
ment itself, the case against the 
President, and the likely effect of 
impeachment upon the nation's 
political health. 


The third week of October 
1973 will be remembered for the 
desperate effort of President 
Nixon to avoid disclosure of his 
offenses to the courts and the 
American public. Surely we will 
not soon forget the precipitous 
dismissal of the Special 
Prosecutor Archibald Cox, for 
refusing to be party to the 
President’s plan in the face of a 
court order by the U.S. Court of 
Appeals, to deny tapes and 
documents to the Grand Jury 
investigating the Watergate 
coverup, followed by the forced 
resignation of Attorney General 
Richardson and his deputy, 
William D. Ruckelshaus 
because they could not, in good 
conscience, be a party to the 
scheme. Only the outraged 
voices of the Nation, I am 
certain, prevented the total 
dismantling of the office of the 
Special Prosecutor, and the 
ultimate sabotage of the Grand 
Jury. 

On Tuesday, October 23, 
1973, I introduced in the House 
- of Representatives a resolution 
calling for the impeachment of 


Richard M. Nixon, President of . 


the United States, for the 
purpose of calling him to trial 
before the Senate. I did so 


because I believe -that the . 


activities of President Nixon 
which culminated in those dark 
days of October clearly 
constituted impeachable 
offenses. My resolution dealt 
only with the immediate actions 
of the President, but not 
because I believe these were the 
only actions warranting his 
impeachment. Other resolutions 
have since been introduced, 
calling for impeachment on 
additional grounds; labor 
organizations, attorney groups, 
the American Civil Liberties 
Union and others have 
suggested still more grounds. 
Since October I have received 
over 20,000 letters supporting 
my call for impeachment; many 
of these letters have listed even 
additional reasons. Indeed, the 
most unfortunate aspect of this 
sorry Administration is that it 
has spawned so many possible 
grounds for impeachment. 
Ultimately, I believe, my 
colleagues in the House of 
Representatives and I will be 
called upon to decide whether 
Richard Nixon should be 
impeached and the proceedings 
forwarded to the Senate for trial. 
Our decision will be based upon 
whether we conclude that there 
are reasonable grounds to 
believe the President has 
committed impeachable 
offenses. Thus, we really have 
two questions to decide: (1) Are 
there reasonable grounds to 
believe that there has been 
misconduct for which President 
Nixon is responsible; and (2) is 
that misconduct an 
impeachable offense under the 
United States Constitution. I 
am certain there will be 
disagreement among us on both 
questions, just as there is 
ment in this country. 
ae I do not believe that all 
the charges I have heard or read 
would ey impeachment. Let 
me list for some of the

charges we will surely consider, 
either in Committee or on the 
floor of the House, so that you 
can decide for yourself, as each 
member of the House will have 
to decide, whether there are 
reasonable grounds to believe 
that Richard M. Nixon is guilty 
of “Bribery, or other High 
Crimes and Misdemeanors.” 


POLITICAL CORRUPTION 


The investigation by the 
Senate Watergate Committee 
has revealed that the break-in at 
Watergate was but one small 


part of the effort by President 


Nixon’s inner circle to 
undermine the political process 
by which we choose our 
President. Moreover, the. 
investigation has revealed that 
the abuses committed in the 
nameof Richard Nixon, with 
the knowledge of his intimates 
and advisors, financed with 
funds donated to or extorted by 
his re-election committee and 
managed from the White House 
itself, involved widespread 


illegal and immoral acts. 
Finally, we know that plans 
were laid to continue these 
activities right up to election 
day, and that it was only the 
fortunate discovery of the 
Watergate burglars which

slowed down the plan. This 
program of harassment, lies, 
forgeries, bugging, thefts and 
the rest was not against the 
Nation’s enemies, and not even 
against the Democratic Party, 
but against you and me, citizens 
of the United States. 

The history of this Nation 
does not provide a single 
instance matching Watergate. 
These activities were clearly 
“public wrongs by public men” 
— acts which for centuries, in 
England and the United States, 
have been considered 


offenses. 

While the methodical attempt 
to destroy the Democratic Party 
proceeded, other clandestine or 
illegal activities were carried out 
to bolster Richard Nixon’s 
candidacy. Fraudulent 
newspaper ads purporting to be 
placed by independent 
supporters of the President were 
written and financed by his re- 
election committee. Spurious 
confrontations, intended to 
provoke sympathy for the 
President, were arranged by 
inviting groups known to 
disagree with him to 
Presidential appearances, and 
then using their presence as a 
convenient foil for the 
President’s remarks. Telegrams 
and phone calls to the press and 
television stations in support of 
the President were written or 
engineered from the White 
House. On a more sinister note, 
where the appearance of 
uniform approval of the 
President was desired, potential 
protesters were illegally arrested 
and detained until the 
President’s speech was 
concluded. 

I know that many people will 
argue that there is no evidence 
that President Nixon knew of 
the Watergate activities of his 
subordinates, just as it is 
claimed that he was unaware of 
the subsequent coverup. Bluntly 
stated, there were so many 
actions being taken by the 
President’s henchmen, and so 


these projects, that it is 
inconceivable to me that 
President Nixon did not know 
what was going on unless he 
intentionally insulated himself 
from it. Moreover, our decision 
whether the President should be 
impeached does not depend 
upon whether Richard Nixon 
knew of the actions of his 
subordinates as they occurred, 
or even whether he participated 
in the subsequent coverup. 
These facts may be of 
importance in determining 
possible criminal liability; they 


are not controlling at all to the: 
question before us. 

In his speech to the American 
people on April 30, 1973, the 
President stated: ‘‘In any 
organization, the man at the top 
must bear the responsibility. 
That responsibility therefore, 
belongs here, in this office. I 
accept it.” In President Nixon’s 
case, impeachment is the only 
way in which his responsibility 
can be assessed. For the 
President, there is no “next 
election” if the responsibility of 
a President in his second term in 
office is to be meaningful we 


' must look to the procedures 


established by the framers of the 
Constitution to provide redress. 

We allow our Presidents wide 
latitude in choosing their staffs 
and advisors. We do so with the 
expectation that they will 
choose wisely and superintend 
their activities. If a President 
consistently fails to do so, and 
his failure results in widespread 
misbehavior, it is fitting and 
proper that he be called to the 
bar of the Senate through the 
impeachment process to justify 
his actions. Indeed, if the law 
were otherwise, we would be at 
the mercy of the President and 
his subordinates. 


OBSTRUCTION OF JUSTICE 


It should come as no surprise 
that the intentional coverup of a 
crime is itself a crime. Our 


criminal law punishes activity of | 


this nature severely. It ; 


course it is obstruction of justice 
to commit a crime to coverup a 
crime — such as bribing 
wittnesses to remain silent or to 
commit perjury. But it is also 
obstruction of justice to take an 
apparently legal act for the 
purpose of concealing evidence 
of a criminal act. Shredding 
papers and erasing tapes are not 
illegal acts in themselves; they 
become illegal acts when they 
are done to prevent discovery of 
guilt. 

The President of the United 
States had the Constitutional 
power to fire Special Prosecutor 
Archibald Cox and to abolish his 
office. He had the power to limit 
the investigation of the FBI. He 
had the power to prevent certain 
witnesses from testifying about 
the White House tapes. All of 
these acts are of the type which ~ 
are legal when done for lawful 
reasons. They are the crime of 
obstruction of justice when done 
to prevent the discovery of 
evidence of crimes committed 
by the President or his 
associates. 

There are reasonable grounds 
to believe that the firing of the 
Special Prosecutor and the 
forced resignation of the 
Attorney General, along with 
the order to cease attempting to 
obtain White House documents, 
resulted from the desire and 
intent of Richard M. Nixon to 
ebstruct the process of justice. 
Moreover, in the aftermath of 
the dismissal of Archibald Cox, 
the “discovery” that two tapes 
supposedly never existed and 
one was intentionally erased 


’ reinforces my belief that the 


coverup continues to this day. 

In considering the charge of 
obstruction of justice we must 
also consider the coverup of 
Watergate itself — the direction 
to the FBI by the President to 
limit its investigation, the 
involvement of the CIA, the 
offer (and payment) of money to 
the Watergate burglars to 
procure their silence, the offer of 
executive clemency to James 
McCord, the perjury before the 
Grand Jury and at the trial. 
Three Nixon aides have already 
pleaded guilty to obstruction of 
justice as a result of these 
events; others may soon be 
indicted. John Dean has stated 
in sworn testimony that the 
President knew of these 
activities; although the 
President has denied guilt he 
has also admitted that the tapes 


‘of his conversations (to the 


extent that they are not erased 
or otherwise unavailable) could 

well be interpreted otherwise! 
We will also consider the 
approach to U.S. District Judge 
W. Matthew Byrne, Jr., 
presiding judge in the trial of 
Daniel Ellsberg, during the final 
stages of that trial. We will 
remember that the President 
directed John Ehrlichman

TV ing the Newsmen 


The 40-member State House 
Press Association, representing 
Beacon Hill newspaper reporters 
from throughout the state, is 
trying to discourage TV 
cameramen from using its 
members as props in their 
filming of press conferences. But 
so far with little success. 

At its annual meeting early in 
January the group voted to call 
on the general managers of the 
three Boston stations “‘to either 
desist from having members 
filmed, especially during press 
conferences, for use as props on 
television newscasts, or that the 
members are paid talent fees 
based on the AFTRA (American 
Federation of TV and Radio 
Artists) fee schedule.” 

In a letter to the general 
managers, the press association 
charged that continuing and 
repetitive TV film footage of 
reporters “‘even to the extent of 
filming notebook, hand and pen 
in closeup” is designed ‘‘to lend 
a certain atmosphere and 
credibility to the broadcast of 
the event.” 

Within the past week, the 
three stations responded. 

Sy Yanoff of WBZ-TV said 
that footage of reporters and 
others who attend press 
conferences is used “to depict 
the event as it occurred” and is a 
common practice across the 
country. He suggested that 
reporters who “feel they are 
being abused” by TV newsmen 
should discuss it with them and 
expressed hope that good will 
between members of the print 
and broadcast media will 
continue. 

In a less friendly tone, News 
Director Larry Pickard of 
WCVB-TV called the complaint 
“ludicrous” and suggested that 
reporters who don’t want to be 
photographed at the State 
House “should request that your 
editor assign you elsewhere.” 

And S. James Coppersmith, 
General Manager of WNAC-TV 
said the request for 
compensation is “‘preposterous”’ 
but that in light of the 
complaint ‘‘we’ll take even 
greater pains to avoid 
unnecessary exposure to print 
journalists while covering a 
press conference.” 

And, so that newsmen who do 
show up in TV footage “may 
feel a little better about the 
whole thing,’’ Coppersmith 
enclosed with his letter a tube of 
clown make-up — a used tube of 
clown make-up. 


Charging the Cover 


In their continuing battle 
against a regulation that would 
require them to keep records and 
receipts of cover charges, 
nightclub owners have formed 
the Massachusetts Association 
of Restaurants, Clubs and 
Hotels. The group, which claims

it now has 40 members, will 
carry on what Alcoholic 
Beverages Control Commis- 
sioner Staniey Lapon calls 
“much ado about pretty much of 
nothing.” That nothing is a 
proposed ABC regulation that 
would make it virtually 
impossible for nightclub owners 
to avoid paying a five percent 
state tax on cover charges. At 
hearings two months ago 
nightclub owners protested that 
their opposition was not due to 
records and receipts which 
would be required under the 
regulations. But if that’s indeed 
true, then what they’re fighting 
about has never been made 
clear. 

“They seem to think that it is 
an unnecessary burden on them 
to keep records,’”’ Commissioner 
Lapon said of the nightclub 
owners. “Every private citizen 
in the Commonwealth has to 
keep certain records... don’t 
understand this kind of 
argument. The fact is, these 
fellows are highly resistant to 
the state’s finding out what 
they’re earning.” 

The Guns of Chile 

The East Coast premiere of 
the film ‘Chile: Poems and 
Guns”’ will be held Feb. 9, 
Saturday, at 7 and 9 p.m. The 
one-hour color film, first to be 
released in the U.S. with footage 
-taken during and after the 
recent military coup, will be 
shown at Harvard’s Science 
Center, Lecture Hall C. 
Donation will be $2. 


One of the film’s makers, 
British art historian David 
Kunzle, will introduce the film 
and discuss it after the showing. 
The film is based on a script by 
Charles Horman — a U.S. 
citizen who sought asylum in the 
U.S. Embassy in Santiago after 
the Sept. 11 coup, was refused 
this right, and then slain by the 
military junta. All footage in the 
film is from 1973, and some of it 
was shot by the slain Horman. 

According to Kunzle, “ ‘Chile: 
Poems and Guns’ is a history of 
imperialism in Chile and the rise 
of workers’ consciousness.” It 
recounts the achievements of 
Pres. Allende, assassinated by 
the military junta. The actual 
coup is covered by still 
photographs and there are 
exclusive interviews with 
survivors of the concentration 
camp in Santiago’s National 
Stadium. Special attention is 
given in the film to cultural- 
artistic acheivements of* the 
socialist Popular Unity 
government. 

An additional screening of the 
film will be held on Sunday, 
Feb. 10 at 2 p.m. at the Red 


Book Store, 136 River St., 
Cambridge. 
The Three Marias 


Sentencing was again 
postponed in the case of The 
Three Marias, the writers whose 
collective anthology ‘‘New 
Portuguese Letters” was banned 
by the Portuguese authorities in 
June 1972 as an “outrage to 
public morals and good customs’ 


Maria Teresa Horta, Maria 
Isabel Barreno, and Maria Velho 
da Costa, all of whom are women 
in their thirties and mothers, 
have written a scathing attack 
on the male-dominated society 
under which they live. Since 
June 3, 1973, when an 
international group of feminists - 
meeting in Cambridge, Mass., 
initiated a world wide protest on 


their behalf, the Portuguese 


government has shown itself 
uneasy about its continued 
prosecution of the women who 
face from six months to two 
years imprisonment for their 
offense. 


Prior to the trial last 
Thursday, Jan 31 (the day the 
sentencing was expected) the 
government dismissed the first 
judge, and a second judge 
assigned to the case turned it 
down. Unexpectedly the trial 
was open and feminists from 
other European countries were 
present to hear testimony from 
the defense witnesses; the 
editors from the women’s 
publishing house. The trial was 
then adjourned until 
Wednesday Feb. 6. It is not yet 
known whom the government 
will call for the prosecution. 
Meanwhile readings from the 
book have been given at rallies 
in New York, Paris and Holland.

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War Tax Resisters Ring $65,000 Phones

Susan Wilkins’ telephone in 
Brookline has been ringing more 
and more lately, and the voices 
at the other end of the line often 
inquire about a small slip of 
paper she keeps tacked beside 
her white extension cord. It’s an 
appropriate place for it. As long 
as her phone service continues 
uninterrupted, she’s winning a 
battle against the sender of the 
slip of paper. 

The slip is a piece of 
correspondence from the 
Internal Revenue Service 

‘entitled “Final Notice Before 

Seizure.” Such notices went out 
recently not only to Susan 
Wilkins and her dozens of 
callers, but to thousands of New 
Englanders (variously estimated 
at between 7000 and 40,000) who 
pointedly ignore one part of 
their phone bill each month. 

The notices are part of an 
increasingly-organized 
campaign by the IRS to apply 
pressure on activists who 
continue to refuse to pay the 
nine percent of their telephone 
bill that has, since 1949, directly 
underwritten part of the U.S. 
military budget— and continues 
to do so post-Vietnam. 

The advice Susan Wilkins 
gives her callers represents the 
view the Roxbury War Tax 
Scholarship Fund which, since 
its 1967 founding at the height of 
the Vietnam War, has served as 
a clearinghouse for tax 
resistance information. With 
more than 500 members who 
send their monthly phone taxes 
to the Fund instead of the phone 
company, the War Tax 
Scholarship group now boasts 
funds of $65,000 in refused taxes 
that earn bank interest. The 
interest money is distributed to 
groups not ordinarily considered 
likely candidates for federal 
revenue sharing. 

Fund members today cast a 
somewhat worrying glance 
toward the IRS, whose 
disorganization in dealing with 
tax resistance has been the 
building block of the group. The 
sudden delivery of the “final 
notices,” which threaten to tie 
up a tax resister’s salary and 
bank account unless payment is 
made, has increased that 
apprehension. 

“It used to be that those 
notices were sent out totally at 
random, and everyone just 
ignored them,’’ says Susan 
Wilkins. ‘“‘Now they’re being 
delivered regularly, each one 
more threatening.” 

Spokesmen for the IRS in 
both the Boston district and the 
Andover regional office 
(covering all New England), 
deny any specific crackdown 
against tax resisters, but 
concede that the growth of the 
phenomenon in recent years has 
forced them to centralize their 
records of the resistance, and 
begin systematic attempts at 
obtaining the money withheld. 
The Andover records show 7,600 
phone tax resisters in the area— 
considerably less than the 40,000 
the Roxbury Fund estimates. An 
IRS spokesman in Andover, 
expressing a common view, said 
he hopes that, even without a 
crackdown, “‘now that Vietnam 
is over, most of these people will

more than peace with honor to 
collect. 

“People are having their bank 
accounts siezed, sometimes for 
very small amounts of money. 
Some people have even had 
revenue officers knocking on 
their doors.” 

The appearance of the 
“revenooer” could follow the 
failure of the IRS to find out 
which bank a resister uses. If the 
IRS does find out that 
information— which a non-

provide— it could result in an 
even higher bill for the resister 
than the tax bite itself, which 
averages between $30 and $150, 
depending on how soon the 
phone company informs the IRS 
of the non-payment. Many 
banks, following account 
siezure, impose a $15-$20 service 
charge. At times, the phone 
company has _ even threatened 
to disconnect a tax resister’s 
phone— despite the fact that 
legal action against tax 
resistance is, by law, the domain 
only of the government. 

Roxbury Fund members are 
far from, panicked, however. 
Lots of people regularly receive 
second and third “final” notices. 
The Fund hopes that the high 
costs of a crackdown will dilute 
the IRS’ plans. An IRS 
spokesman says as much. “If it’s 
less than $50, there’s not much 
chance a bank account will be 
siezed to force payment,” he 
says. The Fund also believes 
that there are some sympathetic 
employees in the IRS, as well as 
in the phone company. 


“There have been a couple of 
instances of Fund members 
getting calls from people at the 
phone company,” says Susan 
Wilkins, “reminding them to 
send in their notes each month 
saying why they’re not paying 
the tax.” (Such notes are a 
defense against the company 
including the missing tax in an 
outstanding balance and then 
disconnecting.) 

But the Roxbury Fund is not 
counting totally on IRS 
incompetence in continuing its 
resistance. It advises those 
interested that even after a 
“final notice,”’ no one is legally 
bound to tell IRS officials either 
their bank or place of 
employment. Wilkins and others 
in the Roxbury Fund, which now 
channels funds far afield from 
the ghetto where it began six 
years ago, hope to extend their 
attack on the phone tax to legal 
fronts. 

Fund members contend that 
the tax has long been 
unconstitutionally collected, 
having been created for a 


purpose long past— that being ~ 


the financing of World War II. 
Begun then as a “temporary 
tax’’, the surcharge has 
managed to cling to life through 
Korea and Vietnam. Fund 
members maintain that since 
the latter two conflicts were 
unconstitutional- undeclared by 
Congress— the tax is by 
extension unconstitutional. 
Wilkins and other Fund 
members hope to convince a 
judge in a federal tax court, 
where they now have a test case 
pending, of this point. The IRS 
itself says that it must follow the 


law, not rule on constitutional ; 


questions.

logic that the sometime ceasefire 
in Vietnam will deplete the tax 
resistance ranks. 

“T tell people that even if our 
assistance to the Thieu 
government is no longer, overt, it 
still means billions of dollars 
unconstitutionally collected,” 
she says. 

The Roxbury Fund says that 
Boston is the most-organized 


center of tax resistance in the 
nation, and it has thrived in the 
same area where Henry David 
Thoreau once went to jail rather 
than pay a poll tax he felt 
supported an unconstitutional , 
war with Mexico. Last May, the 
Fund presented its annual 
awards, in which it distributed 
$1800 in interest garnered from 
deposits at Roxbury’s Unity 
Bank and Trust to six groups 
voted upon by the Fund’s 
Steering Committee. Included 
in the awards were the United 
Farmworkers union, the Legal In- 
Service Project, which heads the 
military antiwar movement, and 
a bail reform movement that 
posts bond for indigent 
defendants. The group is now 
considering using its principal 
funds as a source of loans for low- 
income applicants. 

It all could stop if the IRS 
continues to mobilize- but 7,600 
people might cost more to bring 


_ into line than they’re worth. A 


lot of people are counting on 
that, and they’ve already 
counted up to $65,000. 


John Boone Decries Saigon’s Police State

“To me it was shocking. I got 
a first-hand look at our foreign 
policy. If we have to prop up 
puppets in the Philippines, in 
Chile, in Vietnam, in the long 
run we aren’t going to win. And 
what is winning, anyway? What 
business do we have? Well, I’m 
not a politician or an 
international policy expert, so 
maybe I should not judge, but I 
shudder to think that we have to 
interfere with the lives of people 
in other countries in order to 
make our system work. To make 
a long story short, it appears to 
me that 50,000 Americans died 
for nothing but to reinforce a 
dictatorship.” 


Arriving in Boston a week ago 
last Wednesday, exhausted after 
a two-week tour of South 
Vietnam, former Massachusetts 
Corrections Commissioner John 
Boone sounded every bit like a 
spokesperson for the antiwar 
movement — which, indeed, he 
had somewhat unexpectedly 
become. Timing the trip to 
coincide with the first 
anniversary of the signing of the 
Paris Peace Accords, he and four 
other private citizens calling 
themselves the Saigon Inquiry

South Vietnam’s prisons, and to 
determine the prospects for 
peace. Boone discovered, much 
to his horror, what others closer 
to the situation have known all 
along — that extravagant 
United States funding is helping 

continue the war. No longer a 
public official, now more than 
ever willing to speak his mind, 


- Boone characterized South 


Vietnam as a “police state.” He 
tapped his own experiences to 
prove it, and took his message to 
whomever would listen. 

He told of a visit to Mme. Ngo 
Ba Thanh, the celebrated 
neutralist who has spent the last 
seven years in and out of prison 
and now is under constant 
surveillance in her own home. As 
he was leaving, two fully armed 
policemen and a person in 
civilian clothes stopped him and 
demanded to see his briefcase. 
In it he had secured notes from 
the meeting with Mme. Thanh 
which he felt might jeopardize 
her. He had no passport. Saigon 
officials had confiscated it to 
arrange for an extension on his 
visa. Hurriedly he offered them 
his Massachusetts driver’s 
license. They noted the number 
on the back of a cigarette 
package. Then he gave them a 
letter from the Minister of the 


Interior and they let him go. 
A Police State 


A simple head count of 
security forces visible in Saigon- 
held territories, according to 
Boone, reveals the nature of the 
government. Boone claims that 
in South Vietnam there is one 
policeman for every 140 citizens, 
in comparison with about one 
for every 1000 in the average 
American city. “That doesn’t 
count the soldiers,” he said. 
“Soldiers can stop you also.” By 
conservative estimate, Saigon’s 
armed forces number about a 
million, the fourth largest in the 
world. 

Boone and the other members 
of the Inquiry Committee met 
with 154 Vietnamese, many of 
them ex-prisoners or relatives of 
those presently in jail. Their 
inquiry confirmed for them 
reports of mistreatment, 
brutality and denial of political 
expression, all in violation of the 
Peace Accords. They 
found that generally prisoners 
were being fed on 40 to 80 
piastres a day, or less than 15 
cents. From people familiar with 
the Con Son Island prison, they 
heard that inmates there

Owen Slade’ 
Need to Know 


Q. | am interested in finding out something 
about the wolf collars on some of these Air 
Force snorkel parkas I have been seeing. Is 
it wolf fur? Aren't wolves on the 
endangered species list or close to 
extinction? I thought the youth of today 
was ecology-minded. — H.W., Boston. 

A. Most of the fur you see on the Air Force 
parkas isn’t real fur. Wolves are an 
endangered species but the youth of 
today is concerned. I believe what may 
look like wolf fur is fake. 


Q. Help — I'm sure there are many who join 
in my plea for some remedy to rid their 
apartment of waterbugs. I faithfully tried a 
dusting of boric acid in crevices and damp 
areas near sinks for months to no avail. I 
think this is only effective for roaches. 
Please is there any preventive chemical or 
solution to this dilemma? —C.A.B., 
Boston. 

A. The best suggestion I can give you if 
there is any way you can afford it is to call 
an exterminator. But barring that, there 
are liquid insecticides you can buy with 
oil bases that contain Diazanon. This 
should kill the waterbugs. The Thomas 
A. Sheehan Co., exterminators at 2071 
Centre St., West Roxbury (323-6850) sell 
some or you can try the hardware stores. 
Unfortunately, most insecticides like the 
boric acid mixture are dangerous and the 
bugs develop immunity to them. Good 
Luck! 


Q. I have been sick and the doctors have been 
doing all kinds of tests on me. Isn't there 
any less painful way of diagnosing an 
illness? — A.B., Cambridge. 

A. Unfortunately most medical tests are 
painful but in the end well worth it. 
Doctors at Brigham Young University in 
Provo, Utah, are developing methods of 
detecting a person’s illness by examining 
his or her hair. The researchers have 
discovered a strong correlation between 
the amounts of metal elements found in a 
person’s locks and the type of illness the 
person is suffering from. It seems that the 
body, when a person is sick, secretes 
unusual elements into the hair. They 
predict that the “Hair Test’ may be as 
valuable in the future as the blood and 
urine tests are today? No pain either! 


Q. Americans seem to watch TV all the time. 
I am from England and I've never seen 
anything like it. How much time do most 
Americans spend watching the tube? It 
might just be the people I know. — H.L., 
Cambridge. 

A. The president of the Television Bureau 
of Advertising says that the typical 
American viewed TV last year an average 
of six hours and 15 minutes each day.

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For and About Women 


First Step Taken 
Mental Health

On Tuesday, Jan. 29, a little publicized 
conference was held which, if followed 
through, may prove to be one of the most 
important events of the current women’s 
movement. The country’s first 
Conference on Women in Treatment took 
place at the Espousal Center of the 
Stigmatic Fathers in Waltham, Mass., 
with about 250 women from 
Massachusetts and a few other states. It 
was organized by several women involved 
chiefly in drug-rehabilitation therapy but 
concerned with all issues related to 
women’s mental health. 

The conference began with Elisabeth 
Robeson, a feminist therapist in the 
Boston area, speaking generally about 
the problems of women in the mental- 
health establishment: the tendency to 
blame symptoms of social oppression on 
individual neurosis; the treatment of 
women patients by male psychiatrists 
and male-oriented women psychiatrists 
(an important concept when we 
sometimes give the goal of sisterhood a 
mythological reality); and the role- 
associated definitions of “healthy” 
femininity. 

After Robeson’s speech, the first of the 
two series of workshops began. Here I was 
faced with the inevitability of choice, and 
missed out on workshops on sexuality, 
leadership, third-world women, and child 
care. I was especially sorry to miss the 
third world workshop, which was 
logically and sensitively divided: the 
morning session was for third world 
women only and the afternoon for 
anyone. I had planned to split my time 
between this workshop and the one on 
women in prison, but couldn’t bring 
myself to leave the prison workshop. Led 
by three women, two of whom have 
served time in prison and one who had 
not yet been released, it was a heavy and 
moving experience. I was nervous about 
this workshop, about feeling guilty over 
being less oppressed than the prison 
women. But these women weren’t there 
to lay trips; they wanted to share their 


experiences with other women, to hear 


what these women themselves had to say. 
For the most part, the rest of us simply 
asked them questions, and the answers 
were grim: everything you’ve ever read 
about prisons, coming from women who 
had, and were, experiencing them —the 
attempt to break down the prisoners 
spirits with arbitrary and degrading 
rules, the brutalizing (psychologically as 
well as physically) of the prisoners who 
fought back, the punishment by solitary 
confinement (one of the women had spent 
three years in solitary). The women 
officers often function as overseers, re- 
enforcing the male power structure — 
again, the reminder that sisterhood is a 
goal rather than a constant reality. And 
persistantly they are thrown into 
‘‘women’s’’ roles — sewing, cleaning, 
hairdressing. One of the women had 
wanted to take college extension courses 
like the male prisoners sometimes did: 
she was refused and offered instead a 
course in cosmetology. They spoke about 
lesbianism in prisons: forbidden, of 
course, as an “unnatural act’, lesbian 
relationships nonetheless form. 
Sometimes these are the women’s first 
lesbian experiences; often they are gay to 
begin with. Sometimes they return to a 
heterosexual lifestyle when they leave 
prison, in some cases because men are 
again accessible, in others because, as 
one of the women emphasized, the 
hostility of the straight world is too much 


to deal with after all the suffering they’ve 
already been through. 

In the context of a prison life, the 
problems of women facing therapy are 
intensified. Two of them spoke of their 
experience with therapists in prison. 
Marionette was cynical: the therapist at 
her prison pretended to respect the 
prisoners confidences; they knew he 
didn’t and became skillful at telling him 
what they knew the prison officials 
wanted to hear. Linda, on the other hand, 
had gone through long, intense hours of 
group therapy with a woman therapist 
she came to trust and who helped her 
maintain her sanity in an intolerable 
situation and, ironically, turn it into a 
genuinely therapeutic experience. I 
gathered from what the three women said 
that Linda’s experience was unusual and 
that in general prison therapy 
encompassed all the role-enforcement of 
traditional psychiatry, with the added 
pressure of further loss of freedom for 
women unable or unwilling to play up to 
the images demanded of them. 

The consciousness-raising workshops 
was less fascinating, but equally 
important. I had expected it to be a 
discussion of consciousness-raising 
aspects of therapy and the 
interrelationships of the two, but most of 
the women there worked in mental health 
institutions and were chiefly concerned 
with how to start c-r goups among the 
clients and staffs of their various 
organizations. They had some useful 
advice for each other,and there was good 
dialogue around the question of whether 
to start from a woman’s own perceptions 
of her needs (if she wants to learn cooking 
start a cooking class and try to do some c- 
r within that context) or whether to start 
in formal c-r structures. There was little 
resolution, but some important 
discussion which will hopefully help 
raising structures. 


The last part of the day consisted of 
regional caucuses—women from different 
areas gathered in separate groups to 
discuss what action to begin in their 
community. There were about 20 women 
representing the Cambridge-Somerville 
area; after a lot of fairly diffuse 
discussion we decided to meet again to 
talk about specific areas of action to work 
on. I gathered fromthe reports of other 
regional caucuses that this is essentially 
what happened with them. 

My criticisms of the conference are 
minor and perhaps inevitable. Several 
women expressed dissatisfaction with the 
diffusion and lack of direction; I think 
this is unavoidable in any first conference 
on any large scale issue. Hopefully 
direction will follow out of the regional 
caucuses. I was unhappy with the fact of 
its being on a weekday; women can’t 
always get off work. And I was sorry to see 
it focused almost exclusively on 
professional and para-professional 
women giving therapy. This may have 
been simply a structural necessity, but, 
I’d like to see the activities that grow out 
of the conference involve more therapy 
clients— the people whose need for such 
activities is most direct and most urgent. 


But the conference happened. The 
beginnings of a linkage has been set up 
among feminists involved in mental 
health concerns. Hopefully we will be 
able to pull together as the physical 
health movement is doing— to begin to 
forge a strong women’s mental health 
movement.

Beside them the 
universal sidewalk whizzes by, 
men and women clutching 
briefcases, children, 
newspapers. This is Logan 
Airport and the lobsters’ scuttle 
tells me I’m home. 

Airports have great difficulty 
establishing their identity, and 
the men who make them are 
probably not terribly concerned 
about it. Technology and 
capitalism impose their 
demands. The ranks of gates 
must be wide enough to welcome 
ranks of 707’s, and each airline 
must have its own dock of 
security from which to ferry 
passengers. There must be 
toilets, and newspaper stands 
and baggage ramps. The needs 
may shift from year to year 
(witness the mildew spread of 
metal detectors thwarting the 
illicit transportation of 
cigarettes in aluminum foil) but 
whatever they are basically the 
same in Tulsa, or Boston, or 


Jacksonville. Or for that matter, 
in Kandahar. 

Kandahar is not the principal 
city of Afghanistan, Kabul is. 
But Kandahar is what’s left over 
when Kabul’s been occupied. The 
Soviet Union built an 
international airport for 
Afghanistan in Kabul and not to 
be outdone, we (that is, the 
Americans) built one near 
Kandahar, a city sort of like El 
Paso without the amenities. The 
American-built airport sits out in 
the desert, surrounded by scrub 
and wind, about a half hour’s 
drive from the central crossroad 
of Kandahar. It is used for a 
small number of flights which 
Bhaktar, the internal Afghan 
airline, runs to the other major 
Afghan towns flying, insultingly 
enough, nifty little Russian jets 
that are so -reliable that some 
American airlines are 
apparently attempting to 
negotiate purchase. If the Kabul 
valley is clouded over, 
international flights may 
occasionally land at the 
Kandahar airport. As with El 
Paso, rain is not a big problem in 
Kandahar. 

But with at most a few 
hundred people a week flying 
through the sagebrush, we have 


provided the Afghans with a 
bona fide American airport. 
Imagine Logan Airport five days 
after a nerve gas attack. The 
bodies have been cleared away 
and Massport officials, uneasy 
about the new regime’s tastes, 
have effaced all signs of brand 
names. There are no more 
yellow birds, or golden wings or 
friendly skies. The walls have 
been’ scraped smooth of the 
airlines’ insignia. All the 
machines have stopped running. 
Sand has been blown through the 
halls to dessicate and disinfect. 
This empty, sand-crusted, silent 
airport, if transported to 
southern New Mexico, would be 
a rough approximation of the 
Kandahar International Airport. 
The main hall is lined with 
empty booths for absent airlines 
handling nonexistent baggage. 
By the side of the main entrance, 
facing off across the central 
Asian flatlands, is a coffee shop 
and soda fountain. But cherry 
cokes have never passed through 
the shiny black nozzles; the taps 
are unconnected. If you want 
something to drink you can get a 
glass of tea from a respectable 
Afghan teapot that sits like a 
meditative center of sanity amid 
the hallucinations of State 


Department aid officials. 

All of which goes to illustrate 
the incredible pulls to sameness 
of our airport technology. Faced 
with this sameness, airports, or 
whoever acts for them, try to 
proclaim a_ pretechnological 
regional identity to the incoming 
passenger. That’s what the 


lobsters are for. Coming into 
Logan one is not landing at the 
upper end of the Northeastern

metropolitan corridor but rather 
at a small fishing village 
somewhere north of 


Kennebunkport. This is the 
New England of the ocean and 
fog 


Animals which are not totems, 
not yet extinct enough to be 
venerated like lobsters and 
buffalo, have it particularly 
tough in airports. Drugged and 
caged to follow their mobile 
masters, cats and dogs skid 
down conveyor belts or wait on 
shelves. There is an eerie sense 
of our own impermancence in 
watching a yelping Pekinese 
sliding down behind the baggage 
counter to the nothingness 
beyond the dangling rubber 
flaps. In airports, people, like 
animals, are all too prone to 
vanishing. Places designed for 
travel always seem to have a 
peculiar capacity to let people 
stay in them forever without 
being noticed, like the bums who 
used to camp in the darkened 
warrens under Grand Central. It 
is related to the feeling that the 
machinery would go on along 
perfectly well without the 
people, that planes would take 
off and land, and the conveyors 
grind on even if the Cloud Nine 
cocktail lounges with their walls 
upholstered like the inside of a 
coffin had closed in forever on 
the passengers. 

This self-sufficiency of the 
machines is the same reason 
why all the lobsters, murals and 
memorial plaques can’t serve to 
locate an airport in one 
particular part of the real world. 
The airport can live anywhere 
it’s flat, in Afghanistan or a mile 
out in Lake Michigan, where 
Mayor Daley once considered 
building a supersonic jetport. It 
need care for its place in the 
world no more than it need care 
for the yelping Pekinese. : 
* If an airport has any real 
location it’s not where the 
engineers’ and politicians 
dropped it on the map, but where 
it leads people. It’s the point of 
vision of an overcast sky at 
sunset seen from the top, the 
clouds stretching away like the 
African savannah — a view I last 
saw on the Friday evening flight 
from Washington to Logan when 
all the consultant technocrats 
migrate back to Boston, their 
heads sleepily in their 
newspapers, tired from a hard 


.week of giving advice. That view 


is a possibility of beauty that 
would not exist without the 
airport and its machines. 

And there are other 
possibilities the airports open, 
homecomings and adventures, 
made real by the planes. For all 
the sterility and lobster pools, 
Logan is a meeting place, a plat 
of common ground in a country 
that is fast losing its common 
ground. Often when technology 
creates new common spaces for 
us, our anxious privacy splinters 
it up, like motels with their 
sealed plastic wrappers 
preserving the virginity of 
drinking glasses and a fresh band 
of paper around the toilet seat to 
reassure us that no one has 
violated our air space. 

But there are some places, like 
airports, or McDonald’s, or 
Fenway Park, which for 
whatever tumble of historical 
reasons we share in common. 
They form what in another time 
or place might have been our 
great plazas or bazaars — the 
places that hold the surprise and 
possibility of people meeting 
each other. As a group our 
common places are in pretty bad 
shape, but in some sense they’re 
all we’ve got. And if we are to. 
transform our common life into 
something livable, they are the 
starting points. I’m not quite 
sure what an enlightened airport 
would be like, but we could do 
worse than begin our liberation 
out the lobster at 
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concep

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Cutting the Costs Prescription Drugs

SAN FRANCISCO — 
Americans may soon get some 
help from the federal 
government in lowering the 
prices they must pay for 
prescription drugs. Officials at 
the Cost of Living Council 
(CLC) and the Food and Drug 
Administration (FDA) are 
studying proposals that would 
require pharmacies to post the 
prices of brand name drugs as 
well as their ‘‘generic’’ 
(chemically equivalent) forms. 
If approved, such regulations 
would significantly affect the 
price of pharmaceuticals and 
reduce the $15 billion bill 
Americans currently pay each 
year for all drug products. 

In a fourteen month study, 
sponsored by the Task Force on 
Prescription Drugs of the 
Department of Health, 
Education and Welfare, this 
federal agency announced: ““‘We 
have reached the conclusion 
that — except in rare instances 
— drugs which are chemically 
equivalent and which meet all 
official standards, can be 


expected to produce essentially 
the same biological or clinical 
effect.” 

Currently, nine out of 10 
physicians in the country 
prescribe the brandname form of 
a particular drug, rather than 
the lower cost, generic form. 
Thus, even after the regulation 
seventeen year patent privilege 
on drugs expires, the 
manufacturer of a brand-name 
drug can continue to sell the 
product at a significantly 
higher price than the non-brand 
competitors. 

For example, some years ago 
Abbott Laboratories developed 
a sleeping medication which was 
given the generic name 
pentobarbital. This drug is 
marketed by Abbott under its 
brand name “Nembutal.” Even 
though Abbott’s patent on 
pentobarbital has expired, it 
still sells Nembutal to millions 
of patients every year at prices 
several times that of its 
chemical equivalent, 
pentobarbital. 

Because of the lobbying 
efforts of industry, most states 
have “anti-substitution” laws 
on the books. Under these laws, 
it is illegal for a pharmacist to 
dispense a drug under its generic 
name if the physician has 


written the brand name, often 
five to 10 times more expensive, 
on the prescription. 

The proposals currently under 
study by the CLC and the FDA 
would require comparison price 
posting of both brand-name and 
generic drugs, a practice 
specifically outlawed in most 
states today. Although courts in 
nine states have overturned 
price posting bans, and two 
states (Texas and California) 
have already acted to require 
retail pharmacy price posting in 
1974, there are no uniform 
procedures throughout the U.S. 
which would give the patient, 
rather than the doctor and 
pharmacist, the right to 
determine the cost of needed 
medicines. 

As one FDA official said, such 
price posting for drugs ‘“‘would 
cut prices tremendously”’ for the 
average patient. Blue Cross 
estimated in 1971 that the 
prescription of brand name 
drugs costs the American 
consumer at least an extra $133 
million each year. Secretary of 
HEW Caspar W. Weinberger 
announced on December 19 that 
the federal Medicare and 
Medicaid programs in the future 
will pay only the lowest 
available prices for equivalent 


market drugs. 

Even if consumer-protection 
drug laws are enacted, it is still 
likely that Americans will 
continue to be caught in a spiral 
of rising costs. 

For the 12 year period of 1956- 
1967, profit for the 15 leading 
pharmaceutical firms averaged 
18.2 percent as compared to 10.4 
percent for industry as a whole. 
Drug firms justify such large 
profits by what they describe as 
the high cost of drug research. 
But research outlay for 
pharmaceuticals (always passed 
on to the consumer as a cost of 
production) accounts for only 10 
cents of each sales dollar, 
whereas advertising costs (also 
passed on to the consumer) 
account for 25 cents. 

Since the brand-name drugs 
yield the best profits, the name 
of the game in pharmaceuticals 
is to capture the physician 
market with ever new, 
patentable brand-name drugs. 
Most of these new drugs have no 
therapeutic advantage over 
earlier drugs; rather, they have 
slightly altered, but 
unimportant, chemical 
modifications, different dosage 
forms, or consist of a mixture of 
two old

drug industry introduced 432 
new chemical entities, 760 
duplicate products, 1064 new 
dosage forms, and 2376 
compounded products. Products 
in the first category occasionally 
have superior therapeutic value 
to products already on the 
market, but are often only old 
drugs in new chemical clothing. 

In order to assure that such 

new” drugs become popular 
with the prescribing physician, 
the handful of leading 
pharmaceutical firms (eight 
firms account for almost one- 
half of drug sales in the U.S.) 
carry out enormous promotional 
campaigns. Pfizer, one of the 
largest drug companies, has run 
free golf tournaments for 
doctors, fishing contests, 
-bowling tournaments and skeet 
shoots. The company once 
rented 3,000 acres of marshland 
to entertain 700 doctors who 
enjoy duck hunting. 

Well over three-quarters of a 
billion dollars is spent each year 
by the drug industry to convince 
doctors to prescribe particular 
products. This amounts to a 
yearly average of $3000-4000 per 
physician for each of the 
nation’s 200,000 prescribing 
doctors. It would take two 
railroad mail cars, 110 large mail 
trucks and 800 postmen to 
deliver the daily load of drug 
circulars and samples to doctors 
if they were all mailed to a single 
city. 

The promotional activities of 
the drug industry appear to pay 
off. Three separate studies have 
shown that the physicians’ 
preferred source of new 
information about drugs is drug 
company promotional material. 

The drug industry has also 
found a powerful ally in the 
American Medical Association 
(AMA). In 1955 the AMA 
virtually opened the pages of its 
journals to unrestrained drug 
promotion when it abandoned 
its highly successful and 
respected drug advertising 
screening program, the Seal of 
Approval. Immediately, the 


_ pharmaceutical industry began 


to pour advertising into AMA 
journals at the rate of $30 
~million per year. 

_ The proposed law requiring 
pharmacies to post lists of drugs 
by their generic as well as brand 
names is just one change being 
suggested by medical reformers. 
The minimum that many 
respected physicians and 
pharmacologists would like to 
see is a national, standardized 
listing of the few hundred drugs 
that have proven to be effective 
and safe, in standard dosage 
forms.

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Super-Prison: A Place for ‘Special Offenders’?

Although Massachusetts has 
already turned down the plan for 
a regional-super-prison for 
“special offenders,’’ to be 
located in Maine, the proposal is 
far from dead. On Feb. 7 and 8, 
the governors of the six New 
England states will meet at 
Boston’s Parker House for a vote 
on the proposed facility. It is 
expected that four or five of the 
governors will go along with the 
proposal. 

The study for the regional 
prison was funded by the New 
England Regional Policy Board 
of the Law Enforcement 
Assistance Administration 
(LEAA) at a cost of $188,000. 

Organized protest against the 
plan has continued to escalate in 
the past weeks. The New 
England Prisoners’ Association, 
the National Prisoners’ Reform 
Association, and former 
Corrections Commissioner John 
Boone’s National Coalition for 
Correctional Change see the 


fight as just beginning and have 
vowed to “block the super 
prison.” 

The study for the prison 
offered no explanation of its 
‘‘special offender’’ label. 
Nevertheless it has selected as 
appropriate for the special 
facility 365 New England 
prisoners, who prison 
administrators or guards claim 
are “dangerous or disruptive”’ or 
tend to “‘act out” and take 
“disproportionate” time of the 
guards. Information about these 
inmates was obtained through 
questionable access to ‘private 
medical/psychiatric records 
without the inmates’ knowledge 


or consent. 


The report, entitled 
‘Feasibility Study for the 
Development of New England 
Regional Programs for the 
Management and Treatment of 
Dangerous, Special Offenders,” 
has been condemned by 

ized social scientists as 
‘‘ideologically vicious and 
scientifically useless.” 

In this Feasibility Study, 
called the ‘Curran Report,” 


there is much that is suspect: 
the method by which it chose its 
subject; the secrecy veiling the 
investigation and the final 
document; unexplained 
contradictions between the 
findings contained in the central 
document and the actual 
recommendations set forth for 
implementation — particularly 
regarding controversial (drug 
and behavior modification) 
issues. 


*A National Model” 


It is reported the LEAA has $8 
to $12 million ready to pour into 
the new institution. A site in the 
Portsmouth-Kittery area has 
been chosen (notwithstanding 
objections of local Maine 
citizens). 

William Curran, a Harvard 
University Professor of Legal 
Medicine who directed the 
study, says the most “humane, 
modern, non-prison-feeling 
forms of architecture” have been 
investigated. He feels the 
proposed institution could 
provide a national model for 
rehabilitating the ‘‘special 


offender.” 

Professor Curran heads Socio- 
Technical Systems, a small 
consulting agency which 
specializes in legal medicine. He 
believes an unwarranted 
personal attack has been levied 
against him and does not 
understand the furor the study 
aroused. He pointed out to me 
his participation in drafting 
Massachusetts’ forward-looking 
community mental health 
concept as well as his concern for 
the civil rights of patients. He 
said he worked intensively to 
reduce the population of the 
Bridgewater institution, and 
emphasized he was not in favor 
of heavy-handed treatment. 

He holds that psychotherapy 
“is not working” with this type 
of offender, that other 
approaches seem to be needed, 
and that participation (as with 
Alcoholics Anonymous) in 
treating “the phenomenon” of 
violence has to be “voluntary.” 
‘“‘As with the AA, one has got to 
surrender to the whole idea,” he 
said. 

For Professor Curran, violence 


is an individual phenomenon. 
Although acknowledging that 
other factors, including 
environment, influence human 
behavior, his leanings are 
basically oriented toward an 
individual, biological 
interpretation of behavior. 

Professor William Ryan of 
Boston College’s Psychology 
Department counters angrily: 
“What these study teams have 
got to start looking at is: who 
goes to prison? Only a small 
percentage of those who commit 
serious crimes are ever 
apprehended and sent away. 

“It is the poor offender you 
find behind bars: these are the 
‘deviants’ the study singles out 
for ‘treatment.’ Not all prisoners 
knuckle under to the system, 
thank God!” 

Ryan states his strongest 
objection this way: “The ‘special 
offender’ study — one more in a 
long line of such depressing 
studies with more to come — 
takes as its basic assumption 
that deviance lies solely within 
the individual, ignoring the 
forces and condition of society.” 
Only 15 Copies 

Only 15 copies of the 600-page 
report have been permitted to 
circulate to a select group, 
including the six governors, high 
corrections officials, and some 
legislative bodies. The final 18- 
page chapter, containing 85 
‘‘Summary Findings and 
Recommendations” is the only 
section of the two-volume study 
allowed out to social scientists, 
‘inmates’ unions and prison 
support groups, or the press. 

Some staff members of the 
Joint Social Welfare Committee 
of the Massachusetts 
Legislature are among the few 
who have had the actual report 
in hand to analyze. A critique 
prepared by staff aide Sam 
Davis makes the following 
points: 

The “special offender” group 
purported to be identified ... is 
vaguely defined. The study 
attempted to separate out a 
group of inmates without 
accurately defining that group 
in terms of medical, 
psychological, physical and 
other needs.

The State House “era on 
two tenants bills was perfect — 
from the radicals’ point of view. 
Produced and directed long ago 
by germinal community 
organizers, it was a spectacle 
put on by real folk, warts and . 
all. True to their class and the 
critical nature of their business, 
however, they were not acting. 
Their underarms sweated as the 
cue was repeated — ‘Next 
Witness’’ — and their 
handwritten notes crackled as 
they testified. More professional 
were the eight or so constantly 
shifting state legislators sitting 
behind the curved hardwood 
podium, more or less attentively 
listening. Joseph Timilty, 
Senate Chairman of the 
committee, put a name to their 
game after the hearing got out of 
hand. “Let’s move this hearing 
to a day when maybe there 
won’t be so much comedy,” he 
said. 

Comedy? House Chairman 
Joe Brett had just called the 
people a ‘‘bunch of stupid 
bums.” He had just said that 
the meeting would be adjourned 
because they weren’t acting like 
“gentlemans (sic) and ladies.” 
He had called for the sergeant-at- 
arms to remove one of the 
women who had been insisting 
there was more to say.

The bills in question, aired 
last Monday before the Urban 
Affairs Committee, were two 
strong amendments to the repair- 
and-deduct law enacted in 1972. 
One, House 1883 (Senate version

deduct money from the rent in 
order to make repairs on housing 
that endangers or impairs 
“health, safety or well-being.” 


‘Before, the tenant could use 


only two months’ rent. If the bill 
were law, the tenant would be 
free to use every penny 
necessary, as long as the land 
lord knew about the problem 
and had not contracted to fix it 


some of them coming from as far 
away as Holyoke, indicated that 
the current repair-and-deduct 
law is wholly inadequate. The 
law stipulates that before 
tenants can begin to make 
repairs, they must have the 
deficiency certified by a health 
inspector. ‘‘Local health 
authorities,’’ said John Mason, a 
lawyer for several tenants’ 
organizations, ‘‘don’t make 
certification a priority. You can 
wait as long as five to six weeks 
and many landlords wait until 
they are forced.”

Parker Hill Area Planning 
Action Council pointed out that 
the landlord who ends up 
financing repairs by losing rent 
payments is no worse off than if 
he had made the reapirs himself.

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Larry DiCara and the Park Plaza Albatross

City Councillor Larry 
DiCara’s campaign for Secretary 
of State may be the latest lucky 
winner of the oldest continual 
floating political albatross in the 
state. Park Plaza — whose very 
mention makes grown-ups cry 
and politicians whimper — is 
being used against DiCara by a 
variety of people and groups 
interested in seeing that he does 
not receive the endorsement of 
Mass Caucus 74, the ‘“‘non- 
convention” on March 23 at 
which liberal Democrats will 
pick their candidates for state 
offices. 

The controversy hinges 
around DiCara’s vote on the 
Park Plaza bond issue. Having 
been informed, he says, by legal 
authorities that the Council 
does not have the power to 
rescind a bond issue once it has 
passed, DiCara decided some 
weeks ago to vote against 
rescission. That decision may be 
the most controversial of his yet- 
young career. “‘DiCara has

betrayed a public 
commitment,”” Barney Frank, 
the redoubtable Back Bay State 
Rep., claims. “He lied to his 
constituents,’’ says Deirdre 


Henderson, a leader of the Park 
Square Improvement 
Association. At issue is a

to a meeting of the Ward Five 
Democratic Committee before 
last fall’s election. 

‘“‘I, distinctly got the 
impression that if I voted for 
him he would be opposed to 
Park Plaza,’’ Frank says. 
Deirdre Henderson — who is 
almost as unfriendly to Barney 
Frank as she is to Park Plaza, 
agrees with him. But DiCara 
denies that he ever gave such an 
impression; he would only vote 
to rescind the bond issue, he 
says, if such a vote would have a 
legal effect. This is his position 


today, and this is what he said” 


he told the Ward Five 
Committee. James Michael 
Connolly, a fellow City 


Councillor of DiCara’s, was 
present at the meeting, and 
agrees: There was very definitely 
the qualification at the meeting 
that if it had a legal effect, he 
would vote to rescind.” Connolly 
hinself supports rescinding the 
bond issue. 

The controversy also extends 
to a questionnaire from Boston 
73, a citizens’ group which 
polled the city candidates last 
fall on a number of issues. They 
put DiCara on record as saying 
that he would vote to rescind the 
issue; he says he gave them the 
same qualification about 
legality. On the strength of the 
Ward Five meeting and the 
questionnaire, DiCara has been 
the target of a growing campaign 
of opposition. Three weeks ago, 
people who contributed to his 
last campaign received letters 
from members of the governing 
board of CPP-Pax, the liberal 
group, complaining that he had 
gone back on his word on Park 
Plaza. Cambridge City 


Councillor Saundra Graham, 
Bay Village community leader 
Jon Straight, Columbia-Savin 
Hill Civic Association leader 
James Canny, and a number of 
others signed the letter, but 
Deidre Henderson, who also 
signed it, was the major force in 
having it written, approved and 
sent out. 

“I don’t even think he could 
run for dogcatcher,”” Henderson 
says of DiCara’s chances with 
the liberals. Although she is not 
a resident of Boston, Henderson 
has been active in the Park 
Plaza fight, and has long been a 
figure in local and national 
politics (She even rated a 
mention in David Halberstam’s 
bestseller, The Best and the 
Brightest). Her influence is felt 
in liberal circles. 

Around the time that the 
Henderson letter was going out, 
letters appeared in the Boston 
press from Polly Dow, a resident 
of Beacon Hill, accusing DiCara 
of reneging. Dow, it turns out, is 


a friend of Frank’s, and lives at 
the same address as Sue Perney. 
Perney, official of the 
Neighborhood Coalition, has 
been actively fighting DiCara on 
the Park Plaza issue. Perney 
works in the State House, as an 
aide to a group of legislators 
which includes Barney Frank 
and Paul Guzzi. Paul Guzzi of 
Newton is running for Secretary 
of State. 

Got that? 

It seems clear that, contrary 
to what some friends of DiCara 
think, that Barney Frank is not 
masterminding a plot against 
DiCara’s campaign for the 
Secretary’s job. ‘Everything 
I've done about DiCara I’ve 
signed my name to,” Frank 
boasts; and, in fact, he has been 
loudly anti-DiCara and pro- 
Guzzi. But the fact remains that 
a lot of people from Ward Five 
are out to keep DiCara from the 
nomination. 

Both sides, of course, invoke

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é The Czech Invasion: Palach and Other Friends 


By Karel Kouanda 
Some time ago, I wrote a 
sizable manuscript about the 
rise and fall of the Czechoslovak 
student movement. I had been 
rather intimately involved in it 
before I came to this country. In 
the entire manuscript, however, 
I never managed to deal with 
Jan Palach, who, you remember, 
turned himself into a flaming 
torch one wint’ry day. 
And then the following 
appeared in the Times: 
Prague, Oct. 28 1973 
(Reuters) — The body of Jan 
Palach, the Czech student 
who burned himself to death 
in early 1969 in protest 
against the Soviet-led 
invasion of Czechoslovakia, 
has been removed from a 
cemetery here, informed 
sources said today. 
For four and a half years his 
grave has been a shrine for 
Czechs who wish to protest 
silently against the crushing 
of the liberal reforms of 1968 
and the hard era that 
followed. There is little doubt 
that the authorities have 
taken the remains away to 
destroy Mr. Palach’s status 
as a martyr. 
Unbelievable: they cannot 
even leave the dead alone. On 
January 16, it was five years 


since he set himself afire. 


It probably all started with 
that phone ringing at three in 
the morning. It was in the air, I 
mean everything was too good to 
be true, it was just about 
impossible that we’d manage to 
pull this off. The balmy days of 
August had been just a little too 
balmy, and deep down, we felt 
it. (Never mind that every 
American correspondent insists 
the Czechs hadn’t felt the 
invasion as a real possibility. 
Such feelings are never readily 
shared with correspondents, or 
with political scientists.) 

So that when that phone 
rang at three in the morning, I 
just knew what was happening. 
In turn, I phoned up another 
friend, and we rushed into town. 

It was amazing: the streets 
were absolutely empty, but for 
the few who had already found 
out. All windows were dark, the 
city was sound asleep. And 
above, the droning planes, one 
after another. One after another. 
The phantom city was asleep 
while it was being invaded — 
one of the most absurd 
situations I have witnessed in 
my life. 

oday, the invasion of 
Czechoslovakia is historical fact. 
But even there and then we 


realized clearly that we were 
witnessing and participating in 
history in the making. A rare 
privilege, I dare say. Now, 
having grown older, we tell 
stories about it: about the tanks 
roaming through the city center, 
about the first guy killed (as the 
first troops entered the city) at 
five in the morning in front of 
the Communist Party 
headquarters; about the 
exhibition of Soviet Art in the 
Twenties, threatened by guns. 
Strangely, the invasion itself 


was an extremely exhilarating - 


experience. I felt as free as ever. 
It was as if, for a while, one 
suspended one’s superego and 
acted quite instinctively; there 
was no way of doing anything 
improper. It was a revolution — 
in spirit at least, if not in its 
politics. Taking part in a 
revolution is the most un- 
alienating thing you can do. You 
live a compact, full, integrated 
life and you enjoy every sip of it, 
as long as you don’t get scared. 
(There was really no reason: the 
Russians didn’t shoot into 
people except by accident, and 
they were pretty scared too — 
like when we went around telling 
them the latest news: if they 
don’t withdraw from 
Czechoslovakia immediately, 


China would attack Siberia. 
Wishful thinking, alas.) 


Those seven days lasted a long 
time, years perhaps: time 
stretches out during invasions, 
riots, and similar diversions. We 
lived from moment to moment, 
again and again astonished 
that the snow continued, that it 
still hadn’t finished ... and that 
we're still living. There was one 
puzzling thought many of us 
had. Exciting as it is, history 
isn’t in the making forever. After 
the first few days, the days that 
make their way into history 
textbooks, routine starts 
creeping in. Even if the initial 
resistance to the invasion would 
have turned into guerrilla 
warfare (an unlikely 
eventuality), even that would 
not have prevented the 
routinization of history. Wars, 
too, acquire after a while their 
routine, workaday, a-historical 
character. What then would a 
workaday future be like? How, 
in the midst of this 
invasion/revolution was one to 
imagine the return of the 
everyday grayness of the 
ordinary? 

There was no, absolutely no 
answer at the time. The future 
was quite unimaginable. Not 
that we had foreseen the future 


inaccurately — it was much 
more than that: our capacity to 
foresee any kind of a future was 
paralyzsed. In the simplest of_ 
terms, the question was this: Six 
months after the invasion, what 
would the act of purchasing a 
loaf of bread entail? Where 
would we be going? 

No answers. This is probably 
what “not to have a future” 
means. It does not mean to have 
a bad future, a miserable future, 
or a boring one. Not to have a 
future, period. 

Of course, five years or so 
later, we are indeed 
experiencing the future of the 
invasion, nonexistent at the 
time. We are experiencing the 
everydayness, the everygrayness 
of the occupation, and people 
are purchasing their loaves of 
bread. 

I guess it’s the people who 
don’t get their hands sullied by 
contact with the foreign- 
inspired regime who are the 
most interesting. Let me 
introduce some friends. 

Masha studied with me at the 
Prague School of Agriculture. 
She never was interested in 
politics, and never would allow 
herself to be forced into being 
interested. However, the 
tougher the regime, the more 
difficult it is to resist such 
pressure. ‘“‘I am waging a 
permanent struggle,”’ she wrote 
me recently, “to prevent the 
outside world from interfering 
with my personal integrity.” She 
now works in the strip-mining 
region of North Bohemia as an 
environmentalist: as long as she 
can help it, pollution is not going © 
to affect her lungs, or her head. 
Out of work, she rides»: 
horseback, collects 
renovates antique furniture, 
rock-climbs, writes stories for 


her four-year-old, and goodness 


knows: what else. But she 
consistently refuses to vote for 
this, participate in that, join the 
other. It is amazing how rich a 
life Masha manages to carve out 
of a world that is constantly 
trying to stick her face into 
muck that passes for political 
activity in Czechoslovakia, and 
how successful she has been in 
managing to avoid all contact 
with that muck. 

This, in Czechoslovakia, is 
considered an enviable life. 

Not everyone is so lucky. 
Another old comrade is Mirek — 
whom I phoned on the night of 
the droning planes. A good 
friend and a good man. You may 
not always agree with him, 
indeed you may not always 
understand him; but you know 
he is decent, honest, reliable 
under all circumstances. He was 
one of the most perspicacious of 
the Prague student leaders, with 
a vision fastened on the long- 
term perspective rather than 
just on the immediate problem 
at hand; concerned more with 
principles than with short-term 
results. Recently, he turned 
thirty (“at this age, the young 
and beautifully ignorant have 
the a priori right to mistrust 
me’’). Over the years, he too 
had withdrawn to the peace of a 
non-controversial job, curing 
medical herbs. Apart from that, 
he occupied himself with his 
family and his stamp collection. 

But the vengeance of the 
present idiots in power knows no 
limits: Mirek has just written 
me that he has lost his job, for 
having been a student leader 
five years ago. It is unclear what 
will happen to him now, whether 
he will manage to find any 
remotely satisfactory job at all. 

But even Mirek is better off 


" than others. Take Jirka Muller, 
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another student leader — the 
best of all, I think. I'll never 
forget the day (December 18, 
1965) when, long before anyone 
heard about “human faces of. 
Czech socialism,” he stood up at 
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- a National Students’ Conference 
(otherwise a well-managed 
eulogy for the ruling party, with 
a sprinkling of toothless 
complaints), and delivered a 
scathing criticism of the system 
to the spellbound audience. It 
had the power of a revelation, to 
me at least. Just imagine 
hearing in a totalitarian country 
a program like this: “Apart from 
all that is permitted, we can also 
do all that is not forbidden.” 

Jirka never did settle for a life 
clear of politics. When, after the 
invasion, all opposition to the 
regime was stiffled (and, 
incidentally, ‘the country thus 
ceased to be interesting for 
foreign newsmen), when most of 
his friends had either resigned 
from political activity altogether 
or had left the country, Jirka 
started doing things that are 
considered illegal in his country: 
Writing leaflets, distributing 
them, maintaining contacts 
with other groups doing similar 
things. (It is not trivial to 
produce leaflets where xeroxes 
are non-existent, duplicating 
machines tightly controlled, and 
where you have to sign out every 
stencil.) 


In fall 1971, national elections 
were held which were to confer a 
semblance of legitimacy onto 
the existing regime. (Guess who 


won: the Communist Party, and 


by a landslide victory, no less, of 
99.8 percent.) Jirka was busy 
disseminating leaflets 
reminding the population of 
their right not to vote, or to 
abstain, or to vote against the 
single slate presented. A month 
or two later, he was arrested, 
and in the summer of 1972 he 
was tried, found guilty of 
sedition, and setenced to 5 1/2 
years in prison. 

Whenever I talk about my 
Czechoslovak friends to 
Americans, I have a slight and 
creeping sense of guilt. The 
world is great, its problems 
immense; and they all call for 


knowledge.

the attention of America and 
Americans. Should I not better 
be modest and keep my mouth 
shut about Czechoslovakia? Its 
suffering isn’t as great as that of 
Bangladesh was, after all; the 
prison terms are not as long as in 
Spain; the tortures are not as 
abhorrent as in Brazil; the 
violence not as licentious as in 
Chile. What distinguishes 
Czechoslovakia, then? This a 
perverse question. Yet the 
strange thing about advocating 
a cause in this country is that it 
is necessarily in competition 
with other causes. For the story 
of Czechoslovakia successfully 
to compete with other stories, on 


this marketplace of human | 


suffering, one has to find a 
dimension in which it is worse 
than any other. It is perverse, 
degrading, obscene. 

I have not found a way to cope 
with this situation. Jirka Muller 
is the best friend I have ever had 
and the fact is that he is in 
prison. He has a serious 
gallbladder condition, 
absolutely inadequate medical 
attention, and is fast losing his 
eyesight. His appeals get 
nowhere. And grotesquely 
gruesome though this may 
sound, he can not even go on a 
hunger strike; in 
Czechoslovakia, hunger strikes 


qualify as “‘obstruction of. 


administrative procedure,”’ 


punishable by one (extra) year 
in prison. 

Such then are the stories of 
my three friends who in various 
ways are experiencing the drab 
workaday of an occupied 
country. Telling their stories, I 
wish to commemmorate a fourth 
friend, Jan Palach. 

He was a freshman at the 
Charles University, studying 
philosophy. He didn’t care for 
this kind of an everyday life, and 
thought his death would make 
all of us do something that we 
wouldn’t have to live it. 

But I guess I am still unable to 
write about him. 

Of every one of his fellow 
people, Palach had asked this: 


Have you done everything in 
your powers to prevent yourself 
and your country from losing 
dignity? No, was the answer: 
you have not done everything — 
for you are still alive. Truly an 
apocalyptic dimension — when 
life itself amounts to guilt. 


A couple of months ago, I sent . 
a letter to several hundred 
schools around the country, 
asking that they commemorate 
the anniversary of Jan Palach 
and demand Jirka Muller’s 
release from prison. I received 
one answer, for which I am very 
grateful; for I realize how 
exceptional it is. It came from. 
Ball State, Indiana. 
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Vietnam 
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received a daily ration of two 
portions of inferior rice, no 
vegetables and only occasionally 
some meat. During protests of 
the poor treatment, the food was 
cut back. In addition, they were 
allowed to wash themselves 
a. perhaps once a week. “When 
they go outside to bathe,” said 
Boone, “that’s when they get 
green stuff. They eat grass.” 
Torture, Boone found, was 
routine. He talked to one ex- 
prisoner, a woman, who was 
forced to drink large quantities 
of water and then beaten until 
she vomited. When she still 
refused to talk, her interrogators 
put a snake under her clothes. 
Stories like this from the 
Inquiry Committee correspond 
to those from other, particularly 
European, sources. In a recent 
interview in the French journal 


former prisoner tells how she 
was interrogated. “My child was 
there, in front of me, 23 months 
old. A torturer had taken her 
hand and laid it on the table. 
‘Speak,’ he yelled at me. ‘No, I 
know nothing.’ The torturer 
takes a hammer, a needle, 
whack, drives the needle into 
the thumb of my child. The 
finger stays pinned to the table, 
my daughter strangled in cries... 
I leap up, grab a paperweight on 
the table, throw it at the face of 
the torturer, crying, ‘Don’t 
torture the children!’ 
Disconcerted, the torturer and 
his chief file outside the room. I 
pull out the needle, and take my 
daughter in my arms.” 

In the British-made 
documentary “South Vietnam: 
A Question of Torture,” aired 
several times recently on 
Channel 2, one elderly woman 
released after ten months in the 
tiger cages on Con Son describes 
how she was not allowed to wash 
for 52 days, whereupon her “hair 
fell out and her skin decayed.” 
She, too, was tortured. Her 
interrogators, she said, told her, 
“If you’re not a Vietcong, we will 
beat you till you say you are; if 
you are a Vietcong, we will beat 
you till you no longer dare to be 
one,’ allegedly a common saying 
among Saigon’s police. Arrested 
under the American-directed 
Phoenix program in 1968, the 
woman was the manager of a 
lodging house where a National 
Liberation Front supporter had 
been found.

Not only NLF sympathizers 
— or those who in any way can 
be construed as aiding the NLF 
— are jailed by Saigon. Many 
prisoners are of the so-called 
Third Force, recognized by the 
Paris Agreements as having 
allegiance neither to the Saigon 
government nor to the 
Provisional Revolutionary 
Government, the political arm 
of the NLF. Jean-Pierre Debris, 
a Frenchman who spent two and 
a half years in a Saigon jail, 
estimates that there are more 
Third Force prisoners, in fact, 
than NLF captives. 

Mme. Ngo Ba Thanh, one of 
the foremost spokespersons for 
the Third Force, has said of their 
aspirations, ‘‘Placed in the 
middle between the two 


antagonistic forces which were . 


born of ideological alliances of 
foreign inspiration, we have as 
our purpose to realize concord 
and national reconciliation for 
better or for ‘worse” — hardly 
agitprop for the PRG or Hanoi. 

Prisoners often are detained 
without a trial for long periods of 
time. John Boone spent a day in 
court witnessing the processing 
of 19 political prisoners and 
came away with the feeling that 
Saigon’s judicial system is no 
more than a “kangaroo court.” 

“‘They’d already been in 
prison for two years, just getting 
to trial, and all of them were 
convicted,” he said. ““They were 
all convicted — even the women 
—ina military court.” 

The Saigon government uses 
an extensive system of refugee 
and resettlement camps as well 
as the jails to control the 
population. A slide show 
produced by National Action 
Research on the Military 
Industrial Complex (NARMIC) 
called “The Post-War War,” 
shown recently on Channel 44, 
quotes a U.S. Senate 
Subcommittee report as saying 
that almost half the people of 
South Vietnam are now 
refugees. Article 11 of the Peace 
Agreements assures “‘freedom of 
movement” to all Vietnamese, 
yet refugees are not allowed in or 
out of the camps without express 
permission. 

Members of the Inquiry 
Committee, though not Boone 
himself, visited one of these 
camps in Quang Tri. They saw 
one woman dying of starvation 
who had to eat non-nutritive 
banana stalks and pig feed just 
to fill her stomach. 

The U.S. Ambassador 

The Committee of Inquiry 
spent its second week in South 
Vietnam trying to obtain an

audience with the American 
Ambassador, Graham Martin, 
and through him gain access to 
the prisons. When he finally 
spoke with them, in an 
unusually long interview, 
Martin assured them they could 
visit a prison. Later he changed 
his mind, arguing that it was not 
right for Americans to “interfere 
in the affairs of the Vietnamese 
government.” Still later, only 
hours before they were due to 


depart, Martin gave Boone leave _ 


to go to Con Son, but by then, of 
course, it was too late. 

Martin insisted, Boone siad, 
that there are no political 
prisoners in South Vietnam, a 
claim he was able to make 
straightfaced only because 
Thieu has had many of the 
prisoners reclassified as 
“common criminals,” thereby 
removing them from the 
jurisdiction of the Peace 
Agreements. 

Martin also told Boone that 
the Third Force has no political 
importance and no support 
among the people, a contention 
even if it were true that does not 
justify their being jailed. 
Though indigations are that 
Saigon rather than the PRG has 
initiated most of the fighting 
since last January, Martin 
advised the delegation to talk to 
Hanoi about the violations of 
the ceasefire, and gave them the 
phone numbers for the PRG 
representatives outside Saigon. 

“IT really thought that we 
wanted peace,” said Boone in 
response to this meeting, “but I 


got the feeling that our 
leadership —.in the Embassy, 
that is — would not sacrifice 
anything for peace.” 

For Americans, Martin’s 
statements are perhaps the most 
disturbing news to come out of 
the Committee’s trip. From this 
sort of purposeful deception of 
the American people came our 
sordid 16-year involvement in 
the conflict to date, and it is 
official silence coupled with 
massive funding that allows the 
fighting to continue today, in 
direct defiance of the Peace 
Accords. Eyewitness accounts 
like those from the Committee 
confirm that Thieu uses 
widespread terror, surveillance 
and torture to keep his regime in 
power, that the focus of this 
repression is on those who want 
peace rather than war. Again, 
the United States is on the one 
hand denying that repression 
exists, and on the other hand, 
financing it. 
$3.5 Billion Vote 

On December 20, Congress 
voted an estimated $3.5 billion 
to Indochina for Fiscal Year 
1974, to which will be added 
approximately $1.1 billion in 
pipeline monies left over from 
previous years’ appropriations. 

Most of that goes to replenish 
Thieu’s military stocks. Some 
$450 million of it is earmarked 
for Postwar Reconstruction. A 
careful examination of the 
figures broken down, however, 
reveals that only about $5 
million is slated for health and 
education and $8 million for 
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refugee childcare and health 
needs. About $20 million 
originally was to go to the police 
and prison system, under 
euphemistic titles like 
“technical support” and “‘police 
commodities.’’ The final 
economic aid bill was amended 
with a strong ban on aid to 
police and prisons, but the 
military portion of the funding 
still covers the jails. 

In addition to financial 
subsidies that provide for 80 to 
90 percent of Thieu’s budget, 
Americans are supplying bombs 
in excess of the 1965 levels and 
more than 8,000 ‘‘civilian 
advisers,” by the Pentagon’s 
own estimates during Senate 
hearings this summer. } 

The members of the Saigon 
Inquiry Committee will be 
visiting individual Con- 
gresspeople to discuss the 
findings of their tour. They have 
asked as well for an audience 
with Henry Kissinger. Their 
hope is that next year when the 
foreign aid appropriations are 
drawn up, there will be no 
monies for Indochina. Some 
may protest, as certain 
Congresspeople already have, 
that to reduce aid would be to 
abandon the Vietnamese people. 
In fact, however, the greater 
portion of funds scheduled even 
for humanitarian assistance is 
siphoned off by corrupt officials. 
The Inquiry Committee 
conferred with an employee for a 
respected non-profit corporation 
making a preliminary study of 
the possibilities for assisting 
reconstruction in South 
Vietnam. The employee’s 
preliminary conclusion was that 
there was no way to avoid such 
corruption. Even American AID 
officials have noticed 
“corruption... rampant at every 
level of the relief and 
rehabilitation program,”’ 
‘according to an Associated Press| 
report quoted last week in the 
Globe. 

As for John Boone himself, the 
man who once tried to open up 
the jails in Massachusetts is now 
starting his own campaign to 
abolish the majority of prisons 
in the United States. The trip to 
Vietnam seems to have 
sharpened his perceptions of 
what a correctional system 
really implies — in a word, 
“containment.” 

“Now we can’t make a real 
fine corollary,” he said, “‘but in 
both the United States and 
South Vietnam you have a 
government using the criminal 
justice system to control 
something they don’t know how 
to deal with, that is, all the 
people that don’t fit into the 
mainstream. In Vietnam it’s 
people who can’t go along with 
the President.” 

Saigon Inquiry 
Committee is working with a 
coalition of antiwar groups 
trying to influence Congress. to 
cut off aid to South Vietnam.

Normally, this kind of 
internecine squabble among 
Boston liberals would have little 
real meaning, except as an 
exercise of political vocal cords. 
But this year, with the advent of 
Mass Caucus, the fight has been 
transformed into a high-stakes 
game. On March 23, in the 
Framingham Town Hall, a 
group of liberals will get together 
to give their endorsement to 
candidates for statewide office; 
their choice for Secretary of 
State will get to run in the 
September primary against 
John F. X. Davoren, the 
incumbent. DiCara, Guzzi, a 
Democrat, and Rep. John 
Businger (D.-Brookline), will be 
fighting for the caucus’ 
annointment. It is generally 
assumed that the two losers will 
defer to the Mass Caucus choice, 
and give him a crack at a head- 
to-head fight with Davoren. 

Anyone who wishes to vote at 
the caucus will have to pay $2 
“‘to cover expenses,’ and 
transport her or his self to and 
from Framingham on a 
Saturday. Naturally, this tends 
to eliminate lower-income 
Boston residents, ethnics as well 
as minorities, and select in more 
affluent suburbanites. If 
DiCara’s opponents can cut 
seriously into his following 
among the liberals who will go to 
the caucus, he will be in real 
trouble. That is, unless his 
famous organization can round 
up enough city dwellers and 
ferry them to Framingham and 
back. 

If DiCara pulls off the 
nomination, in the face of all 
this opposition, then he will 
have gone a long way to 
establishing himself as a 
political force to be reckoned 
with statewide. His vote on Park 
Plaza may not damage hin, if 
he can convince enough liberals 
that he acted in good faith; it 
certainly will not hurt him with 
the workers in his home area of

Dorchester, many of whom are 
experiencing the effects of the 


virtual construction standstill - 


which Park Plaza and the Sixty 
State Street freeze have 
inflicted on the City. 

If DiCara loses, on the other 
hand, several groups will profit. 
CPP-PAX, a comparatively 
weak political force, will be 
strengthened. Barney Frank 
stands to augment a reputation 
as an outspoken legislator with 
the image of a man who can get 
things done politically. And, if 
the two losing candidates do not 
contest the results of Mass 
Caucus, it may emerge as the 
replacement of the old 
convention system — 
supplanting a process in which a

Plaza Debate Fizzles

Like just about everything 
else that happens in the Boston 
City Council chambers, the 
“debate” last week between 
urban renewal chief Robert 
Kenney and Charles Mahoney, 
attorney for the opponents of the 
Park Plaza project, didn’t live 
up to its advance billing. 

Kenney, the director of the 
Hub’s redevelopment authority, 
had to run out of the council 
session after a while to attend 
another meetihg. Before he left, 
though, he made a few grudging 
admissions. 

Yes, said Kenney under 
questioning from Councillor 
Christopher Iannella, it was true 
that a hotel chain that had 
expressed in writing its interest 
in the project back in ‘71 had 
withdrawn legal 
committment, “but they still 
say it’s their first choice (for a 
hotel site).’’ 

And yes, said Kenney, there 
was a question about the legality 
of bonds needed to finance the 
project’s luxury housing, and no, 
he hadn’t gotten the necessary 


green light from the 
Massachusetts legislature on 
that one yet. 


When asked why the state’s 
urban renewal agency had three 
times rejected the Plaza plan, 
Kenney came out with one of his 


more curious statements of the 
day. 

“T wish I knew,” he said. 

Kenney pulled a few new 
moves. At one point he cited a 
legal case that simply doesn’t 
exist. Later he argued that when 
the city council granted the 
project its approval in ’71, it 
tacked on a condition it really 
didn’t mean. 

Back then the council said 
that if a developer for the 
Combat Zone, the last phase of 
the project, hadn’t been selected 
in three years, that deteriorating 
area would be dropped from the 
project. What the council really 
meant by that, said Kenney last 
week, was three years after state 
approval, not the council vote. 

“That,” said Plaza opponent 
Charles Mahoney, “is a brand 
new argument.” 

“No one knows today when, if 
and how portions of this 
development will be built,” said 
Mahoney. 

In fact, the project may never 
be built if the Council decides 
this week to rescind a $6.8 
million bond issue vital to the 
Plaza’s survival. 

The outcome of the Monday 
showdown is still uncertain, 
with the votes of Louise Day 
Hicks and Joe Tierney 
considered crucial. 
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One of the most important services

As a result, many policies were cancelled for non- 
payment of premiums, and policyholders suffered substan- 
tial or total loss due to low or non-existent cash surrender 
values and dividends. Many people were using life insur- 
ance as a form of savings, and therefore lost both savings 
and their insurance coverage. 

These extreme abuses have long since been eliminated 
by legislation, competition, and self-policing on the part of 
the life insurance industry. The competition provided by 
SBLI has played a substantial role in giving the consumer 
more equitable treatment. 

SBLI: Brandeis’ Brainchild. Louis D. Brandeis, a pioneer 
among consumer advocates and later a Justice of the U.S. 
Supreme Court, became involved in the 1905 investigations 
in New York as legal representative of a group of New 
England policyholders. Dismayed by the abuses in the life 
insurance industry, Brandeis set about devising an alterna- 
tive system, one which would permit the public to buy 
what he considered to be a “necessary of life” directly from : 
the insurer, thus eliminating high selling expenses. Brandeis 
wanted a source from which people could purchase, on 
their own initiative, life insurance at low cost. He also 
wanted this source to provide early and equitable dividends 
and cash surrender values, and sound and impartial advice. 

Brandeis was convinced that the Mutual Savings Banks 
of Massachusetts could provide this alternative source. He 
knew these banks had been founded for philanthropic 
reasons, specifically to help people build security through 
savings, and that these banks had a long record of efficient, 
low-cost operation. 

In 1907, Brandeis proposed to the Massachusetts legis- 
lature a bill, which was subsequently passed, allowing and 
encouraging the Mutual Savings Banks in Massachusetts 
to sell limited amounts of all the standard forms of life 
insurance to anyone wholives or works in Massachusetts. 
This life insurance was to be sold by bank employees who 
would receive no sales commission and would therefore be 
ina position to give impartial advice. 

SBLI Today: A Public Service. Gradually, Brandeis’ 
“social experiment” took hold. Today, 164 of Massachusetts’ 
167 Mutual Savings Banks (as well as a few credit unions, 
cooperative banks, and trust companies) offer Savings Bank 
Life Insurance to the Massachusetts public. Of the savings 
banks, 41 have departments that issue life insurance and 
operate much like individual life insurance companies, 
with assets, liabilities, and surpluses totally separate from 
those of the rest of the bank. Such banks are empowered to 
offer all forms of life insurance policies and annuity con- 
tracts under theirown names. Under Massachusetts law, 
an individual currently may purchase any amount from 
$1,000 up to $41,000 in SBLI insurance through any of the 
banks in the system. 

Because of such things as the low cost of SBLI insurance, 
its liberal policy provisions, and the impartial advice of the 
people who sell it, the Massachusetts Savings Bank Life 
Insurance System now ranks fourth inthe Common - 
wealth of Massachusetts in the amount of ordinary 

_ life insurance in force here. 

Although many consumerists would like to see SBLI 
insurance made available on a country-wide basis, currently 
only Massachusetts, New York, and Connecticut have SBLI 
systems. Consumer advocates would like to see the restric- 
tions on SBLI in these states removed, so that more people 
can purchase more of this high-quality, low-cost product. 
Consumers Union recently filed a legal suit against the 
Bank Commissioner of New York in an effort to remove that 
state’s geographic and amount limitations on SBLI. In the 
public interest, The Boston Five hopes this suit is successful 
and that SBLI insurance is made available to all consumers.

contact Judge Byrne and 
suggest to him that he might be 
offered the job of director of the 
FBI. Now, President Nixon is a 
lawyer, as is John Ehrlichman, 
and it is beyond belief that he 
was unaware of the impropriety 
of inviting Judge Byrne to 
consider a presidential 
appointment as director of the 
FBI at the very moment he was 
presiding over a criminal trial in 
which the Administration had a 
direct political interest. 

Finally, we must also consider 
the President’s abuse of the 
claim of “Executive privilege” 
in considering the charge of 
obstruction of justice — a 
privilege claimed to keep 
evidence from Congress and the 
courts while allowing ready 
access to the President’s cronies. 
Time and again President Nixon 
has provoked a Constitutional 
crisis to delay or deny the 
orderly process of justice. He has 
placed himself in defiance of a 
court order; he has claimed 
executive privilege to deny 
information to the House 
Judiciary Committee and the 
Senate Watergate Committee; 
he has even threatened to deny 
access to the information when 
it would result in the 
abandonment of prosecu- 
tion or indictment of the alleged 
perpetrators of crimes. 


CAMPAIGN CONTRIBUTIONS 


To date officials from eight 
major United States 
corporations have admitted that 
they illegally contributed to the 
re-election of President Nixon in 
1972 after intense pressure, 
bordering on extortion, from the 
President’s collectors, such as 
his Finance Chairman Maurice 
Stans. 


IMany of the executives of 
these Corporations have 
testified under oath that the 
contributions were made 
because they feared political 
reprisal by the Administration if 
they refused. The solicitations 
“remarkably” coincided with

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various Government 
investigations and proceedings 
involving the companies. In fact, 
the New York Times reported on 
August 16, 1973, that the files of 
the Nixon campaign committee 
contained documents from the 
federal regulatory agencies 
concerning cases involving large 
corporations! What emerges 
from all of these cases is a 
sinister pattern of conduct by 
the President’s associates and 
subordinates intended solely for 
the President’s benefit. 

Now we have been told by the 
White House that the President 
knew nothing about the 
campaign contributions — a 
claim made by the President 
himself in one of his infrequent 
press conferences last year. This 
statement, like many claims of 
innocence preceding it, has now 
been rendered “inoperative” by 
the grudging admission that 
President Nixon was well aware 
of the campaign contributions of 
the dairy industry. Is it 
unreasonable to suspect that the 
admitted exception may in fact 


be the unadmitted rule? 
ITT 


International Telephone and 
Telegraph Corporation) was 
sued by the U. S. Department of 
Justice to prevent its merger 
with the Hartford Fire Insurance 
Company. On July 31, 1971, the 
Department of Justice settled 
the ITT case and permitted the 


merger to stand. During the two- 
year period between these dates 
extraordinary events occurred. 
Top officers of ITT obtained the 
ready ear of the Justice 
Department, the Vice President, 
and senior White House 
officials; President Nixon 
personally ordered then-Deputy 
Attorney General Kleindienst to 


halt an appeal to the U. S.. 


Supreme Court; and ITT pledged 
$400,000 to the 1972 Republican 
Convention in San Diego. The 
known facts in this case are too 
extensive to detail here; they 
suggest, however, a course of 
dealings of the shadiest sort. 
Moreover, the Administration’s 
activities since the ITT story 
surfaced rather graphically 
illustrate the lengths to which 


the Executive Branch is willing _ 


to go to prevent information and 
evidence damaging to the 
President from reaching the 
public. For example, the 
Securities and Exchange 
Commission compelled ITT to 
produce some 34 cartons of 
documents to its investigators, 
including records of 
conversations between ITT and 
high government officials. In 
September 1972 the House of 
Representatives requested these 
documents from the SEG. 
Rather than comply with the 
request, the Commission 
hurriedly transferred the 
documents to the Department of 
Justice, where they remain, still 
unavailable, to this day. One or 
perhaps two former Attorneys 


General of the United States, 
appointed by President Nixon, 
have apparently perjured 
themselves before a Senate 
Committee, either to protect 
themselves or the President. A 
White House memorandum, 
prepared by Charles Colson and 
acquired by the Senate 
Watergate Committee, indicates 
that a frantic effort was made to 
locate and hide other 
embarrassing documents 
concerning ITT. 


Why was the ITT case 
settled? Was it, as the President 
claims, solely a matter of 
antitrust policy? If so, why does 
he hide the documents and 
permit contradictory 
statements, apparently known 
by him to be false, to stand 
uncontroverted. Why send a 
disguised White House aide to 
Colorado, to the hospital room of 
Dita Beard? Or do you believe it 
settled, as the evidence and the 
actions of the White House 
strongly suggest, for value 
received? 


THE VESCO CASE 


On. May 10, 1973, former 
Attorney General John Mitchell 
and former Secretary of 
Commerce Maurice Stans (who 
were also Chairman and Finance 
Chairman, respectively, of the 
President’s re-election 
campaign) were indicted by a 
Federal Grand Jury in New 
York. They are charged with 
conspiring with Robert Vesco to 
obstruct justice in connection 
with a proceeding against Vesco 
by the Securities and Exchange 
Commission in return for a 
secret campaign contribution of 
$200,000 to the Committee for 
the Re-election of the President. 
Stans and Mitchell are charged 
with having interceded with the 
Chairman of the SEC on Vesco’s 
behalf, and with trying to get 
the SEC to cover up Vesco’s 
contribution to Richard Nixon. 
An indictment means that the 
Grand Jury has concluded that 
there are reasonable grounds to 
believe the offenses charged 
have been committed. This is 
the same standard the House of 
Representatives will apply in 
determining whether the 
President should be impeached 


and required to stand trial by 
the Senate. 


HUGHES CONTRIBUTIONS 


In 1969 and 1970, Howard 
Hughes contributed $100,000 in 
cash to Charles G. (Bebe) 
Rebozo, President Nixon’s close 
friend and financial supporter. 
In addition, Hughes gave a 
number of signed, blank checks 
to the President’s campaign 
committee, which were 
subsequently filled in by Sally 
Harmony, secretary of convicted 
Watergate conspirator, G. 
Gordon Liddy. At the time of 
the ‘“‘contributions’’, Mr. 
Hughes had a number of 
business deals requiring 
Government approval. The 
$100,000 cash “contribution” 
was never delivered to the 
campaign committee and never 
reported by the President. 
Rather, it remained in the hands 
of Mr. Rebozo until late 1973 — 
long after the President’s 
election campaign was over. 

I do not believe that there is 
sufficient evidence — yet-to 
justify the conclusion that the 
Hughes campaign contributions 
provide a ground for the 
impeachment of the President. 
However,, recent press reports 
indicate that the Senate 
Watergate Committee has 
discovered a number of 
questionable Hughes-Nixon 
connections. In view of previous 
disclosures involving the 
financing of the President, I fear

THE DAIRY CASE 

It is charged that on two 
separate occasions President 
Nixon took action favorable to 
the dairy industry after 
receiving pledges of sizeable 
campaign contributions. The 
facts are a matter of public 
record; many have been 
belatedly admitted by the White 
House after being unearthed by 
outside investigators. 

The first occasion for 
Presidential intercession on 
behalf of the dairy industry 
involved dairy import quotas. 
Under the law, the President has 
the power to raise or lower 
import quotas on foreign dairy 
products — quotas which serve 
to protect dairymen from 
competition which would force 
down the price of dairy 
products. On December 16, 
1970, Pat Hillings, a former 
Republican congressman from 
President Nixon’s. district in 


California and now a 


representative of the dairy 
industry in Washington, D.C.., 
wrote President Nixon about 
import quotas, requesting that 
they be imposed immediately. 
At the same time, Hillings 
advised the President that the 
milk producers intended to 
contribute $2 million for the 
President’s re-election, and that 
the milk producers were also 
“funding a special project.”” Two 
weeks later the dairy import 
quotas were imposed. 

Shortly after the import quota 
decision, the President had a 
second opportunity to come to 
the aid of his financial 
supporters. On March 12, 1971, 
Secretary of Agriculture Clifford 
Hardin announced that certain 
diary products would be 
supported at 80 percent of parity 
during the 1971-1972 marketing 
season. The dairy industry 
protested; they wanted more. 
On March 25, 1971, Secretary 
Hardin announced that he had 
reversed his decision, and that 
the Government would support 
dairy products at 85 percent of 
parity. This decision cost the 
Government approximately 
$125,000,000. Between March 12 
and March 25 the following 
events occurred: (1) the political 
lobbies of the dairy industry 
gave substantial contributions 
to the Nixon re-election 
campaign; (2) President Nixon 
was advised by his aides of the 
contributions; (3) the President 
met privately with the industry 
leaders and acknowledged their 
“support”; and (4) the President 
overruled the decision of his 
Secretary of Agriculture, and 
directed that the parity price be 
raised. 

President Nixon, as the last 
act in his inappropriately named 


statement on January 8, 1974, 
denying any wrongdoing with 
regard to the increased price for 
dairy products, but admitting 
all of the facts I have noted. He 
claimed that the reason for the 
change of heart was pressure 
from Congress. Now, I have been 
a member of Congress during all 
the years President Nixon has 
been in office. During that time 
the President has vetoed 
countless bills and has 
impounded millions of dollars in 
appropriated funds for programs 
enacted by Congress. No 
President in recent memory has 
been less responsive to the will 


of this Nation’s elected © 


representatives than President 
Nixon. Thus, you will forgive 
me, I’m certain, if I respectfully 
decline to accept the weak and 
belated explanation of the 
White House. 


CAMBODIA BOMBING 

Suppose a President of the 
United States were to direct our 
Air Force to undertake the 
bombing of Canada. Suppose 
further that upon the protests of 
Congress and the press, the 
President were to proclaim that 
the Air Force had not bombed 


' Canada at all — indeed, it had 


only been engaged in practice 
missions over Minnesota — and 
supported his statements with 
falsified reports from the 
Pentagon. Finally, when the 
outraged cries of the Canadian 
Government and the bloody 
remains of the survivors made 
further denial impossible, 
suppose the President were to 
proclaim that he had 
maintained his previous lie 
because he knew Congress 
(which is given sole power under 
the Constitution to declare war) 
would have forced him to stop if 
he had been truthful. Would you

not conciude that the President 
had usurped the power cf 
Congress and totally abused the 
powers granted him under the 
Constitution? 

Although the scenario I have 
suggested may seem totally 
unreal, it in fact closely parallels 
the actions of President Nixon in 
Cambodia. For almost two 
years, on the orders of President 
Nixon, our Air Force bombed 
Cambodia — without the 
knowledge or approval of 
Congress. We are not now, nor 
have we ever been, at war with 
Cambodia. Congress could not 
be said to have authorized the 
bombing, directly or indirectly. 
In fact, President Nixon 
publicly and proudly admitted 
that he hid the facts from the 
American public because, if it 
had been announced, ‘‘the 
bombing would have had to 
stop,” and stated he would do 
the same again. 

To me, the action of the 
President in deliberately 


concealing the bombing of 
Cambodia cannot be justified on 
‘“‘security’’ grounds. Does 
anyone believe that Cambodia 
or North Vietnam was unaware 
who was bombing Cambodia? 
Of course not. The only ones 
deceived were Congress and the 
American people. The President 
knew that his actions were 
totally at odds with the 
Constitution, yet he glories in 
them and stands ready to repeat 
them. Who is to say that Canada 
may not be next? 


USE OF GOVERNMENT FUNDS 


Since 1969 the United States 
Treasury has spent a total of 
$10.2 million of public funds for 
the security of the President and 
his family at his privately- 
owned homes. Of this total, at 


least $3.7 million was spent for 


facilities — over $1,156,000 was 
spent for permanent 
improvements at the President’s 
homes at San Clemente and Key 
Biscayne. Of course, many of the 
expenditures made to protect 
the President were clearly for 
legitimate security purposes. 
Our recent past suggests that 
there are sick and disturbed 
people who can pose real 
dangers to our national leaders. 
Moreover, while we may 
question why the American © 
people must bear the burden of 
two private homes while also 
paying for Presidentital retreats 
on Government property, this is 
hardly grounds. for 
impeachment. 

It is a far cry from “security”, 
however, when public funds are 
used to provide permanent 
improvements, unrelated to 
protection of the President, at 
the whim and fiat of his personal 
attorney and advisors. 
Moreover, the record establishes

“requesting” improvements in 
the name of security, already 
decided upon by the White 
House, totally unjustified on 
security grounds. For example, a 
fence at Key Biscayne, deemed 
adequate by the Secret Service, 
was changed at an increased cost 
of $20,000, simply because the 
more expensive fence looked 
nicer. An exhaust fan for the 
fireplace in the President’s den 
at San Clemente was installed, 
purportedly for ‘“‘security”’ 
purposes — actually to keep 
smoke from the President’s eyes. 
As a homeowner I might buy an 
exhaust fan in these 
circumstances — but I would not 
expect the Federal Government 
to pay for it. Nor would I expect 
the Government to pay for a 
Mexican lantern purchased as a 
gate light, or to replace rusty 
pipes, landscape my grounds, or 
install flagpoles. And I would 
certainly not expect the 
Government to hire and pay 
gardeners to mow my grass and 
tend my shrubs. 

Compared to the other actions 
of Richard Nixon, the 
expenditures at San Clemente 
and Key Biscayne may seem like 
‘“‘small potatoes’. To me, 
however, they are symptomatic 
of the character of our President. 
First, they indicate again how 
the President manipulates valid 
concepts like ‘‘national 
security” and ‘Presidential 
protection” for his own private 
ends. And, they indicate the 
total insensitivity of the 


President to the limits of his 
power. 


In considering the 
expenditures of public funds for 
private ends, we must also 
consider the award of 
Government contracts and 
grants for the purpose of 
assisting in the re-election of the 
President. Once again, 
documents and sworn testimony 
establish that awards were given 
to political friends and denied 
political opponents for precisely 
this reason. Moreover, we are 
only beginning to fathom the 
developing scandal in the Small 
Business Administration, where 
the same pattern emerges. 

In the expenditure of public 
funds for private gain, Richard 
Nixon has again claimed for 
himself powers and privilege 
beyond those granted by the 
Constitution. This is an 
impeachable offense. 


NIXON’S INCOME TAXES 


It is not an impeachable 
offense to make a mistake in 
filling out an income tax return. 
It is an impeachable offense, as 
well as a crime, to intentionally 
claim tax deductions when you 
know or should know that they 
are not warranted by the facts. 

Although I am not a tax 
lawyer, I do not believe it takes a 
tax lawyer to be suspicious of 
the President’s claimed 
charitable deduction for his 
papers. Nor does it take a tax 
lawyer to be suspicious of the 
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manner in which the income — 


from the sale of some of his San 
Clemente property was 
reported. Do you believe that 
the President, a lawyer, who 
signed his own tax returns, was 
unaware that he was paying 
almost no tax at all when he 
earned income of over $250,000 a 
year? And that he was not 
interested in the details? 


Whether or not the 


President’s tax returns provide a 
basis for his impeachment 
depends on two facts. First, were 
the returns erroneous? This 
question should be answered by 
the current investigation of the 


' Joint Committee on Internal 


Revenue Taxation. Assuming 
that Committee determines, as I 
suspect they will, that the 
claimed deductions were 
unwarranted, our next question 
is whether the- deductions were 
honestly claimed. Or, were they 
claimed because the President 
felt that he was immune from a 
thorough examination by the 
Internal Revenue Service? 


SUBVERSION OF 
CONSTITUTION 


As I described earlier, the 
framers of the Constitution 
expanded the impeachment 
clause to include “high crimes 
and misdemeanors” in order to 
encompass what Col. George 
Mason termed “attempts to 
subvert the Constitution” at the 
1787 Constitutional Convention. 
From the very outset, the 
Founding Fathers were aware 
that a future President might 
use his awesome power to thwart 
our Constitutional rights and 
protections. Clearly, then, there 
can be no doubt that subversion 
of the Constitution is an 
impeachable offense. What 
remains is to determine what 
evidence there is that the offense 
has been committed by the 
President now in office. 

In his statement of May 22, 
1972, President Nixon admitted 
for the first time the following 
acts: (1) the wire-tapping of 
“fewer than 20 persons” (which 
we know now included at least 
seven newsmen and ten White 
House staff members); (2) the 
approval of the “Huston Plan,” 
calling for domestic political 
surveillance and espionage, 


burglary, wiretapping and 
interception of mail, parts of 
which his staff warned were 
‘‘clearly illegal’’; and (3) 
approval of the Special 
Investigation Unit — the 
‘‘Plumbers;’’ one of whose 
activities was the break-in at the 
office of Daniel Ellsberg’s 
psychiatrist. These are the 
admitted actions of the 
President. In addition to these 
acts, add the “enemies’’ lists, 
the harassment of reporters, the 
use of grand jury proceedings to 
intimidate dissenters, mass 
arrests of protesters, and, as I 
discussed earlier, the bombing 
of Cambodia. 

It is well to remember these 
days that the Constitution does 
not grant unlimited power to the 
President of the United States. 
The First Amendment, and the 
Fourth Amendment, which 
protects us against Government 
intrusions, bugs and wiretaps, 
do not say “Except as the 
President decides....”” They do 
not say that the President can 
bug political opponents and 
reporters, or intercept their 
mail, by finding such action to 
be in the interestes of ‘National 
Security.’’ Whatever that 
dangerous term may encompass, 
it does not permit illegal acts 
against citizens of the United 
States because they are of a 
different philosophical bent 
than Richard Nixon. 

Nor does the Constitution 
permit the President to 
establish a secret police force on 


the public payroll, answerable 
only to him. But what else were 
the ““Plumbers’’? Until now, the 
President has used the veil of 
national security to keep secret 
most of this group’s activities. 
However, those activities which 
are now known were all, pure 
and simple, illegal and 
unconstitutional. 

Not even Richard Nixon’s 
closest advisors or his most 
fervent supporters have 
attempted to justify the 
“enemies” lists. We have heard 
sworn testimony that these lists 
were intended to be used to 
‘“‘screw the President’s 
enemies.” When the President 
of the United States instructs 
his advisors to create and 
maintain lists of his enemies to 
be used later for harassment and 
intimidation by the Internal 
Revenue Service, the FBI, and 
other agencies of the Executive 
Branch, he commits an offense 
justifying his impeachment. 
When his subordinates, 
following in his established 
footsteps, award Government 
grants and award Government 
contracts to the. President’s 
political supporters and deny 
them to his “enemies,” is there 
no remedy available to the 
American people? 


In the history of our 
Government only 37 men have 
been chosen to serve as 
President of the United States. 
Some of them have 
distinguished that office by their 
presence; others have left almost 
no mark upon it. There have 
been scandals in previous 
Administrations. Indeed, I can 
look back and discover actions 
which could be considered 
impeachable offenses 
committed by more than one 
President. Yet, with the 
exception of Andrew Johnson — 
a President caught in the tide of 
Reconstruction — there has been 
no clamor for impeachment. 
Why now? The answer is found 
in the number and scope of the 
illegal, unconstitutional and 
immoral actions committed by 
the President and in his name. It 
is time now for the House of 
Representatives on behalf of the 
American people to draw the 


line.

Will Lightning Strike Again for Hizzoner?

On a recent installment of the 
NBC daytime game show, 
“Jeopardy,”’ a show on which 
the contestants’ are given 
“answers” and must provide the 
corresponding ‘“‘questions,’’ I 
witnessed the following: 

The category, Television. The 
answer: “Mayor Kevin White 
recently ordered it ‘banned in 
Boston.”” 

The question, given correctly 
by a contestant from the Bronx: 
“What is Cable TV?” It was 
worth $20 and was not, 
therefore, considered a 
particulary difficult question 
(answer?). 

With increasing frequency, his 
honor has been referred to by the 
press, by his staff, and, yes, even 
by himself, as a ‘‘national 
figure.”” On one occasion he 
confided to a reporter that he 
has more of a national 
reputation than your average big 
city mayor because Boston is a 
college town and students from 
all across the country go home 
every summer and tell their 
parents all about Kevin White. 

I frankly would have to see the 
mayor’s name in black and 
white on an official list of 
“Things college students tell 
their parents about’ before I 
would put much credence in 
that theory, but I will concede 
that — if mention on a national 
quiz show and recognition in the 
Bronx is any criteria — White’s 
mame and reputation has, 
perhaps, spread beyond the 
borders of New England. 

On the other hand, I seriously 
doubt that dropping his name in 
Lincoln, Nebraska, would stir 
up much excitment. Recently, 


in fact, Channel 2 had the idea 
of putting together a Public 
Broadcasting’ System special 
about Massachusetts and its 
four prospects for national office 
in 1976 — Ted Kennedy; Ed 
Brooke, Elliot Richardson, and 
Kevin White. When the idea 
was presented to a PBS 
executive in New York, he is 
reported to have remarked, “I’ve 
heard of the other three, but 
who’s this guy, White?” 

Probably doesn’t have any 
kids in college. 

What seems a bit more 
reasonable, though, is the claim 
by White’s people that his 
visibility among and influence 
with Democratic party regulars 
has increased recently — and 
that he’s just starting to realize 
and take advantage of it. 

Since the retirement of John 
Lindsay particularly, White has 
become, through the process of 
elimination, the Democratic 
party’s “show mayor.” I mean, 
who else have they got? Henry 


Maier of Milwaukee? Dick Daly . 


of Chicago? One is an 
embarrassingly poor speaker. 
The other is just plain 
embarrassing. 

There are several younger, 
attractive mayors who have just 
recently taken office, but none 
with White’s reputation and 
track record which, though 
spotty, has put him in touch 
with many elements of the 
party. And through, for 
example, his travels to all major 
cities as a member of the 
Legislative Action Committee of 
the U.S. Conference of Mayors, 
he has been prepared for the role 
he will now play during the 1974 


congressional campaigns — a 
role that will see Kevin White 
living out of a suitcase a great 
deal. 

White has been chosen as one 
of a very few deputy chairmen of 
the party’s 1974 national 
campaign committee — and as 
the “show mayor” he will travel 
extensively and campaign for 
Democratic candidates in their 
home districts. 

Ann Lewis, the mayor’s full 
time political aide and adviser, 
claims that White is considered 
an asset as a campaigner for 
“fringe” candidates because “he 
represents a constituency that 
the party has been taking for 
granted for years and is now in 
danger of losing — the ethnic, 
white population living in the 
cities.” 

Exciting 

White, she says, is seen as 
‘‘exciting’’ and ‘‘liberal’’ 
wherever he travels and is also 
one of very few established 
political figures who gets 4 warm 
reception from all factions of the 
badly-divided party, from the 
regular pols (of which he is, after 
all, one) to those few remaining 
reformers and McGovernites 
who have not as yet been purged 
in the wake of the 1972 fiasco. 

The Democratic party has 
now all but abandoned reform in 


favor of a win-at-any-cost 


philosophy and sees the 
Watergate brush so badly 
tarring Republican congres- 
sional candidates that the party 
should, with a little work, make 
great gains in this off-year 
election. The function of the 
campaign committee is to make 


sure the G.O.P. is decimated 
this year, and the active 
involvement of people like 
Kevin White is to make sure 
that they get a share of the 
credit for it. 

The campaign push will be 
followed up with the formation 
of a caucus of Democratic 
mayors which will then go back 
to the congressmen they’ve just 
helped elect and lobby them for 
legislation to aid the cities. It 
will be the first time that 
Democratic mayors have ever 
attempted to organize, and it’s 
important, therefore, that the 
mayors go to work this year on 
behalf not only of fringe 
candidates who need the help, 
but also for some who are 
expected to win anyway — 
simply to build up an obligation. 

Kevin White, in other words, 
will be working hard to get as 
many party regulars as possible 
indebted to him, so that he can 
later go back and cash in his 
chips — perhaps in 1976. . 

It should be said here, in 
fairness, that White continues to 
strenuously deny any ambitions 
for national office, even as his 
staff continues to promote him 
and the number of bodies in his 
publicity office continues to 
increase. 

In a: recent interview, when 
mention was made of White’s 
‘‘potential’”’ as a national 
candidate, he quickly replied, 
“There’s not much potential for 
that.” 

He “T don’t 
believe there’s a chance in Hell 
that lightning would strike a 
second time. That sort of thing 
just doesn’t happen. As 


unpredictable as the process is, 
the fellow who is chosen next 
time (for vice president) will be 
someone none of us knows. It 
could even be you.” 

I do not choose to run. But in 
the meantime, the mayor 
insisted, he is “doing nothing in 
preparation” for the eventuality 
that either a spot on a national 
ticket might open up for him or 
a cabinet post might be made 
available. “There are many 
things to chase in this world,” he 
said, ‘“‘but the last one is 
lightning.” 

The “lightning” he’s talking 
about here, of course, struck the 
first time on July 13, 1972 — 
that fateful day when White 
became, for one brief but 
exciting moment, George 
McGovern’s choice as his vice 
presidential running mate. 

McGovern phoned White 
indicating he had all but chosen 
him, but was later coerced, by 
either Ted Kennedy, John 
Kenneth Galbraith or both, 
depending upon whose version 
of that day’s events you believe, 
to drop White and settled 
instead on Tom Eagleton. For 
both McGovern and White it 
was all over. 

But that one phone call from 
George McGovern has literally 
changed Kevin White’s life. It is 
the sole reason for all the 
speculation, far-fetched and 
otherwise, about White’s future. 


The Selection Process 


Even though the McGovern 
campaign was a disaster, Ann 
Lewis notes that an awful lot of 
books were written about it and, 
as a result of the Eagleton affair, 


do better.

although Dougherty is not 
familiar with White’s record on 
civil rights, he says he and the 
other McGovern advisers 
assumed that “it almost had to 
be good in view of the fact that 
White had run against and 
defeated Louise Day Hicks, the 
Boston busing queen.” 


That kind of questionable 
logic in the higher circles may 
also explain a lot about what 
happened to the McGovern 
effort, but Ms. Lewis says this 
kind of brief, but 
complimentary notice of White 
has created a ‘‘friendly 
curiosity” about him among 
party activists in areas of the 
country where he is just now 
starting to make political 
appearances. 


White’s own view of his 
political potential and future 
has changed radically over the 
years. After he had moved 
effortlessly into the Secretary of 
State’s office, from there into 
City Hall, and then began 
setting his sights on the 
governorship, he felt he was 
unstoppable and the sky was, 
indeed, the limit. 

Thus, his humiliating defeat 
at the hands of Frank Sargent, 
in which he even lost 
Democratic Boston to the Dover 
Republican, temporarily 
crushed White and his 
ambitions. Though he denies it, 
his Communications Director 
Frank Tivnan says that White 
decided on election eve that he 
was through with politics and 
would not even run for re- 
election as mayor. 

Though he was later

convinced by the polls to run 
after all, White had resigned 
himself to the idea that he had 
no political future beyond being 
Boston’s mayor and even began 
to joke with reporters about his 
former ambitions. He liked to 
say that he used to think he was 
‘‘destined to become 
Interplanetary Leader.” 

The McGovern phone call 
changed all that. “One thing 
that episode did,” he says now, 
“was make people re-evaluate 
whether or not Kevin White at 
that level (vice president) was 
ludicrous — or whether George 
McGovern’s choice might have 
been merited.” 

Some people laughed at the 


idea, to be sure, but not enough 
(at least not enough within 
earshot of Kevin White) to 
discourage him, and as much as 
he denies it, his ambitions, 
which laid dormant for a few 
years, are alive and growing 
again. 

He has no plans to run for 
governor again, though, despite 
persistent rumors to the 
contrary. That became totally 
clear recently when his ad 
agency, Hill, Holliday, Connors 
and Cosmopoulos, announced 
tersely that it had accepted Bob 
Quinn as a client this year. 

He is also mentioned 
occasionally as a likely 
condidate for Teddy Kennedy’s 
senate seat if and when Teddy 
makes his move for the 
presidency, but, at least for the 
record, White dismisses that 
possibility also. ‘“‘What would 
the senate do for me?” he asked. 
“Would it give me any more 
national recognition than I have 
now?” Anyway, White offered, 
“Tm an executive, not a 
legislator.”’ He would be 
uncomfortable as one of a large 
group of co-equal lawmakers. He 
likes to be in charge. 

Some of White’s staff people 
are convinced, meanwhile, that 
Kennedy will succumb to 
pressures from his family and 
will not run for president in ’76, 
leaving the door open for a spot 
on the national ticket for White. 
It is all a little silly, but, 
whatever his chances, White 
appears to be out on the 
campaign trail already. 

He has just completed a cross- 
country swing, with appearances 
in Chicago, Phoenix, Houston, 
San Francisco, and Detroit, 
appearances that were plainly 
political in nature. 

With his work for the national 
campaign committee upcoming, 
the Democratic Mayors Caucus 
next year, followed by his own re- 
election campaign and then the 


national election in 1976 in 
which, no matter what his role, 
he will take an active part, 
White will be almost constantly 
on the move for at least three 
years. 


Close-Mouthed on Travels 

His press office, though, is 
reluctant to discuss his travel 
plans. But that’s nothing new. 
White’s people have always been 
notoriously closed-mouth about 
revealing where he is and what 
he’s up to when he’s not on the 
job. 

Once, when different 
members of his staff offered 
conflicting reports on White’s 
whereabouts, one that he was 
skiing in Vermont and another 
that he was vacationing in Fort 
Lauderdale, his press secretary, 
Barry Brooks, was asked to 
straighten out the confusion. 
Brooks checked and reported 
back that the mayor was skiing 
in Canada. 

Not more than ten minutes 
later, a reporter wandered into 
the City Hall press room and 
another mentioned casually that 
White was in Canada. 
‘*Bullshit,’’ the reporter 
responded. “I just got through 
talking to him. He’s sitting in 
his office.” 

White has always been 
extremely sensitive about 
criticism that he takes a lot of 
vacations or doesn’t work at his 
job hard enough, and therefore 
when he does take off for a rest, 
the reluctance of his staff to talk 
about it is simply a reflection of 
his own concerns. But his recent 
travels were political, not 
personal, and there seems little 
justification for attempts to hide 
the details of them from the 
press and the public. 

The Detroit trip was described 
as simply a personal visit to his 
sister, for example, but while he 
was there White turned up on a 
local TV program where he 
called for President Nixon to 


leave office and, according to the 
Globe, said he thought Nixon 
“had prior knowledge of the 
Watergate break-in coverup.” 

That’s a far cry from the 
reunification of the party and 
the urban crisis — the themes he 
is supposed to be stressing as he 
embarks upon his congressional 
campaign swing. 

It’s interesting, by the way, to 
note that one of the current 
members of the Senate that the 
campaign committee lists as in 
trouble this year is George 
McGovern. There is a feeling in 
South Dakota that he lost 
considerable support there when 
he ran for president. South 
Dakotans felt deserted. They 
felt the campaign issues he 
stressed did not reflect their 
concerns. 

We saw a similar phenomenon 
when John Lindsay made his 
and then returned to New York 
to discover he had no 
constituency, and Los Angeles 
Mayor Sam Yorty, who became 
notorious for his nationwide 
travel, jumped for glory and lost 
his seat also.

Choice Beef Missing from NFL Slab

FOXBORO — If there was a 
singular feature of this year’s 
version of the Meat Market it 
was the paucity of choice beef. 


And if the outlook for the '74 | 


draft was bleak all around the 
NFL it was doubly so at 
Schaefer Stadium, since the 
New England Patriots had long 
ago traded away their first- 
round selection — to San 
Francisco for tight end Bob 
Windsor. The likelihood of 
turning up anything worthwhile 
by bobbing in a barrel full of 
rotten apples was not exactly 
overwhelming. Particularly if 
you happened to be the thirtieth 
bobber. 

So, fully four hours after the 
selections had commenced, the 
small army of media people, 
armed with their Sporting 
News, Morasco Brothers charts, 
and their personal prognoses 
analyzing the current collegiate 
talent, were checking off names 
and comparing notes, making 
side bets regarding the name of 
the lucky stiff who would 
momentarily be announced as 
the Patriots’ top selection. 
When the word came it was a 
veritable self-parody. 

Before you could say “Harry 


Crump” PR Director Pat Horne 
had slid into his seat behind a 
bank of microphones and, with a 
perfectly straight face, informed 
the assembled multitude that 
New England, selecting from 
Chicago’s number four position 
in the second round, had picked 
center Steve Corbett of Boston 
College. 

‘‘What?’’ Demanded one 
writer, who had leapt to his feet. 
“BC? Billy Sullivan will never 
stand for this!!” 

The Patriots’ president was, 
of course, feeling at once 
nostalgic and vindicated. There 
was a time about a dozen or so 
years ago, back in the old AFL 
days of Crump and Allard and 
Songin and O’Hanley and 
Colclough and Graham and 
Eisenhauer and Whalen, when 
almost a quarter of the Patriots 
roster was comprised of 
graduates of Sullivan’s alma 
mater, and in fact it would have 
been fully a quarter had the 
team not failed to sign Jack 
Concannon. 

Seven more BC players were 
to be picked over the course of 
the next two days, three of them 
by the Patriots, leading some to 
wonder how a team with eight 


professional prospects could 
have put together three 
successive utterly mediocre 
seasons. ‘“‘They’re takin’ a 
chance drafting any of these BC 
players,” deadpanned one cigar- 
smoking skeptic. 


“Why’s that?” I asked him. 


“Nobody knows if they’re 
coachable.”” 


But save for the flurry of 


activity generated by the local 
interest angle, this year’s ordeal 
was even more tedious than 
usual. The draft at its best is 
generally about as exciting as 
watching grass grow — 
especially in the first two 
rounds, when teams are alotted 
fifteen minutes between picks, 
and commonly take twice that 
long. At its most dismal — and 
1974 was about as dismal, | 
suspect, as it will ever get — it 
combines the worst aspects of a 
Ron Ziegler press conference 
and the Chinese Water Torture. 

And, as if the fact that the 
fates had conspired and 
arranged for a lot of lousy 
football players to be born in 
1952 was not bad enough, the 
Patriots exacerbated the 
situation this year by declining 


to provide a bar. The decision 
was made, I was told, not out of 
austerity, but “because some of 
you guys fucked it up last year.” 

What, I asked, was that 
supposed to mean, and pressing 
for information on the point | 
finally learned that because 
“some wise-ass TV reporter” 
had run 30 seconds of film of the 
Patriots (free) bar on the air and 
“made fun of us” last year. 
(Later Tuesday afternoon a 
cameraman was observed 
shooting footage of the buffet 
table. “Well, that’s it,” sighed 
Clark Booth, allegedly the 
perpetrator of last year’s bar 
incident. ““No more pickles next 
year.’’) 

I feel I must strongly protest 
the demise of the press bar. Not 
that sportswriters should 
deserve or expect to be wined 
and dined at the expense of 
various professional teams — in 
point of fact I would be perfectly 
willing to pay for my own drinks 
at these functions, or indeed, 
bring my own bottle — but no 
reasonable man should ask 
another human being to labor 
through two days of bullshit in a 
state of sobriety. 

The selection of Corbett came 


as something of a surprise to me. 
Although he was rated, by the 
Brothers Marasco among others, 
as the top center in the country, 
a half hour earlier Chuck 
Fairbanks had been touting the 
virtues of an unnamed 
“linebacker from a small school. 
He’s 6’2” and 230, has an IQ of 
125-plus, the highest our ratings 
go.” Fairbanks added that the 
only question about his prize 
linebacker might be his 
adaptability to pass defense. 
“He plays in a conference where 
they only pass four or five times 
a game.” By the process of 
elimination, I narrowed down 
the linebackers still up for 
auction and had figured out that 
he probably meant Steve Nelson 
of North Dakota State. After 
taking their full fifteen minutes, 
the Patriots nabbed Corbett, 
then (with their own pick) took 
Nelson four selections later. 
“‘We were afraid that if we 
picked Nelson we might lose 
Corbett right there, but we 
figured Nelson would probably 
last that long.’’ Reasonable 
enough, since Nelson was rated 
18th among this year’s 
linebackers, and only five had 


- been taken at that time.

Fairbanks also revealed that 
the Patriots have incorporated 
the IQ-by-position evaluation 
initiated some years ago by the 
Dallas Cowboys. Under the 
Dallas system, quarterbacks are 
required to have a minimum IQ 
of 120, while their cornerbacks 
need only be a sub-normal 90. 
(Presumably humanoids can 
play defensive line if they’re 
large enough.) The Patsies’ 
standards weren’t revealed, but 
if they ever expand the practice 
to evaluating the IQs of the 
people who sit on NFL Boards of 
Directors... 


The Patsies labored through 
the balance of the two days 
unveiling very few surprises. In 
their annual search for a non- 
Australian punter, they came up 
with this year’s national leader, 
Chuck Ramsey of Wake Forest, 
and in the sixteenth round 
someone discovered that 
Lucious Selmon of Oklahoma 
was still around. Selmon, one of 
the top defensive players — on 
what was very probably the best 
team — in collegiate football 


this year, was the latest victim 
of the Rich Glover Syndrome: a 
college middle guard, who for 
various reasons — height, 
weight, speed, and who knows? 
maybe IQ too — was deemed 
inappropriate for the more 
specialized pro game, where 
there are no middle guards. By 
the time his old coach got 
around to his name over 400 
players had been selected. 


More intriguing was the trade 
— of a middle-round choice — to 
Baltimore for Jack Mildren. 
While Fairbanks insists that his 
one-time Oklahoma wishbone 
quarterback is “‘going to have to 
make our team as a safety,” 
there wasn’t a soul in Foxboro 
who did not harbor the 
conviction that the move was 
prompted by the coach’s 
lingering plans to be the first in 
the NFL to throw a wishbone 
offense at another club in a 
game. Whatever the team’s 
plans might be, the move 
obviously did not bode well for 
Brian Dowling, who had seen his 
role this year shrink to that of 


the guy who ran the wishbone in 


practice. 

In two other trades 
consummated during the draft, 
the Patriots picked up Dick 
Gordon from the Green Bay 
Packers for taxi squad tight end 
John Mosier, and then in a move 
provoked by something other 
than rationality, sent Steve 
Kiner to the Houston Oilers for a 
number 8 draft pick (read: the 
183rd best college senior). 
Gordon, a perennial All-Pro a 
few years ago, has undergone a 
series of injuries, and after 
playing out his option and going 
to Los Angeles (for a number one 
pick) was shipped out of town 
following an altercation with the 
receiver coach. 


Besides his celebrated 
encounters with the law in years 
past, Kiner’s only apparent 
problems this year came in his 
two confrontations with O.J. 
Simpson, who ran all over him 
both times. One is tempted to 
point out that if Simpson rushed 
for over 2,000 yards this year, 
Steve Kiner wasn’t the only 
linebacker who had trouble with 
him. One is further tempted to 
point out that this is the second 
time the Patriots have started 
Kiner for an entire season and 
then dealt him away for a truly 
insulting price. In any event, 
most observers felt he was 
certainly worth a lot more to a 
team not so anxious to get rid of 
him. That makes five teams in 
five years for Kiner. 


Draw your own conclusions. 
Pete Gent, in his excellent novel 
North Dallas Forty, has been 
accused of paranoia, but it 
would appear that if you’re 
interested in an NFL career on a 
long-term basis, in these parts at 
least, your odds of survival are 
much better if you just punch 
out a coach or two.

An unsystematic and highly 
subjective sample was studied. 
The methods of selecting and 
studying the inmates is suspect 
since no inmate was personally 
interviewed or even made aware 
of any such study. What the 
study “determined” was merely 
a group of “troublemakers” 
selected by the prison 
administrators and guards. 

There is a striking difference 
between: what is said in 
conference by those conducting 
the study, what is said in their 
report, and what is proposed by 
the LEAA Policy Board. 

There is a shared fear among 
the study’s opponents that 
extreme control would be 
applied through exotic drug and 
behavior modification 
techniques. Dr. Matthew P. 


Dumont, assistant com- 
missioner for Drug 
Rehabilitation in the 


Massachusetts Department of 
Mental Health, was the first 
government official to turn down 
the Curran report. 

Dumont sees the super-prison 
as a psycho-fascist institution 
where’ ‘‘professionalized, 
esoteric, complicated means of 
future control’’ would be 
developed. 

“Curran clearly intimated he 
was not personally responsible 
for the outcome” Dumont said, 
‘‘And that’s how we get 
fascism.” 

Professor Curran feels his role 
was to “supply the data.”’ He 
said, “There are always further 
studies, and treatment issues 
can be further examined.” 

The Feasibility Study does 
contain a section covering the 
use of treatment drugs in 
prisons. This is one of the few 
professional contributions 


within its 600 pages. It was done 
by Dr. Phyllis Cath. 

In her section of the report, 
Dr. Cath states that, due to the 
lack of standards for, and 
control over, the use of drugs by 
treatment personnel in prison, 
psycho-pharmacological 
techniques probably should not 
be used in treating inmates with 
problems. Unexplainably, the 
summary recommendation of 
the report declares: 

“Drug therapy holds promise 
of important contributions to 
the effective treatment of 
special offenders. ”’ 

A similar discrepancy 
surrounds the reported 
“unanimous” vote of the LEAA 
Policy Board members to adopt 
all recommendations in the 
Summary Findings. Members of 
this Board include corrections 
officials and some mental health 
officials from the six New 
England states. Commissioner 
Frank Hall, who now heads the 
Massachusetts Department of 
Correction, was present when 
the vote was taken December 19. 
He is a member of the Policy 
Board. 

Steve Wermiel, Boston Globe 
journalist, observed ‘‘Frank Hall 
could not have been given to 
understand what he was voting 
on.” The fact, later revealed, 
was that none of the 
Massachusetts members present 
Dec. 19 voted on the resolution 
at all. Just a few weeks later, 
Governor Francis Sargent 
turned down the Curran report. 
He based his decision largely on 
“the professional judgment of 
Frank Hall (that the) basic 
tenets of modern correctional 
thought (indicate) large, high 
security institutions, located far 
from the offender’s family, 
friends and eventual place of 
return will not aid in the 
rehabilitative process ... and 
may even.serve to increase the 
likelihood of violence and 
disorder.” 
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Ali and Joe: The Lords of Luster and Bluster

NEW YORK CITY — It was 
called Super Fight II, Son of 
Super Fight, Rematch of 
Champions, or Babylon 
Revisited, depending on which 


- flacks you heard blowin’ in the 


wind. But, in the end, what it 
was was a prizefight, a 
heavyweight prizefight, in 
Madison Square Garden, in 
New York City. Which is where 
boxing has always lived — and 
sometimes died. 

It was Muhammad Ali and 
Joe Frazier, the slick lords of 
luster and bluster, in encore, but 
more than that this was a night 
that belonged truly to New York 
City, a night haunted by the 
Ghosts of Friday Nights Past. It 
was a night that perhaps only 
the oldtimers could appreciate 
or understand, a night from the 
time when New York was run 
from Toots Shor’s, and Joe 
Louis’ gospel was, as they said 
then, the real divine: It was the 
kind of night to bring us as close 


- as we can ever come to the New 


York of the 30’s and 40’s, when 
the most special of thrills was 
getting into a cab and saying 
simply, ‘“‘Take me to the 
Garden,” because then, as now, 
there was only one. This was a 
Monday night for an old New 
York, a young and good New 
York, where many thought the 
St. Nicholas Arena was the 
center of the universe and 
Jimmy Powers (‘“The Voice of 
Boxing’’) its overlord. This was a 
night, finally, from a New York 
where a Bronx bartender named 
Mauriello once fought Joe 
Louis in Yankee Stadium and a 
whole town cared. 

The magical appeal, then, 
that Ali and Frazier brought to 
the evening of January 28, 1974, 
was born in the old and 


packaged in the new. And 
because of Ali’s decisive and 
unanimous decision (7-4-1, 8-4, 
6-5-1) over his old adversary, it 
is certain now that we will see at 
least one more great 
heavyweight championship 
fight, hopefully in the Palace on 
33rd Street. It may be the last. It 
will be between George Foreman 
and Muhammad Ali. 

Ali, to put it simply, had to 
win this fight, partly to keep 
himself alive and well dead 
center in the limelight, and 
partly to keep the game alive 
while Foreman tries to dull it 
into extinction. But even the 
former Cassius Marcellus Clay 
would be quick to admit that 
last Monday night’s fight could 
never have been so compelling 
an event without both 
principals. In March of 1971, 
Muhammad Ali and Joe Frazier 
had met for the first time; it was 
also the first time in the history 
of the heavyweight division that 
two undefeated heavyweight 
fighters had met so close to their 
prime, both laying claim to the 
championship. Frazier won the 
unanimous decision that night, 
a decision he bottom-lined by 
knocking Ali flat on his back 
with a vicious left hook in the 
fifteenth round. 

Ali, swollen-jawed but true 
thespian to the end, maintained 
that he had been too often 
flatfooted that night and too 
often clowning. He was 
overweight, too. He countered 
these arguments by saying that 
he’d hit Frazier two or three 
times for every punch that 
Frazier had hit him. He 
admonished everyone to look at 
Frazier’s face. He cried, long 
and hard, that he had been to 
the hospital afterward for “ten 


little minutes,” while Frazier 
went for a month. Beaten in the 
ring, Ali took the question of the 
decision, as always, to the 
people. Right up until 10:30 
p.m. last Monday night, Ali still 
preferred more to talk about the 


and, as usual, Joe’s “ignorance”’ 
finally found him flat on his 
back again, this time in ABC- 
TV’s New York studio, where 
both fighters were guesting on a 
Wide World of Sports showing of 
the 1971 fight.

ignorance.” 
Frazier, who has. been 
maligned thusly by Ali since a 
little bit before forever, 
unhooked his microphone from 
his shirt, and removed his 
earplug. He walked over to Ali, 
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menacingly. “Who you callin’ 
ignorant?” he asked, deadly 
serious. Ali was still talking 
expansively, thinking this must 
be part of the show. His brother 
had come striding out of the 
audience at the first sign of 
trouble and stood nearby, but 
Muhammad proceeded 
to playfully hug Frazier, who 
promptly wrestled him to the 
floor. While Howard deplored. 
After the men were separated, 
Frazier stalked off the show. Ali 
remained. Both wrestlers were 
fined $5000 by the chairman of 
the New York State Athletic 
Commission, Edwin Dooley, 
who never did see fit to look at 
the tape of the show. Both Ali 
and Frazier refused to pay. 

“The other guy was serious,” 
Ali said the next day from his 
retreat training camp in Deer 
Lake, Pa. 

The other guy was very 
serious. While in the last three 
years Ali fought often and before 
large crowds in his role of 
“‘people’s champion,” Frazier 
turned out to be the dull official 
champion that everyone 
suspected he might. He 
defended his title against Ron 
Stander in Omaha, Nebraska 
and against Terry Daniels in 
New Orleans, Louisiana. Both 
were white and both couldn’t 
fight. These were Frazier’s only 
two defenses of a title so nobly 
won. Until Foreman. 

In Kingston, Jamaica, last 
February, with a shocked closed 
circuit audience looking on, 
Frazier went to the canvas six 
times in six minutes, and with 
the suddeness of a Foreman 
bomb, Joe Frazier wasn’t 
champion of the world anymore. 
In May, Ali had his jaw broken 
by Ken Norton and lost a split 
decision. A boxing world 
historically more fickle than 
Elizabeth Taylor quickly 
decided that both were washed 


up. 

But then, flag-waving 
Olympian George Foreman 
became a fat and smirking 
champion. Ali defeated Norton 
in a rematch. Frazier 
bludgeoned Joe Bugner. And we 
all found out how badly we 
wanted them both back. In The 
Garden. 

In the weeks leading up to the 
fight, amidst all the 
skirmishing, verbal and 
otherwise, amidst the jiving and 
conning and mock debating, the 
talk shows and the press 
conferences and the interviews, 
only two things about this circus 
in technicolor were certain. One 
was that Ali was back where he 
belonged, in New York, at center 
stage. The other was that no one 
knew anything about how this 
fight would turn out. 


Bud’s Prediction 

Jimmy and Chris Dundee, 
brother’s of Ali’s manager, 
Angie Dundee, were talking in 
their hotel room the morning of 
the fight. Jimmy was reading 
Bud Collins’ prediction in the 
Globe that Frazier would win by 
a knockout in five rounds. Chris 
said that he had just been 
talking to Jim Murray of the Los 
Angeles Times, and Murray had 
written that Ali would win by a 
knockout. In five rounds: 

“I think that it is possible that 
Muhammad can win by a 
knockout,” Jimmy Dundee said. 
“The other guy (Dundee pointed 
to his jaw), you know, he had all 
that damage, you know..... 
But nobody knew, really. 

By 8:30 p.m., the scene in 
front of the Garden was all 
manner of Hollywood opening. 
There were spotlights for the 
celebrities, and sirens wailing 
and rain falling. Scalpers were 
running amuck and security 
cops were talking intently into 
walkie-talkies. Crowds strained 
against restraining ropes; New 
York is still the only town in the 
world where Tommie Agee is 
still worth a gasp, a cheer. 

“Muhammad promised me 
he’s going to knock Joe into my 
lap,”” Tommie Agee said. Agee 
was sitting in the twentieth row 
of the loges. 

Barbra Streisand was there 
with a new boyfriend. Bob Culp 
and Bill Cosby, who had played 
an exhibition tennis match that 
afternoon against Bobby Riggs, 
were there.

He 
fought his way inside Ali’s seven- 
inch reach advantage, and 
unloaded some hooks of old. Not 
the old shotguns, but Magnums 
at the least. 

Frazier came out to the center 
of the ring long before the bell 
starting the ninth round, and 
waved Ali to come to him. 

“After the eighth, I thought I 
had it in complete control,” 
Frazier said softly in his dressing 
room, while his trainer, Eddie 
Futch held an icepack to Joe’s 
badly bruised right eye. “But 
the man was ready.” 

Ali walked stiff-legged from 
his corner at the start of the 
ninth, but was playing possum. 
The next three minutes were 
more of 1964, his fight with 
Cleveland Williams maybe. He 
danced and jabbed and threw 
combinations backing up, from 
the hip. It was the most splendid 
kind of deja vu. He was, after so 
long, truly back. 

He danced through eleven and 
twelve, clinching cleverly, and 
by the twelfth, he surely knew 
the fight was his, though Angie 
Dundee was screaming violently 
for a knockout from his corner. 
Frazier came out in a frenzy, 
sensing that he needed a 
knockout, but Ali toyed with 
him. He even had two more 
thrilling combinations left. And 
one more shuffle. 

“Once again,” he yelled in his 
and Frazier’s joint press 
conference after the fight, ‘“me 
and Joe Frazier just put on 
another fight that can’t be 
topped by no other heavyweight 
fight in history.’”’ As Frazier took 
the ice pack from Futch and 
prepared to leave, Ali took out a 
comb and ran it through his hair. 
Then he talked about George 
Foreman and recited a poem 
about truth. 

The truth about this fight? It 
was uttered most eloquently by 
battered Joe Frazier, Long after 
the final bell. He spoke of 
Muhammad Ali. 

“You know,’ said Smokin’ 
Joe, “that man is awful hard to 
get away from.”

Tito Puente: The King Salsa

“The faster the music, the slower the 
mambo” 
— Arthur Murray dance instructor 

NEW YORK — Tito Puente should 
be an easy man to find. After all, he’s 
the world’s greatest timbales drummer 
— El Rey, the King, the Count Basie of 
Latin Music. And he’s recorded so 
many albums with RCA Victor and 
Tico-Allegre since 1946 (at least 80) 
that only one obscure fan, Joe Canzo, 
has them all. So you’d think Tito might 
just sit tight in his fourth floor 
arranging office on Broadway at 52nd 
and relax, be famous, cash royalty 
checks, and keep his appointments. At 
the moment, though, he’s nowhere in 
sight. 

Bandleader Fernando Pizarro’s 
writing up the piano charts of his new 
merengue tune “El Embajador” so his 
gringo pianist will get it right the first 
time. “You gotta have a couple of 
merengue numbers now; nobody wants 
to give you work if you don’t cause it’s 
really comin’ back now.”’ He passes me 
his card, hallmarked with little barred 
eighth notes — ’music for all occasions. ‘ 
Scribbled into the lime plaster of the 
office walls are cryptic messages in 
ballpoint red, with telephone numbers. 
An improvised wallpaper of publicity 
photos covers the bald spot. “Julito y 
Sus Merengueros’”’ smile back at you; 
and there’s a 9x12 glossy of Tito’s own 
featured lead singer Frankie Figueroa — 
“Mr. Estilo.” Mr. Style. Leaning way 


back in a chair, brushed back hair, © 


wearing wrap-back shades. A very 
“‘bad”’ looking cat. 

Rafael, leader of the Gran Combo 
from San Juan, checks out a tune on the 
portable with his sideman for 17 years, 
Eddie “La Bala” Perez (The Bullet — 
“That’s his artistic name Hah! Hah!”’). 
A guy I know only as Etto sits by the one 
sunny window polishing his nickel- 
plated trumpet on his white muslin 
tunic. “Tito should be here soon”, 
Fernando reassures me. “You doin’ a 
story on salsa (soul, but literally 


‘sauce’} music?” Sal-sa. Say it right. . 


Slow with a hiss. You have to smile. 

“Hey! You gonna be here Sunday, 
man?” asks Luis Madamo, Tito’s conga 
drummer for three years now, already 
having worked with other estrellas 
(stars) like Machito, Eddie Palmieri, 
aud Chuito Velez. ‘We playing Sunday 
afternoon in a swingin’ place called La 
Joint — it’s like... very hep!” 

Luis’ patent leather sleeves crackle as 
he lays: down conga patterns on the 
desktop, making the coffeecups jump. 
Trying to explain Salsa, he offers his 
own jive interpretation. ‘““The tempo 
before around ’50-’51 was so groovy, not 
so fast. Everybody used to dance, relax, 
not sweat too much. But then, things 
started gettin’ faster and faster. And 
the people would dance and wow! 
They’d sure sweat!” Luis thinks it’s 
slowing down again so, as before, 
partners can move through the rigid 
steps of an arropo, and still be able to 
affect that special erotic weariness, a 
blending of concealed tension and overt 
sweet surrender. In Luis’ ‘groove’, 
awkward young girls stop their gum- 
chewing and transform themselves 
while the music lasts, circling their 
partners with the all-mambo’d-out, 
unrepentant grace of ‘proud fallen 
women’. Try to imagine a sleepwalking 
cat prowling a hot tin roof. Sultry’s the 
word. 

Big Charlie Palmieri, ‘E] Gigante del 
Teclado’ (Giant of the Keyboard), 
comes barging in. Puffing and sweating, 
he heaves a big bronzed cowboy up on 
the desk. “Hey, Charlie, que vaquero!” 


Everybody laughs. “Hey, you know, at . 


home I got this bar done up in all- 
Western decor, so I thought...”, he 
explains to the boys. 

“Hey! You from Boston?” he asks 


me. Charlie doesn’t know the Hub too 
well, but he once did shows in the 
Casino Room of the Buckminster Hotel. 
Business got worse instead of better, so 
he had to cut his band down from 12 to 
five pieces, before he was welcomed 
back. That’s when Charlie’s luck really 
soured: “I was saying goodbye to my 
mom, and had my Fleetwood parked 
outside. I had it loaded with stuff, man! 


So these guys strip the car in a matter of 
minutes. They cleaned me out of eleven 
suits, and jackets, and...”” So Charlie 
never did make it back to Boston. 

“I don’t understand what’s keeping 
Tito,” worries Fernando. He’s writing 
trombone parts in now, putting them up 
high, to go with the tenor coro (vocal 
chorus). The handsome Cuban singer 
Felo Brito drops by to pass out notice 
cards for a dance at the Crystal 
Ballroom in Passaic, N.J. Saturday 
night. 

Puente, the king, arrives finally. He’s 
accompanied by the Queen of Latin 
Music, Celia Cruz. Anglo journalists 
have a nasty habit of labelling her the 
‘Sarah Vaughn of Salsa,” and Tito has 
no patience with them. “Maybe we dig 
Celia more than Sarah Vaughn. 
Comprende!”” Implying that it’d be 
fairer if we called Sarah Vaughn the 
“Celia Cruz of Jazz.” Tito and Celia’s 
husband haggle over price estimates for 
her travelling back-up band while she 
chats in breathless Spanish with the 
boys, winking over her demishades, 
manically waving her hands in big 
circles while she slides through a samba 
shuffle to describe the San Juan music 
scene she’s just left. Red turban, blue 
pantsuit. “You must interview Celia 
first,” Tito commands me, “‘cause it’s 
so rare to have her here with us in New 
York.” 

“Intervista?” She overhears. ‘‘Bueno- 
Vamonos! Como era? How it was? 
Before Castro? I tell you! Muy allegre. 
Very fine. In Havana I played the 
Tropicana, the Sans Souci, the 
Montmartre. Bueno? Then came 
Castro. I don’t have to defeend my 


muzeek! They don’t like me, verdad! 
But I don’t like them too! So I leave 
Cuba. Bueno! Finito? Muchissimas 
Gracias. Adios!” 

“OK, let’s get down to Tito Puente,” 
says Tito Puente, getting down to 
business. Dressed in pin-stripe suit and 
immaculately groomed, he would not 
look out of place in a Wall St. brokerage 
house. If there’s a phone call, he hits my 


tape recorder’s “hold” button and barks 
orders over the line. He could be 


4 “throwing out stock quotations, rather 


than arranging club dates. He’s the 
operator, the ladle serving up the salsa 
“soul sauce” to the New York Puerto 
Rican public. 

“I’ve worked towards the dancers all 


. my life,” says Tito. “People call me a 


jazz man sometimes, but I’m far from it 
— I’m a Latin typical artist. Like I 
never got into that Latin Boogaloo 
thing. I never existed because the 
dance has to make the music — the 
Boogaloo didn’t make no music. Just 
because some dance studio comes up 
with a gimmick, and make up some 
steps doesn’t mean you’ve got 
something new musically. Like a 
guaguan-co is a type of music and 


‘there’s the dance. They go together.” 


Boogaloo could only be a fad, because it 
emerged to directly from the anglo rock 
’n’ roll scene. It didn’t tour the islands 
first, giving musicians a chance to wed 
song to step. It lacked roots. 

But Tito still likes Santana and 
played a concert with them in 
Winterland last year. And Santana is 
not pure “typical” — only his rhythm is 
authentic latin. Maybe Tito realizes 
he’s the “daddy” of Santana’s sound 
and so displays a parental affection for 
his wayward child. Tito himself wrote 
the Santana hit “Oye Como Va” 15 
years ago. Beseiged by his agent over 
the phone about some unclosed deal, 
Tito goes through his Rose Mary Woods 
routine again with my tape recorder, 
and invites me to catch his show: 
“Tonight’s Wednesday — make it over 
to the El Corso — yeah?” 


Yeah. It’s around midnight when 
Tito’s grey-suited band climbs up on 
the tiny, fringed El Corso stage. 
Afficionados from Spanish Harlem ten 
blocks north cluster around, while the 
dancers file out from the crowded 
cabaret tables onto the ballroom floor. 
An old cotillion mirrerball hangs from 
the ceiling. 

And the boys get started, although 
Tito hasn’t shown up yet. Frankie 
Figueroa, “Mr. Style” and mal gato 
numero uno (“‘your number one bad 
cat”) stands by a mike. The clave 
(stick) player sets his tempo to the rasp 
of the gourd. Frankie begins making 
little half turns like a matador doing a 
cape pass, as Luis Madamo’s rhythms 
come hurtling through the percussion 
section. The bass trumpeters are 
doubling as his vocal coro, and Frankie 
answers the chants: “Eres mi vida, mi 
corazon (my life, my heart, etc.).” 

Then back comes a horn riff. Blowing 
short staccato lines, the trumpeters 
‘hold their vocal mikes aloft shaking 
them like maracas, playing one- 
handed. The clave man switches to 
cowbell to keep his basic beat audible. 

And suddenly bass trumpets are a 
tenor “coro” again, horns crooked under 
their elbows like a high school marching 
band. Frankie doesn’t wait to answer 
them this time — he’s adlibbing. Sonero- 
style, he’s trilling over and under: “Mi 
vida mi vida mi vida — 
Arrrrrrrrancaaaaa!” (Blow!) And out 
come the trumpets again. 

Unbelievably, the dancers aren't 
rushing it. Even with Luis’ gua-guan-co 
‘groove* thundering across the floor — 
Tegedega da! Ta ga ta ga um pak! A 
tropical langour lies hidden in the 
musie, and I’m the only one tapping my 
foot like crazy because I’m a gringo 
neophyte, hopelessly hooked on rock ’n’ 
roll and syncopated ragtime and 
barrelhouse blues. Somewhere beneath 
the rhythm, there’s a slow sensual 
groove that goes straight to the body — 
and the dancers have it. 

Frankie has it, swaying from the 
knees. Smiling sleepily like he has a 
secret. His fists move in tight, slow 
circles behind his ear. Only he knows if 
they’re filled with maraca seeds. Then 
the dream pops, and he’s shadowboxing 
the mike to Luis’ drum call. 

_ Tito’s there now, moving with his 
incredible speed between cascara 
(beating the drumshells) and pilia (bell 
‘and skins) styles as the rhythm shifts 
centers depending on the accent of 
Frankie’s chant: ‘‘COgelo cogeLO 
COgelo!’’ Grab it. Teasing the 
trumpeters into a vocal ‘“‘coro”, almost 
calling them but not quite, playing coy: 
“mi cora mi cora mi cora-corazon!” 
He’s crowded at the mike by the cowbell 
man reaching in over his shoulder trying 
ys keep the beat uppermost above the 
in. 

Jorge Borges once said the tango is a 
way of walking through life. You might 
say that salsa’s a way of jiving through 
life, without working too hard at it. 

Frankie’s like the devil. A jive diablo 
tempting us through each dance that is 
a life of its own. He searches for the 
perfect moment, when everybody’s 
cooking just right in Tito’s wicked soul- 
sauce — then he cuts it off right there. 
Right in the middle. Although he’s been 
wailing his heart away for 15 minutes 
now, it’s suddenly too much for him 
when he feels that first bead of sweat 
about to drop. So he leans over the mike 
and simply shouts (like Celia Cruz 
always does): “Ayi! Na! Ma!” Nada 
mas — No More. Just when you were 
getting the steps down pat. But that’s 
your problem, because Frankie, that 
satan of style, did his best to give you 
the message before it was too late : 
Cogelo suabe-pero... Cogelo! Grab it 
sweetly, but... Grab it!

DON’T LOOK NOW. Directed by 
Nicolas Roeg. B/o a story by 


Circle, Brookline. 

When I first saw The Other 
and The Possession of Joel 
Delaney a year and a half ago, I 
had the feeling they might mark 
the beginning of, pardon the 
expression, a trend. After all, 
books about the supernatural 
had been dominating the 
bestseller list back then, and 
some of them seemed like 
naturals for film adaptions. 

But we got a rash of cop 
stories instead. And cop pictures 
are the contemporary equivalent 
of westerns, in which a big 
invincible hero rides around the 
universe restoring moral order — 
in other words, the direct 
opposite of stories about the 
supernatural. Cop pictures and 
westerns assume the possibility 
of moral order, and ultimately 
soothe their audiences with that 
possibility; supernatural stories 
assume the order can be defied, 
sometimes by uncontrollable 
malevolence, and they are 
therefore very disquieting. I 
think part of The Exorcist’s 
success has to do with the fact 
that it combines ingredients 
from both genres; it’s a cop 
picture relying on supernatural 
methodology. The idea of a 
demon’s existence scares 
audiences even more than a 
good, bracing car chase would — 
but there’s a higher order in 
evidence by the film’s end and 
the demon is defeated, so people 
can go home feeling (at least 
slightly) relieved. Don’t Look 
Now is truly a film about the 


supernatural, though, and when . 


this one ends there’s no relief in 
sight.

Christie, Hilary Mason. At the advertising it as one. People 


come along expecting Psycho, 
and many of them are inevitably 
restless until the final ten 
minutes, which fall back on 
primitive cloak-and-daggerisms 
and are the weakest part of the 
film. In fact, Don’t Look Now’s 
plot is the weakest thing about 
it, encouraging audiences to 
think linearly about a film 
whose central concern is with 
non-rational perception. 

Based on an unimpressive 
Daphne Du Maurier tale (and 
viewers who like the film should 
surely read the story, if only to 
see how enormously director 
Nicolas Roeg has improved upon 
it), Don’t Look Now has to do 
with an attractive, complacent 
middle class couple whose 
daughter drowns. They go to 
Venice to escape their grief, 
although the memory — like the 
film’s omnipresent water 
imagery — remains with them. 


The wife is the more shattered of - 


the two, while the husband 
behaves like something of a 
stoic, doing his best to hold her 
together (his line of work, and 
the other thing that has brought 
him to this slowly disintegrating 
city, is the restoring of 
churches). And the husband, in 
addition to being the 
emotionally stronger of the two, 
is also the more perceptive: he is 
gifted with psychic powers, 
“‘second sight,’’ although he 
chooses not to realize it. In fact, 
the greatest evidence of his 
emotional strength is his ability 
to deny his sometimes terrifying 
psychic insights.

Some of the film’s other 
characters have second sight 
too, to varying degrees; a blind 
woman is psychic enough to 
envision the couple’s dead 
daughter, while a bishop wakes 
up in the middle of the night 
with an accurate premonition of 
disaster. The major supposition 
Don’t Look Now depends on is 
that second sight can exist, 
albeit in highly individualized 
forms. The major question the 
film raises is how one can 
possibly integrate such extra- 
normal abilities into normal life. 

Don’t Look Now’s themes 
hardly lend themselves to direct 
exposition. So Roeg instead uses 
camerawork and editing to both 
suggest his characters’ 
supernatural perceptions and 
encourage similar thought 
processes in his audiences. He 
juxtaposes things that don’t 
necessarily fit together, leaving 
the audience uncertain about 


how many connections it can_ 


legitimately make, and which 
ones. Eventually, the viewer’s 
instincts are bound to take over 
a his rational powers leave 
off. 

So the whole film is full of 
suggestions, most of them 
sinister, and that’s part of why it 
isn’t a “thriller” per se; Roeg 
creates such an ominous overall 
atmosphere that individual 
scares don’t stand out the way 
they might in a more 
conventional work. Still, the 
literalness of the story is a 
stumbling block, one Don’t Look 
Now never quite overcomes. The 
performances are somewhat 
troublesome too; Donald 
Sutherland is good, and Julie 
Christie a little less so, but they 
play people who always seem a 
little remote, even in their most 
intimate moments. They’re 
meant to be detached from 
themselves as they are from us, 
of course, but the method does 
eventually blunt their 


effectiveness. Even in the film’s 
much-touted erotic sequence 
(which is certainly worth 
touting, as these things go) an 
episode meant to both 
demonstrate the husband’s 
psychic flashes and fit their 
passions into the continuum of 
their life together— Roeg’s 
technique is more overpowering 
than it should be. 

Still, Don’t Look Now is a 
fascinating experiment in 
audience involvement, 
ambitious in even its weaker 
moments. And it never really 
compromises in its probing of 
non-rational phenomena, which 
means it’s sure to linger on long 
after more conventional 
treatments of the subject have 
disappeared from emeory.

LUTHER. Produced by Ely 
Landau. Directed by Guy Green. 
With: Stacy Keach, Patrick

Guy Green’s adaptation of 
Luther is a must-avoid for 
anyone who likes ‘film, John 
Osborne, Stacy Keach, or the 
Protestant Reformation. 

First, if you’re a film fan, 
Luther is static. Guy Breen 
never deigns to move his 
camera, and his visual 
imagination extends no further 
than shooting his scenes with 
stained glass in the background. 
These scenes are either 
dialogues or monologues spoken 
directly into the camera. This, 
and a numbing succession of 
close-ups, combine to create a 
visually vacuous movie. 

As for Osborne, Green has 
added a narrator to his play who 
lurks about the set ever-ready to 
pop out and fill in the huge gaps 
of time and meaning that Green 
has been unable to bridge. 
Osborn’s psychodrama of the 
man who shattered a monolithic 
Church is robbed of both psyche 
and drama. His play is reduced 
to a series of clumsily connected 
vignettes that show Luther and 
his dad, Luther and his teacher, 
Luther and King Charles, etc., 
without ever revealing Luther. 

You can’t blame Stacy Keach 
because poor Stacy is never 


. given anything to react to. He - 


speaks his lines to the camera 
- alone and as a result, his 


performance is abstracted and 
unaffecting. The rest of the cast, 
acting in a similar vacuum, is 
similarly hampered. And the 
Reformation? That’s just a brick 
tossed through one of those ever- 
present stained glass windows.

SERPICO. Directed by Sidney 
Lumet. Screenplay by Waldo 
Salt, b/o the book by Peter Maas. 
Music by Mikis Theodorakis. 
With: Al Pacino. At the Pi Alley 
and the Cheri. 

Serpico is based on the true 
story of a New York City cop 
whose refusal to take graft 
money eventually led to a ) the 
formation of the Knapp 
Commission to investigate 
police corruption, and b) his 
getting shot in the face. As such, 
it could have lent itself to 
several different cinematic 
approaches. It might have made 
for an inspiring moralistic 
documentary, in which case 
Costa - Gavras should have 
directed it, not Sidney Lumet. 
Or it might have become a 
character study, an attempt to 
reconcile Serpico’s apparent 
masochism with his genuine 
passion for justice. It could even 
have been just another trigger- 
happy cop fable, its action 
uncomplicated by any of the 
above. 


But Serpico has to rely solely 
on the strength of its story 
(which is considerable), for 
Lumet fails to shape his 
material with any coherent 
point of view at all. So what he’s 

{turned out is a highly watchable 
melodrama full of elements that 
simply don’t mesh. Serpico is so 
superficial, though, that it’s 
easy enough to sit through the 
first time without ever 
questioning its non-method. 
Just don’t see it twice unless you 
enjoy being disappointed. 

It starts off brutally; the first 
20 minutes feature close-ups of 
the wounded Serpico and then 
(in flashback) a vivid rape. But 
just as we’ve resigned ourselves 
to the prospect of sustained 
violence, we’re suddenly 
involved in Serpico’s 
transformation into a hippie — 
he grows more hair, wears more 
jewelry, always appears in some 
costume (because he’s a 
plainsclothesman) guaranteed 
to draw laughs. He romances 
girls and coddles exotic pets. 
Meanwhile, he develops more 
and more of a distaste for his co- 
workers, many of whom are 
depicted (in ugly, distorting 
close-ups) as outright goons. So 
he tries to get help and, to the 
tune of Mikis Theodorakis’ 
horribly inappropriate, maudlin 
score, he finds out that nobody 
really cares. 

Lumet has a pretty good eye 
for New York settings. But he 
does much better with buildings 
than with actors; by the time 
Serpico starts naming names, 
we are hard pressed to 
remember who anybody is. Still, 
anonymous and redundant as 
they are, the cops of Serpico are 
far more watchable than either 
the women (who seem 
completely gratuitous to the 
plot) or the hippies (who are 
seen in the obligatory “hippie 
party”’ sequence; hippie parties 
haven’t changed one bit since 
Midnight Cowboy, if we are to 


believe what we see in the ~ 


movies.) At least the cops speak 
naturally; the language they use 
is as crude as anything you'll 
hear in The Exorcist, but it’s one 
of the film’s most realistic 
aspects. 


Al Pacino’s performance 
which may very well win him an 
Oscar, fits perfectly in the 
context of the film — which is to 
say that its limitations are 
probably deliberate, aimed at 
the lowest-common - 
denominator crowd. He is 
exaggerated, often superficial, 
and he plays for a lot of easy 
laughs. But Pacino also 
sidesteps the script’s most 
glaring contradictions about the 
character’s intellectual 
capabilities (he’s intimidated by 
a Princeton man in the Mayor’s 
office, yet he spouts a line about 
how “Japanese culture, theater 
and painting are too rigidly 
stylized” in the party scene) and 
his motives. He gives us a lot of 
cute idiosyncrasies where a 
characterization should be, but 
on the other hand he never hams 


either; in the end, his 
performance is quite 
ingratiating. 


But neither he nor the script 
ever give us much idea of what 
makes Serpico tick, and for that 
reason the film winds up 
relatively uninvolving despite 
its potential clout. It’s terribly 
frustrating to imagine how much 
more could have been done with 


Serpico.

CINDERELLA LIBERTY. 
Produced and directed by Mark 
Rydell. With: James Caan, 
Marsha Mason, Kirk Calloway, 
and Eli Wallach.

When does honest sentiment 
slide into sentimentality? It 
slides, I think, when an artist 
exceeds his license to 
manipulate reality. In 
Cinderella Liberty director 


Mark Rydell sketches a grimy 
portrait of street life and then 
softens his focus, both litereally 
and figuratively, to depict an 
improbable romance. Rydall 
meddles too much, and the 
world he ends up with bears 
little resemblance to the one 
with which he began. 

Cinderella Liberty is the story 
of a sailor, a pool-hustling 
whore, and her eleven-year-old 
son who is half black and born 
out of wedlock. The sailor, 
James Caan, falls in love with 
both of them. He tries to convert 
them from city cynicism to 
country optimism; Caan only 
half succeeds, but he matures in 
the process and this is the film’s 
major achievement. 

Marsha Mason and Kirk 
Calloway as mother and son are 
both excellent, but the film is 
James Caan’s. Made up of equal 
parts macho (‘‘This is my 
barstool, my beer, and my broad 
— so beat it, peckerhead”) and 
southern sweetness, Caan 
creates a type of American hero 
missing from the screen since 
the forties. In fact, the entire 
film has an ambience redolent of 
that era. Perhaps if Rydell had 
not tried to deal with the social 
stresses of the seventies his film 
would have been more 
successful. But he did, and it 
isn’t. 

Rydell’s script strains Kirk 
Calloways’s tender acting skills. 
Forced to respond to Caan’s 


honky charm while maintaining 


his black cool, Calloway squirms 
and we squirm with him. 
Rydell’s camera is probingly 
naturalistic one moment, and 
hazily romantic the next. 

A variety of moods and styles 
is not necessarily a bad thing. 
But in Cinderella Liberty the 
variety bespeaks uncertainty, 
not control. In the end, 
sentimentality supersedes 
sentizaent, and the audience is

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Music: Inthe Wake of the Flood

Bob Dylan’s appearance at 
the Boston Garden a few weeks 
back was an event of outsize 
proportions. I wrote a 
controversial review of that 
concert and, not surprisingly, 
received a response of outsize 
proportions. Some called, some 
wrote letters. Some wanted to 
wring my neck and others were 
not so kind. The local branch of 
the record company 
representing both Dylan and 
Joni Mitchell was incensed and 
put me through the tortures of 
the damned before giving up 
tickets to the latter’s 
performance. Other people 
called me to say they thought 
the review well-written and 
courageous and, a few even 
thought my analysis was correct. 
I think it’s obvious only a 
towering figure like Dylan, an 
extraordinarily palpable 
component of the 
countercultural juggernaut of 
the sixties, could generate such 
a brouhaha. My feelings and the 
feelings of the people who read 
my review had an amount of 
high voltage not found in the 
wake of a Three Dog Night 
concert. But even had Dylan not 
appeared this winter, his 
presence would have been felt. 
Two new faces who turned up by 
1973, Elliot Murphy and Bruce 
Springsteen, very nearly have 
the stigmata ““D” etched upon 
their foreheads. 


It’s not just that Janet Maslin 
organized her New Times review 
around the debts the two (plus 
John Prine) owe Dylan, and that 
Rolling Stone headlined Paul 
Nelson’s review of Murphy’s 
Aquashow - “He’s the Best 
Dylan Since 1968” — and that, 
in the same issue, Ken Emerson 
likened Bruce Springsteen’s first 


album, Greetings from Asbury 
Park, to ‘‘‘Subterranean 
Homesick Blues’ played at 78.” 
That first Springsteen album 
spoon-fed Dylan similarities to 
hungry critics; Elliot Murphy’s 
first does the same thing in 
different but even more obvious 
ways. I had wanted, in this 
article, to entertain the null 
hypothesis: the critics were 
imposing Dylan upon two 
original artists. But after even a 
cursory listening I knew I was 
licked. 

I’m not saying it’s unwise to 
be influenced by Dylan; he’s 
probably the best influence a 
songwriter could have. But it 
simply doesn’t pay to wear your 
influences on your sleeve. It 
draws attention away from 
whatever merits your 
work may have, and allows 
critics to compare you, 
presumably unfavorably, with a 
proven talent. Fortunately, with 
his second album, Bruce 
Springsteen has become his own 
man; one hopes Elliot Murphy 
will be as fortunate. 

The cover of Aquashow 
(Elliot’s late father created the 
Aquashow at the 1964 World’s 
Fair) is a parody of Dylan’s 
cover for Bringing It All Back 
Home. Surrounded by the same 
circular blur, Elliot sports a 
version of Dylan’s pin-striped 
shirt, buttoned to the top. 
Behind him, in place of the 
sultry woman in the red dress, is 
his look-alike brother. 

The album itself is not as 
graphically derivative. Though 
he borrows the chord structures, 
the harmonica, the hip malaise 


~ and some of the vocal technique 


(he sounds more like David 
Bowie imitating Dylan) from 
Highway 61 Revisited, Elliot is a 


generation removed from Dylan. 
He’s been through all of F. Scott 
Fitzgerald’s books (and sees 
himself in the self-consciously 
hedonistic Gatsby crowd) and 
he’s been through all of Dylan’s 
records. By age twenty, either 
vicariously or directly, he’d been 
through everything Dylan had 
been through and more. So his 
attempts to define himself - as a 
decadent, a rock star or a hanger- 
out in the hip demi-monde - are 
pervaded by a sense of deja-vu. 

Elliot also differs from his 
mentor because he admits he 
has a past. Dylan busied himself 
with covering his tracks, 
inventing pasts to suit his 
present. But Elliot readily 
admits he’s from Garden City, 
Long Island; he has a past, and 
it provides him with the 
material for his best song, 
“‘Hometown.” 

Beginning with the lines “I 
saw your mother downtown 
yesterday/She didn’t know me 
and her hair was gray,’ 
“‘Hometown”’ flings images at us 
which resonate with the power 
and the cruelty of time passing 
us by. Anyone who’s visited a 
home town after an extended 
absence knows the shock of gray 
hair and wrinkles, paunches on 
high school buddies, things that 
tell us we too are aging. Murphy 
has proven his talent as a lyricist 
by his selection of detail; but, 
more than that, he’s been 
unflinching and vivid, willing to 
tackle a subject long anathema 
to rock’n’roll. He is rewarded for 
his courage with chilling, 
timeless song. 

Aquashow’s greatest fault is a 
conspicuous absence of musical 
surprise, perhaps a result of 
Murphy’s slavish adherence to 
Dylan formulae. But Bruce

Springsteen’s second album, 
The Wild, The Innocent & The 
E Street Shuffle, is fairly 
brimming with surprises. 
Ballads, rockers and novelties 
clash against each other in 
stunning reversals of tempo and 
texture. Springsteen’s voice, 
which sounds more like Rick 
Danko than Dylan, rises from a 
wheedling whisper to a jagged 
rock roar effortlessly; his 
excellent band handles 
syncopated jazz, circus music 
and Latin screamers with 
intelligence (and, in keyboard 
man David Sancious’ case, 
affecting imagination). 

_Bruce, unlike many of the 
young rock auteurs, is almost a 
man out of time. He’s soaked up 
all the influences of the sixties, 
but he’s marked more by the 
carnival atmosphere of Asbury 
Park than by contemporary 
social forces. Unlike Elliot 
Murphy, he is different from us 
and what he has to say is not 
just another version of the 
“‘white middle class blues.” 

And, happily, his lyrics no

longer ape Dylan’s syntax and 
word choice; what remains from 
the first album is a love of 
language, the sort of drunken 
delight with words Dylan 
showed us with “It’s All Right 
Ma” and “Chimes of Freedom.” 
The street (Bruce’s favorite 
topic) is pure grist for such a 
word mill, but Springsteen is 
capable of countering “The E 
Street Shuffle” with a sly but 
affecting song of romance like 
“Sandy.” He also shows a gift 
for creating novelistic characters 
like “Spanish Johnny,” from 
“Incident on 57th Street,’’ who 
wanders tipsily through 
beautifully-drawn dreams. 

In addition to his substantial 
verbal talents, Springsteen 
seems to have a knack for 
creating magical musical 
moments. His choruses on 
“Sandy” and “Incident on 57th 
Street,” set apart from the rest 
of the music by their melodic 
brilliance are almost viscerally 
thrilling. ‘“Rosalita” should be 
an ordinary soul groove but 
Springsteen manages, through 
orchestration, to give it an 
appropriate and compelling 
lushness. 

He has a strong, flexible voice 
which is just beginnning to take 
its own shape, shedding the 
influences of Van Morrison, 
Rick Danko and Bob Dylan. He 
has created his own 
instrumental sound, a blend of 
rock and soul not thoroughly 
unique but in perfect harmony 
with his lyric concerns. His 
lyrics are sparkling and fresh, a 
trifle self-conscious but never 
self-serious. And he is clearly an 
original. In fact, I suspect that in 
the reviews of his next album, 
the name Dylan will be 
conspicuously absent.

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Eddie Kendricks: The Last Temptation

In November of 1971, Eddie 
Kendricks made his first Boston 
appearance since leaving the 
Temptations. At the time he 
had one album out under his 
own name (All By Myself), and 
a minor hit, “Can I,” beginning 
to make its way up the charts. 
The Sugar Shack was crowded, 
bustling with the tawdry flash 
and glitter of hustlers and 
pimps, profiling and ‘doing 
business.” For most of those 
present the action was anywhere 
but on stage and thé din never 
diminished as Eddie struggled 
through the set, obviously hurt 
by the rudeness of his audience. 
Last week Eddie Kendricks 
was back, this time with a bona 
fide million seller, “Keep On 
Truckin,” to his name, proving 
that he could make it on his own 
without the addendum 
“formerly of the Temptations.” 
The Sugar Shack was crowded 
again but this time Eddie, 
instead of the action in the back, 


commanded the audience’s 
attention. And, as if to confirm 
his arrival, he engendered a 
reaction from the women in the 
house almost equal to that of Al 
Green’s first Sugar Shack 
performance a year and a half 
ago. 


It was Eddie Kendricks, along 
with friend Paul Williams, who 
originally formed the 
Temptations, a spinoff from a 


group Kendricks and Williams 


had started in Alabama, the 
Primes. The original Motown 
Temptations were only 
moderately successful until the 
further addition of David Ruffin 
in 1963 produced the hit, ““The 
Way You Do The Things You 
Do.” It was that group that 
stayed together for five years, 
long enough to become an 
institution. Then, in 1968, 
Ruffin was fired and the lid kept 
on internal problems. at 
Motown finally blew. 


Eddie Kendricks: “Keep on Trucking” 


Only two members of the 
sixties Temptations remain, the 
current group resembling (or 
masquerading as many say) the 
sixties unit in name only. The 
three who have left were the 
closest of the group; only 
Kendricks, after two years of 
real struggling, has surfaced to 
establish himself as a solo 
performer (Ruffin’s career 
disintegrated tragically and 
Kendrick’s boyhood friend Paul 
Williams commited suicide a 
few months ago.) 


In his hotel room at the 
Colonnade, watching a puffy 
Smokey Robinson sing to the 
Soul Train “‘gang,”’ a reed thin, 
fu manchu-moustached 
Kendricks responded to my 
questions about Motown, which 
Eddie prefers to call the 
“system.’’ The one question that 
kept going through my mind was 
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Gerry Goffin: IT AIN’T 
EXACTLY ENTERTAINMENT 
(Adelphi AD 4102). 


This two-record set is the 
weirdie of the year. Gerry Goffin 
used to be the other half of Carol 
King. Now he’s writing songs 
withBarryGoldberg,who used to 
play electric piano with Mike 
Bloomfield. What is he doing on 
Adelphi Records, a moldy fig 
blues house so moldy they 
usually release coyntry blues 
albums the other moldy fig blues 
houses passed by? I dunno. 


It’s not fair to make you guess 
what the results sound like. 
You’d never guess: they sound 
like Dylan’s basement tapes. 


For reasons best known to 
him, Goffin has taken to writing 
and singing in a style framed by 
Highway 61 Revisited and 
Nashville Skyline. The Muscle 
Shoals crew (especially guitarist 
Pete Carr and Roger Hawkins) 
turn in one of their greatest jobs. 
In fact, the playing is often 
better than that on any of the 
Dylan albums. 

The singing and writing don’t 
measure up to Dylan’s, but 
they’re not bad. Goffin’s voice is 
really terrible, although not 
unbearable. About half the 
lyrics are about Nixon, and have 
considerable conviction. For 
some reason, liberal agit-prop is 
less obtrusive than radical agit- 
prop. There are lines like these, 
from ‘Reverend Bottom’s Tojo 
Saloon” “In Walked Jesus 
Christ and he gave me the word/ 
I said, ‘If you’re the second 
coming, then I’m waiting for the 
third.’ ” 


A tune called ‘‘Cherokee 
Medicine,” will give you the 
idea. In a pleasant ballad style, 
Goffin goes after the President. 
There is one clever line — “His 
face in the mirror turned a 
greener shade of pale.” And it 
ends with a stanza of pure Dylan 
parody: 


Then came the big day in 
his charismatic style 

We had to pry his mouth 
apart to try and make him 
smile 

We all tried to assure him it 
would calm down in a while 
And if not we could have it 
all syndicated 


The satire is wonderful, but I 
have an idea that Goffin was 
going for a pastiche, or even his 
own inner sound, and the parody 
is unintended. 

The other half of the songs are 
surrealistic trips, or ballads, 
again in the style of Dylan 
minus some of the wit. 

Well, I dunno kids. I like it. I 
like that it answers the musical 
question: 'what if Dylan had 
kept up like that? I love the 
session playing, I think I'll invite 
all the other rock and roll critics 
over and tell them it’s a secret 
new Dylantape. 


Now your boss he goes to 
China and he tells them 
what he wants Mumbles 
something about Pepsi gen- 
eration and Chinese 
restaurants He sings of 
wheat deals to Russia then 
he thinks he can go out and 
buy some rock’n’roll review 

Lord that’s reason enough 
for me to wanna Chicago 
you. 


It’s a two album set, with the 
lyrics printed out. If your record 
store doesn’t have it (maybe 
stashed in with Adelphi country 
blues albums), you can order it 
from Adelphi Records Inc., P.O. 
Box 288, Silver Spring, 
Maryland 20907.

The Awakening: MIRAGE (Black 
Jazz BJQD/15) 


A relative avalanche of 
records by young, unknown jazz 
groups has crossed my turntable 
lately. Newcomers’ albums 
usually don’t make enough of an 
impression to get reviewed in 
this space, since most of the 


writing and solo work is too 
dependent on currently 
successful and well-revered 
models. The music of all the 
newly emerging players is still 
derivative but the entire scene is 
now so eclectic that imitation 
has become the accepted mode 
rather than a limitation. Of 
these up-and-comers (Catalyst, 
Natural Essence, Visitors, 
Michael Howell, Gary Saracho 
and “the Second Generation 
Brubecks), the most stimulating 
have been the six Chicagoans 
known as The Awakening. 

Many of these new players are 
presenting themselves to the 
public in collective form, 
without the stress on a leader or 
a star solist; The Awakening 
plays with the interaction and 
responsiveness to which the 
others aspire. While the mood 
shifts from post-bop to electric 
funky to free tempo, the rhythm 
section is always convincing and 
always listening to-the soloist. 
Pianist Ken Chaney, bassist 
Reggie Willis (replaced on two 
tracks by Rufus Ried) and 
drummer Arlington Davis Jr. 
work so well with each other and 
with the three hornmen that 
they overshadow most of the solo 
moments without over- 
whelming the soloists. 

The tunes, which are all 
adequate, were provided by the 
three most prominent soloists. 
Chaney, who was the pianist 
with Young-Holt Unlimited 
during their “Soulful Strut” era, 
is the glibbest soloist, and two of 
his pieces reflect a Crusaderish 
funk that the band adopts with 
enthusiasm. His third tune, 
“Just a Little Peace,” offers 
pretty contrast as Chaney’s 
keyboard musings are followed 
by a warm theme statement 
from Ari Brown’s soprano sax. 
Brown is the most “outside” 
oriented of the hornmen, his 
tenor suggesting the energy 
players in something as butt- 
shaking as Chaney’s “Slinky.” 
“The Ultimate Frontier,” one of 
Brown’s two compositions, is a 
freefloating line that uses voices 
to surprisingly convincing effect. 
The two vocalists reflect 
conservatory training, adding to 
the grand mystic mood. 


Best of all is the trumpeter of 
the group, Frank Gordon. A 
player with plenty of finger 
facility, Gordon’s most 
outstanding trait is his ability to 
alter his sound to achieve a wide 
range of expressive results. His 
adventurous use of sound, 


together with fluent, uncrowded 
lines, creates a trumpet voice 
that suggests such diverse 
sources as Kenny Dorham and 
Don Cherry. On Brown’s “Mode 
for D.D.’’ Gordon breathes 
thematic life into a soulful 
groove that Chaney has left 
rather static. Gordon’s own 
“Mirage” a tune that Curtis 
Fuller could have written for Art 
Blakey, allows the trumpeter to 
shine in a boppish light. He also 
wrote “Glory to the Sun,” a 
majestic line that becomes a 
march and is easily the 
compositional highlight of the 
album. Gordon is beautiful here 
as well, and should appropriate 
more space on the next 
Awakening album. 

Another component of 
“Glory” is the arco bass solo of 
substitute Rufus Ried. A 
Chicagoan who only leaves town 
with Eddie Harris, Ried suggests 
that if he ever came to New York 
for an extended visit he could 
make us forget Stan Clarke.

THE MG’S (Stax 3024) 
MFSB: LOVE IS THE MESSAGE 
(Phila. Int. 32707) 


Despite their near sacred 
status as the session men of the 
sixties, Booker T. and the MG’s 
made albums which were 
generally unlistenable — as 
albums. Their performance as a 
solo unit differed little from the 
MG’s role as rhythm section for 
the Stax-Volt stable of stars. 
The songs, fine as 45’s (vehicles 
for radio and parties), were too 


boxy and stiff for consecutive . 


listening on albums. After a 
dubious attempt at covering 
ABBEY ROAD called 
MCLEMORE ST. Booker T. 
left Memphis to make 


somnolent music with wife 
Priscilla in LA, and guitarist 
Steve Cropper also left (but 
stayed around Memphis). With 
Carson Whitsett on organ and 
Bobby Manuel on guitar, 
standby’s Duck Dunn and Al 
Jackson resurrected The MG’s a 
few months back. They’re 
everything the old MG’s should 
have been as a solo unit, five 
years too late. 


The new MG’s album is weil- 
conceived. Whitsett and Carson 
faithfully reproduce the Cropper- 
Booker T. sound on their 
respective instruments, while 
the arrangements are flexible 
organ-guitar vamps. Most of the 
flexibility is due to the increased 
sophistication of Al Jackson’s 
drumming technique, which has 
loosened considerably since his 
association with Al Green and 
Willie Mitchell. The melodies 
are distinctive and pleasant, 
and all are originals except for a 
version of the Spinners “One Of 
a Kind Love Affair,” with only | 
one hit of pretentiousness — the 
flamenco guitar on “Leaving 
The Past.” There’s no ground 
breaking here but it can 
certainly stand with the best of 
the Booker T. sets. 


The MG’s past and present, 
have always been the backbone 
of Stax studios, and MFSB 
(Mother, Father, Sister, 
Brother) serve the same function 
for the Sound of Philadelphia. 
They are a group of musicians 
guaranteed to make anybody 
sound good, in some cases even 
upstaging some of the vocalists 
they back up with their superior 
musicianship. This is the second 
MFSB album, the first being a 
not so adventurous collection of 
easy-listening instrumentals 
and band tracks from other 


Philadelphia International 


albums. The second album still 
has a quasi-jazz base. (centered 
around Len Pakula’s vibes, Zach 
Zachary’s lucious alto sound 
and Don Renaldo’s string 
section) that may be a little too 
easy to swallow for some folks, 
but it’s balanced this time by 
some of the genuine get-down 
Philly Sound. 


Philadelphia is becoming 
everything that Motown was in 
the 60’s. If you think that the 
Philly Sound is over-exposed 
now, (as some do), be prepared 
— you ain’t heard nothing yet.

whether Eddie, after leaving the 
Temptations, thought the 
company would “ignore” him 
the same way they ignored 
Ruffin after he left. “I knew I 
wasn’t going to get too much 
help from them in the first 
place. I got my band, the Young 
Senators, on my own and I made 
sure that I had a hand in my 
album production and also 
things like publicity and 
promotion. When my contract 
was up, I was definitely not 
going to resign, but since then 
things have improved, especially 
under the new President, 
Edwart Abner.” The band that 
Eddie refers to, the Young 
Senators. are the back bone of 
Eddie’s live show, a band from 
Washington D.C. They have so 
much going for them that at 
times they threaten to get away 
from Eddie on stage. 

At the Sugar Shack Eddie ran 
through recent hits like “Girl 
You Need A Change In Mind” 


-and ‘“‘Darling Come Back 


Home’”’ his self-described 
“Roman-tenor” barely making 
it over the poorly mixed house 
PA system. It wasn’t until the 
first few bars of a medley of old 
Temptations favorites that a 
highly anticipatory crowd began 
to clap and sing along, as 
obviously enthused as I was to 
hear old favorites, perfectly 
accompanied by the band. 
(Eddie comments: “I wouldn’t 
sing those songs because I 
hadn’t made it on my own. 
Before I ever sang those songs 
again I wanted to have my own 
hit.”) And while everybody was 
there to see Eddie ‘“Boggie 
Down,” the song that brought 
out the most response was “Can 
I,’’ which Eddie milked 
beautifully; his high voice 


seemed to crack as he stroked 
each phrase, and he shot tender 
glances at females close to the 
stage (drawing male and female 
encouragement from all over the 
club.) 

“Despite Eddie’s success as a 
solo act and his repeated 
pronouncement that “‘the past is 
the past — it’s gone,”’ the 
inclusion of the medley and a 
statement that seeped out 
during our conversation seemed 
to indicate Eddie’s true feelings 
about the Temptations. ““There 
was so much talent in the group, 
so much that was never utilized. 
The company never found out 
what the Temptations were 
about. I think if they had found 
out everybody would have been 
there now.” 

Tavares, the first local R&B 
group to surface nationally with 
a big hit, a ballad titled “Check 
It Out,” was at Paul’s Mall 
recently (homecoming of sorts.) 
The group (five flesh-brothers 
from New Bedford), long known 
to area soul afficionados as 
Chubby and the Turnpikes, put 
on a smoothly executed show, 
highlighted by an extended 
version of ‘‘Check It 
(including a moving accapella 
break) reflective of their dues — 
paying years on the club-lounge 
circuit. 

It’s sad that the group’s 
record, a Top Ten R&B smash 
and Top 40 pop hit, never made 
it onto WRKO’s survey. Sad 
because WRKO, with its 
absurdly tight playlists and 
generally unsympathetic 
attitudes toward soul music 
(Aretha has a record in the Top 
10 that as of this writing has yet 
to be aired on the station), had a 
chance to program a record by a 
local group other than J. Geils. 
The fact that they didn’t is 
further indication of the 
disintegration of pop radio in 
Boston.

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Radio: WCAS to Sound 


Prayerful Note?

WCAS in Cambridge is the 
last radio station owned by the 
Kaiser Broadcasting 
Corporation, and unless 
something happens before 
February 23, this civic minded 
and community responsive 
deviation from the typically 
pointless AM norm will pass 
into the prayerful hands of 
Family Stations, Inc., a 
nationwide nonprofit trafficker 
in religious muzak. 

Paul Mersdorf, WCAS station 
manager, has been playing man 
in the middle in this impending 
sale for so long that he should be © 
about ready to spirit himself 
away to a monastery. Last 
September he sat in his 
Cambridge office and pleafully 
explained that “any publicity 
about this sale could get me into 
a lot of trouble.” At that time he 
was very upset because reporters 
kept asking him embarrassing _ 
questions about Family Stations 
and the ethics of the sale. 

Mersdorf was quite willing to 
explain all about the broadcast 
format of the Family Stations 
network — how, unlike WRYT, 
Boston’s already existing 
religious station, Family was 
“‘noncommercial,’’ meaning 
they didn’t sell blocks of time to 
just any old religious group or let 
anyone beg for money over the 
air, but canned all their 
programming in their West 
Coast studios and peddled it to 
their stations around the 
country. Better yet, they only 
ask for money themselves two or 
three times a day. 

What he didn’t mention was 
that respondents to these 
limited pleas are added to a 
massive mailing list and 
hounded for more on a regular 
basis. Mersdorf also claimed

that the Kaiser-Family deal had 
been all but completely closed 
and that only some government 
red tape and paperwork was 
holding up the sale. Asked if 
there was any time left for the 
public to complain to the FCC 
about Family’s intended use of 
the station, Mersdorf asserted 
that the required ‘‘protest 
period”’ was officially over. This 
last statement was untrue. 

Four months later on January 
23, 1974, the FCC completed its 
own investigation of the 
proposed sale and, acting 
primarily on the basis of the 
“community survey” carried out 
by the people from Family, have 


approved the changeover. _ 


During the nine month period 
between April 17, 1973, when 
Family Stations put $10,000 
down toward the purchase of 
WCAS (with an agreement to 
put up $40,000 more at closing 
followed by $125,000 to come 
within 15 to 20 months) and the 
January approval date, the FCC 
did hear at least one protest 
from a community group headed 
by Dick LeGault, operator of 
Rides and Riders, Inc., who 
wanted to buy WCAS himself 
and run it as a community- 
owned station. LeGault’s protest 
failed, but in the remaining 30 
days grace period that follows 
any FCC sale approval, there is 
_likely to be one more. This one 


might work. 

David Misch, a local musician 
and aspiring journalist, has 
organized an effort to gather 
names on petitions to send to 
the FCC with the idea of 
provoking a public hearing on 
the WCAS sale. This all fits in 
with normal FCC procedure 
which guarantees the public’s 
right to regulate the use of the 
airwaves. Technically radio 
stations only lease the use of 
broadcast frequencies through 
an FCC license, and are required 
by law to “service the needs of 
the community.” Thus any sale 
of a broadcasting facility, 
especially one involving a 
change in programming, must 


be publicized to and approved 
by “the community.” 

Misch contends that the 
Cambridge community has little 
or no need for another religious 
radio station and has had even’ 
less chance to voice an opinion, 
on the matter. WCAS as it 
presently exists broadcasts 
contemporary folk and rock and 
public service programming 
involving groups such as the 
AFSC, the Sierra Club, Female 
Liberation, the Women’s Red 
Tape Collective, Gay Media 
Action, the Turkish Cultural 
Society, the Indo-China Peace 
Campaign and Polyarts — in 
short spanning a wide spectrum 
of civic involvement. To replace 
this sort of programming with 
taped “light religious music and 
sacred classics,”’ said Misch, “‘is 
criminal.” 

Right now the protest 
movement consists of David 
Misch and his telephone. He 
urges people to call him at 628- 
9378 and volunteer to circulate 
petitions. Petitions, which are 
being made available at the 
Cambridge Tenants Organizing 
Council at 595 Mass. Ave., will 
be circulated throughout 
Cambridge in the next few 
weeks and promoted at booths 
in Harvard Square on weekends 
and at various concerts in the 
area. Misch believes that the 
number of signatures he can 
collect is only limited by the 
extent to which the petitions 
circulate since he “hasn’t met 
anyone yet who’s in favor of 
losing WCAS to religious 
programming.” 

Meanwhile, back at WCAS 
everyone is going through a lot of 
fear and trembling. Sale of the 
station will automatically put

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Theatre: Alice in ‘End’; Beckett in “‘Wonder’ 


ALICE IN WONDERLAND and 
Beckett's ENDGAME; The 
Manhattan Project production, 
directed by Andre Gregory. At 
the Loeb. Closed. 


If you knew Alice in 
Wonderland well, and knew 
even a little about Lewis Carroll, 
you would have enjoyed the 


‘Manhattan Project’s “vision” 


of the book very much. Someone 
unfamiliar with Carroll’s classic 
might still have found much to 
relish, in individua} moments, 
but might well have found 
himself confused with the goings 
on. Few of the characters are 
identified by name, and if 
you’ve never seen Tenniel’s 
drawing of the hookah-smoking 
caterpillar you might be puzzled 
by the young man sitting atop 
four stooping people and 
obsessively sucking on the raised 
finger of one of his bearers. 


On the other hand, if you 
knew the Tenniel drawing, you 
might well gasp with admiration 
at the simplicity and 
inventiveness of Andre 
Gregory’s’ directorial 


imagination. Let me take the 
caterpillar scene as an instance 
of Gregory at his best; it was a 
tableau of much economy and 
ingenuity. What made it work 
was that Gregory made the 
audience work; we were taken by 
surprise and suddenly made to 
see. Four men stoop to bear a 
fifth on their hunched backs; the 
sitter looks both arrogant and 
dazed; he reaches down for a 
dangling arm, raises its finger to 
his mouth, and puffs. Gregory’s 
touch of transforming the 


- tobacco into pot, clever though 


it is, was in no way crucial to the 
delight of recognition. 
Everything depended upon the 
picture forming before our eyes, 
and upon the extraordinary 
expressiveness of Larry Pine’s 
arrogant face. 


This is a transformed Alice, a 
twentieth-century Alice, fraught 
with claustrophobic threat, 
manic violence, and the pathos 
and tension attendant on grown 
men who are in love with little 
girls. It’s a kaleidoscopic vision, 
an interpretation — not a 
narrative summary. It 


incorporates the scariness that 
adults feel when coming upon 
the book after experiencing 
something of the world. It isn’t a 
production for children (I’ve 
never come across a child who 
was actually frightened by the 
book), but rather for grown-ups 
who perceive the book’s 
darkness in retrospect. 


I genuinely felt a sense of 
threat when Alice was informed 
that all the doors around her 
were locked; but I know, too, 
that many of my friends at that 
performance were in no way 
unsettled. Then, too, I found the 
“Jabberwocky” opening (five or 
six people under half-closed 
umbrellas delivering a 
pedestrian recitation) tedious 
and untheatrical. The center of 
the piece thrilled me, and 
drained me to such an extent 
that I found myself half-dazed 
and unreceptive for the last 
fifteen minutes. Nothing seemed 
to register, though a colleague 
found these last moments 
terribly moving — the final 
clarification of Carroll’s 
impossible passion. 


Endgame 


Beckett’s Endgame was acted 
no less brilliantly, but fared 
much less well. One could see a 
constant attention to detail, and 
a precise delivery of lines with 
both subtlety and intelligence 
behind every word, but here the 
vision was wrong. The play is 
almost unbearably nihilistic, 
but unlike Waiting for Godot, it 
bears no textual traces of human 
compassion or humor to lace its 
bitterness. Hamm is cruel, 
despicable, devoid of 
compassion — a Pozzo carried to 
extremes; Clov is sympathetic, 
tyrannized, passive — a Lucky 
come to semi-dignified terms 
with his master. And Hamm’s 
parents, Nagg and Nell, 
consigned in senile crippledom 
to trash cans, are images of the 
sheer horror of subjection, 
decay, and death. 


But in this production Hamm 
and Clov seemed wrongly 
conceived as Vladimir and 
Estragon gone sour. Injections of 
song-snatches, sotto voce cheers, 


ironic forced cameraderies, 
resulted in a picture of self- 
conscious sarcastic undercutting 
that stole the bite from almost 
every line and gesture. Perhaps 
the final emblem of how far this 
production strayed from the 
horror of the play was the vision 
of Nagg pugnaciously propelling 
himself across the stage with a 
rod stuck through the hole of his 
janitor’s-basket prison; this, 
coupled with his pixy 
pantomime during Hamm’s 
reminiscences of cruelty and 
selfishness, was as far from the 
original conception of Nagg’s 
horrific immobility and 
slobbering decay as could be 
imagined. 


How odd, finally, that such 
energy and theatrical 
intelligence should have been 
expended upon a venture so 
perverse as the coupling of these 
two classics in this particular 
way: Alice as Beckettian vision, 
and Endgame as an ironically 
muted Wonderland.

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Through Marriage and Morality

THE WALTZ OF THE 
TOREADORS By Jean Anouilh; 
Directed by Brian Murray, 
starring Eli Wallach and Anne 
Jackson with Diana Van Der Vlis, 
Benjamin Masters and William 
Roerick; at the Colonial Theatre 
through Feb. 9. 


The Waltz Of The Toreadors 
is a romantic title for a comic 
play that is deeply cynical at its 
core. I don’t usually enjoy 
cynical plays but his one is 
truly a thoughtful delight. Eli 
Wallach and Anne Jackson act 
out the farce of marriage with 
that something extra. Anouilh 
has you thinking and laughing 
all the way through. 


Mr. Wallach portrays a 
retired General who is obsessed 
by a waltz, and a woman he had 
only danced with, in his balmy 
youth some 17 years ago. When 
she appears at his house and 
solicits the consummation of hjs 


love, he believes that he is ready 
to leave his wife and two 


daughters, his home, and most 


_of all his current age, and return 


again to a world where 
everything was fresh. He is a fool 
of course, but oh, how we 
identify with his foolishness! 

Anne Jackson plays a cunning 
wife who hangs onto the rotten 
marriage in spite of her 
contempt for her husband. But 
she consummates her love 
affairs and manages to get the 
most out of that ugly institution, 
marriage. Of course, she too 
refers to those days gone by, but 
she is most realistic about her 
present situation. 


This unhappy couple !ive out 
their ‘‘bourgeois decay.’’ 
Anouilh ridicules honor and 
fidelity as remnants of a bygone 
age. Yet, obsessions of the heart, 
he seems to be saying, are 
necessary to make it all seem 
worthwhile. Hold onto your pipe 


dream or you might try to kill 
yourself. In fact, four or five 
people do attempt suicide. But 
the bubble is soon repaired and 
they carry on as best they can. 


Brian Murray has directed 
these acts of despair in a lively 
manner. He keeps the farce 
moving and doesn’t sacrifice a 
precious thought. But I do 
object to the “paste up” setting 
of the play. It seemed as if the 
room just recently flew together. 
I also think Mr. Murray could 
have been a bit more carful with 
his actors and watched for their 
non-reactions after a year’s run. 


Eli Wallach, who is one of our 
finest actors, was somewhat 
sloppy in places on opening 
night. When his intended of 17 
years pointed a gun at him, he 
barely noticed the weapon. And 
later on-when she told him that 
she loves another, Mr. Wallach 


“saved” his reaction for nearly “Waltz of the Toreadors”. 


Anne Jackson and Eli Walach in 


30 seconds before showing his 
shock. I don’t think his 
character was meant to be dull 
witted. Rather Mr. Wallach is 
sometimes choosing his places 
and missing the moment to 
moment changes that I am sure 
he experienced when the play 
first opened in New York. 


But let’s not quibble. Mr. 
Wallach’s performance is 
captivating. He makes us care so 
very much about this silly, 
lecherous, pompous man that I 
half suspect he is a magician. 
Anne Jackson shows the needs 
and passions of a desperate 
woman and we soon understand 
the dilemma she finds herself in. 
We are charmed by her ability to 
make the most of it. 

The Waltz Of The Toreadors 
is about the end of an era. The 
upper classes get nostalgic for 
morality at such a time. It is 
nice to see a play with actors 
that can make fun of it all.

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Eli Wallach Talks Acting and Actors

Seated in a coffee shop in 
Boston, where he is currently in 
the middle of a three week run in 
Anouilh’s play The Waltz of the 
Toreadors, Eli Wallach grins as 
he talks about himself. 

“TI was born and brought up in 
Red Hook, Brooklyn’s Little 
Italy. I stayed there until I was 
old enough to go to college. | 
attended the University of 
Texas but returned to New York 
after graduation to get a 
Master’s degree in teaching. | 
never taught though because I 
failed the teaching exam. That 
was a stroke of fate, I guess, 
because after that I became 
involved with acting.” 

A five year stint in the 
Medical Corps of the army 
interrupted Wallach’s budding 
acting career but when he 
returned to civilian life he soon 
made his Off-Broadway debut in 
Tennesse Williams’ This 
Property is Condemned. The 
only other performer in the play 
was a young actress named Anne 
Jackson. The two clicked on and 
off the stage and have been 
married for the past twenty-five 
years. 

Looking distinguished in long 
pork-chop sideburns, Wallach 
talks about his wife, who shares 
his top billing in The Waltz, 
with unabashed fondness: “I 
really enjoy working with 
Anne. There are lines in The 
Waltz of the Toreadors when she 
turns and looks at me with 
venom in her eyes and says: ‘you 
ruined my career.’ We get a 
chance to thrash out our 
difficulties in the plays we do... 
in a lot of them I choke her or tie 
her up or rape her, its all acted 
out. Our fantasies can be acted 
out.” 

He is a veteran of 25 films and 
countless plays and television 
productions. Currently he 
appears in the film Cinderella 
Liberty and another film of his 
entitled Crazy Joe is soon to be 
released. 

“I prefer theatre to any other 
acting vehicle,” Wallach says. 
“Take, for example, the film 
Cinderella Liberty. I worked for 
two weeks on that picture. I 
never really got a chance to 
polish the guy I play, to give him 
added dimensions. The general I 
play in The Waltz represents 
nine months to a year’s work 
where I’ve been able to deepen 
certain values in the play. 
That’s the luxury of acting in 
the theatre.” 

Because of his enthusiasm for 
live acting Wallach has been the 


vanguard of a group called 


‘LARC (Loose Actors Revolving 


Company.) This association was 
formed in order to make it easier 
for prominent performers to do 
short run theatre acting. ““The 
idea was that an actor in 
America has no roots,”’ Wallach 
says, “he’s a gypsy, he wanders. 
He gets a job in a movie and he’s 
gone off to Greece somewhere. 
He gets a TV series, he’s lost for 
five years. Many actors feel the 
need to act on the stage so we 
decided to form a group where 
we could relieve one another. If 
one actor had to leave a play 
because of a movie commitment 
another one could take his place 
until he got back. It was a co- 
operative sort of thing.” 

LARC is composed of 30 
performers including Anne 
Bancroft, Martin Balsam, 
Dustin Hoffman, George C. 
Scott and Jon Voight. But 
despite such big names the 
organization has not been 
successful. Wallach puts it this 
way: “LARC hasn’t succeeded 
because we’re all so easily 
seduced. Everybody’s got their 
bag packed and one foot out the 
door and that’s a sad 
commentary on America.” 

Wallach readily admits that 
he has been seduced on occasion 
and done bad films just for the 
money. “One time Don Siegel 
sent me a script that had me 
killing five people in one day. I 
called him and said I’d do the 
film for $10,000 a killing. He 
said okay and I made myself 
$50,000.” (The film incidentally 
was a clinker called The Lineup. 

But most of Eli Wallach’s 
career has been spent 
accumulating rave reviews. He 
has worked with virtually every 
heavy-weight the 
entertainment industry. 
Speaking freely and drawing 


from his 27 years in the business 


he offers these comments: 

On Marlon Brando —- “I’ve 
known Marlon for twenty-five 
years. He’s a marvelous man; 
he’s an imp, he’s a teaser, he’s a 
practical joker, he’s a sensitive 
guy. I like him very much. He’s 
a brilliant actor. I didn’t agree 
with what he did at the 
Academy Awards; I mean I love 
the idea that he’s involved in the 
Indian situation but I think it 
would have been more effective 
if he’d gone himself.” 

On Tennessee Williams — ‘‘For 
the first seven years of my acting 
career all I did was Tennessee 
Williams. He’s a poet, a great 
short story writer. One of the

fearful things in America is that 
you have to keep churning out 
things called ‘hits.’ I think 
Tennessee has had a dry period 
the last four or five years but 
he’ll come out of it.”” 

On Charles Bronson — “He’s 
the biggest star in Europe and 
Japan today. If you had told me 
that a few years ago, when I was 
working with him in The 
Magnificent Seven I wouldn’t 
have known what to say. I don’t 
know whether he’s a leading 
man or what. Evidently the 
women get orgasms when 
Charles appears on the screen. I 
can’t explain it, certainly they 
don’t when I come on the 
screen.” 

On Clint Eastwood — “‘he’s the 
epitome’ of the tall silent 
western man who believes in 
justice. When I made a film with 
him in Spain the girls swarmed 
all over him. I haven’t seen his 
last few pictures but I hate that 
poster with the Magnum gun, 
the Magnum Force. It seems to 
say that the only solution is with 
a gun in your hand.” 

On Zero Mostel — “well he can 
be naughty when he wants to be 


and he can be marvelous. He’s 
an eccentric, a genius, a brillant 
actor with a low level of 
patience.” 

On Clark Gable — “he was a 
superb, professional film actor. 
He knew just how far to go and 
how much work to do. A lot of 
people have the theory that 
because of the stuff we did with 
the wild horses (in The Misfits), 
the exertions, that Gable died 
because of that. It’s not true.” 

Wallach gets slightly 


emotional when he talks about - 


his friend Marilyn Monroe. He 
co-starred with her and Gable in 
the last film for both of them; 
John Houston’s The Misfits. 
“‘Norman Mailer and I spent a 
couple of hours together 
discussing Marilyn. It’s 
mentioned in his book. Marilyn, 
I guess now, is being exhumed. 
Everybody has got their own 
theory about what made 
Marilyn tick. She’s being used 
as an example of what’s wrong, 
the malaise in the American 
system. The ass wiggling sex 
symbol who’s unhappy. We tend 
to put a soap opera look on it. I 
don’t know, everybody is a 


amateur psychologist as far as 
Marilyn is concerned and they 
say she’s the fruit of a sick 
system. 

“I think she was tortured, 
unhappy, her marriage was 
breaking up while we were 
making the movie. Arthur 
Miller had just written a 
Valentine for her and then, 
suddenly, everything she had to 
say in the movie runs counter to 
what she’s really feeling. So she 
was very disturbed while we 
were shooting. 

“When she was in a good 
mood she was marvelous. I'll 
never forget. Gable was on 
overtime when we were shooting 
the picture. I think it came to 
$50,000 a week, and Marilyn 
could never come on time 
because she’d be upset. She 
didn’t want to face the camera, 
she hated herself and so on. 
Once she came about quarter to 
eleven; we’d been sitting around 
since nine. She threw her arms 
around Gable and said: ‘I’m 
terribly sorry I’m late.’ Gable 
looked at her and said: ‘there’s 
no hurry.’ But remember, he 
was getting an extra $50,000 a 
week.” 

Wallach believes in the 
American system. Wallach 
believes that “eternal vigilance 
is the .price of liberty” and 
carries on his person an excerpt 
from the Congressional Record 
citing 73 reasons to initiate 
impeachment proceedings 
against President Nixon. 

“TI think there should be 
impeachment so the real truth 
can be found out,” Wallach 
says, but privately feels that the 
President will resign. 

Wallach also speaks out 
against censorship although he 
does not care for the current 
wave of hard core films. “When I 
watched Deep Throat it 
reminded me of the method of 
force feeding a duck. You stick a 
long tube down its throat and 
shovel the food in.” 

Long acclaimed as one of 
America’s finest actors, Eli 
Wallach uses little method or 
mood techniques in his 
performances. ‘“‘There’s an old 
theory that you can spend days 
in the library, put on all the 
clothes but if you haven’t got the 
talent it won’t mean a damn 
thing.

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Dance: Exploring Human Relationships 


By Amanda Smith 


Nora Guthrie and Ted 
Rotante dance wonderful 
dances. Their works are tender 
and strong and fragile and warm 
and brave in the ways that 
human relationships sometimes 
are. And that is altogether 
fitting since their subject matter 
is almost always the man- 
woman relationship. 

Take “Corporate Images,” for 
instance, the first dance on the 
Distinguished Speakers 
Program at Northeastern 
University’s Alumni Auditorium 
a couple of weeks ago on 
Boston’s coldest night in five 
years. “Corporate Images,”’ true 
to its name, incorporates all of 
the primary images, themes and 
forms characteristic of their 
work. Their pieces move in and 
out of the dance dimension, yet 
they are always concerned with 
human movement, timing and 
flow. Watching these two work 
together is a particularly 
satisfying and exhilarating 
experience. They seem to have 
evolved a form which fits them 
perfectly, not a rigid form, but 
one which implies the 
acceptance of growth and 
change, ebb and flow, as a fact 
of life and art. And although 
their stvle depends on their own 
personalities, it seems 
particularly attractive and 
accessible in the way in which it 
deliberately moves away from 
the esoteric arch stylizations of 
old-guard modern dance. 

In ‘‘Corporate Images,”’ 
muscular, black-haired Rotante, 
dressed in slacks and a T-shirt, 
slips onstage in silence (there is 
usually music for this dance, but 
the sound system was 
apparently on the blink). He 
moves in delicate, subtle 
isolated twists and jerks of 
hands, arms, head, perhaps 
refined versions of martial arts 
positions. But the most pleasing 
thing is the serene flow of 
movement, the corporate whole 
of all of the smaller positions. - 

Then tiny, frail-looking, pale, 
wild-haired Guthrie enters in 
slacks and a tie-dyed, tightly- 
fitting sweater. Rotante moves 


abstractly (man, the dreamer, 
perhaps) while Guthrie works 
largely in mime concerned with 
mundane matters of the kitchen 
(woman, the homemaker). They 
leave the stage and return in 
different costumes. This time 
they are bare-legged, wearing 
white leotards; his covered by a 
tuxedo coat, hers by a blue 
chiffon dress. He hangs over her, 
like a circus ringmaster, a hand- 
wringing Dickensian character. 
She docilely follows him on her 
knees, holding his hand like an 
obedient child. She frowns, but 
as he lifts her head, the frown 
changes to a subservient smile. 
It is unexpected, it is light, it is 
funny. 

The tuxedo and dress are 
shed; only the leotards remain. 
A full-out battle of the sexes 
ensues, complete with a cleaning 
bucket filled with confetti which 
eventually gets stuck first on his 
head, then hers. And then a 
series of awkward-but-lovely 
lifts — first he lifts her, then she 
supports his entire weight on her 
body. The lifts aren’t ballet- 
beautiful but they aren’t meant 
to be. They have more the 
quality of two children 
experimenting with their own 
physical abilities. There is a 
certain amount of revelation, 
not just that the lifts have their 
own kind of crazy beauty but 
that this small woman is 
capable of lifting this man. The 
piece ends as they take turns 
rolling each other gently on the 
floor toward the wings. 

Rotante’s solo ‘‘Hunt”’ is filled 
with his beautiful, quirky 
timing. Tall rushes stand 
upstage right. Rotante uses a six 
foot long bamboo pole, carrying 
it like a hunter, then casting it 
about in front of himself like a 
blind man. He stomps in a circle 
about the stage, then 
ritualistically mixes a powder of 
some kind with water in a small 
bowl, dips two fingers in the 
mixture, and just as we construe 
it to be paint and expect him to 
streak his face with it, he eats it. 
The most striking segment in 
the dance is the series of half-

completed expressions Rotante 
assumes. First, the pose of a he- 
man — ah, but the expression 
melts away just before it reaches 
its apex and becomes static, as 
he assumes another, a frown, 
which in turn melts magically 
away to become something else. 
In “Undercurrents” Guthrie 
wears a vaguely frilly red dress, 


Rotante slacks. There is an 
improvised section with the two 
moving separately, then Rotante 
dominates Guthrie, forcing her 
to assume a standard ballroom 
position. Suddenly they tilt 
sharply to the side in an 
exaggerated version of the 
formal dance, reminiscent of the 
tango’s studied artifice. 


Eventually they break away to 
dance freely, separately once 
again. 

“The Rooms of the House,” 
the only work on the program 
choreographed by Guthrie, uses 
some of her own taped jazz/blues 
music. She comes from a 
musical family: she is Woody’s 
daughter and Arlo’s sister. This 
dance is based on the idea that 
different selves emerge in 
different rooms of a house, that 
lives and relationships evolve 
their own flow. As the lights 
come up, Guthrie, in a pink 
bathrobe beside a pink stool, 
and Rotante in a blue bathrobe 
beside his blue stool, suddenly 
begin a shuddering shaking 
walk, like automatons out of 
control. A woman speaks in a 
strained, affected halting 
fashion: “Let... me... see. What 
is this day? I think it is 
Thanksgiving because there are 
turkeys on the napkins.”’ 
Guthrie disappears, Rotante 
speaks to an invisible presence 
onstage: ‘‘She is mine, 
understand, mine, and this is 
my space, understand, mine.” 
As he goes on, Guthrie returns to 
the stage, completely covered, 
head-to-toe and with no peep- 
holes in two muslin sacks. 
Rotante tosses her from arm to 
arm like a flower sack and she 
allows herself to be 
manipulated, trusting him to 
handle and guide her, despite 
the force of her movement. It is a 
remarkable and very funny 
duet, the consummation of the 
physical trust which they 
obviously have in one another. 
And then there is the section in 
which Guthrie sits quietly facing 
the back of the stage and slips 
off her robe to the waist; we see 
only her frail naked back as the 
blindfolded Rotante dances 
alone. At the close, each caresses 
his stool like a security blanket 
which they lovingly carry and 
place downstage center. They 
sit. She assumes an inflated, 
domineering, drawn-up 
position, he is slumped; like a 
see-saw in slow motion, she 
slumps as he rises.
